President Nixon’s war on the poor 
— like his.other date, great and still 
twitching war in Indochina — is un- 
declared’ and escalating. Among 
those most sorely affected are the 
elderly, whose fixed incomes often 
cannot absorb skyrocketing living 
costs. Further, Federal cutbacks in 
Medicare coverage and support ser- 
vices like the Model Cities meals- 
» on-wheels program may force those 
who currently rely on government 
subsidy to leave their own homes 
and move into institutions. 

This is at a time when the nursing 
home industry in Massachusetts is 
hardly ready to embrace a genera- 
tion of indigent old folks. Already 
nursing and rest home bed space is 
in critical demand. Moreover, the 


bulk of the state’s 900 odd homes 
servicing over 370,000 people are not 
always up to snuff. A Public Health 
Department official ‘estimated, in 
fact, that only 10 percent. of the 
state’s nursing homes operate above 
Public Health’s standards and that 
maybe 30 percent are way below. 
“The rest,” he said, “are just ade- 
quate or marginal, with a constant 
change in minor violations.” 
High-level politicking and finan- 
cial shenanigans on the part of some 


owners aggravate the sorry state of 


the industry. In the main, though, 
the problem rests with a state 
bureaucracy that is ‘virtually in- 
effective in protecting the isolated 
and powerless nursing home resi- 
dent. 
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The Public Health Department, 
for instance, has the statutory 
responsibility to regulate nursing 
homes, but for lack of personnel has 
failed to bring to prosecution any lax 
owners for the past two and a half 
years. 

In January, Public Health Com- 
missioner William Bicknell — who 
is regarded as something of a mover 
and a shaker — finally sent a 
desperate, unprecedented memo to 
the Departments of Mental Health 
and Welfare, both of which funnel 
large numbers of people into nursing 
homes. Bicknell listed 33 “‘substan- 
dard” nursing and rest homes in the 
state, with an eye to preventing the 
other departments from using them.

Q. Is it true that social security funds are being used to finance the 


CIA? A friend of mine ‘said that he read that in the 
Congressional Record. How can they do that? — Arnie P.,

Your friend used the right source but has the story a bit con- 
fused. So far, the CIA has not used social security funds, but you 
really can’t trust them. In the Congressional Record for May 7, 
1973 (H3402), Rep. Koch entered testimony about a breakfast 
meeting at CIA headquarters in McLean, Virginia, in January, 
1969, with Richard Helms, head of the CIA. Helms had stated 
that he would answer any questions about the operation of his 
organization. But when Koch asked him, “How many employees 
do you have and what is the size of your annual budget?”, Helms 
replied, “There are only two questions which I cannot answer 
and those are the two.” As Koch pressed for a-reply, Helms con- 
tinued, “The CIA appropriation does not appear in the annual 
budget passed by Congress and is buried in some other 
department.” “Are you telling me,” Koch asked, “that your ap- 
propriation might be included under social security.”” To which 
aot answered, “We haven’t used that one yet, but it’s a good 
idea.

Are Albert King and B.B. King really brothers? — C. P. and F.

No, that’s just one of those rumors that you, my friends, are 
always asking me. Also unrelated to Albert and B.B. are Freddie 
King and Pee Wee King who wrote the Tennessee Waltz. 
Could vou please clue me into what so-called ‘Massachusetts 
Blue Laws” pertain to sporting events, stage shows, perfor- 
mances before the public, and concerts? It seems to me, atten- 
ding a fair number of the above “‘events,”’ that often a good show 
is closed too early. An obscure “blue law” is then sighted as the 
reason. I, for one, would like to at least question some such ap- 
parently outdated laws, but how does one go about it if you don’t 
even know what the laws are? — R. P., Cambridge. 
Well, you can start by reading the General Laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Bound volumes are available for 
reading in the Boston public Library and in the State House 
Library. References to the “blue laws” include Chapter 4, Sec- 
tion 7; Chapter 136, Sections 5-7, 12-15,; Chapter 138, Sections 
12. 15, and 33; Chapter 149, Sections 45, 46, and 180; Chapter 
271 of the Acts of 1972, and Chapter 734 of the Acts of 1970. The 
so-called “blue laws” refer mostly to business restrictions on 
“Sunday law holidays.” Although the General Laws of Mass. do 
not define legal holidays, Chapter 4, Section 7 provides that “in 
construing statutes” the term “legal holiday” includes 12 dates. 
However, two of these (March 17, Evacuation Day and June 17, 
_ Bunker Hill Day) are celebrated only in Suffolk County (Boston, 
Revere, Chelsea, and Winthrop). This should immediately give 
you an indication of how dedicated and serious lawmakers are. 
On two other state holidays, Washington’s birthday in February 
and Patriots’ Day in April, “blue laws” do not apply. For the 
remaining eight holidays (New Year’s, Memorial, Independence, 
Labor, Columbus, Veterans’, Thanksgiving, and Christmas 
Davs). there are restrictions on labor, sale of alcohol, and the 
transportation of goods. Exceptions to the restrictions include 
“emergency repairs for protection of persons and property; . . 
labor without compensation; . . .public services necessary to the 
maintenance of life; . . .works of necessity and charity; : ._paid 
public entertainments, including horse and dog racing. If the 
specific events you referred to occurred on a Saturday night or 
the night before a “Sunday law holiday,” the event may have 
stopped by 11 P.M., midnight, or 1 A.M. depending on what 
county or city you were in, or what kind of establishment 
(tavern, hotel, concert hall). Or it may have ended to allow peo- 
ple to take the MTA or bus home, since the public transporta- 
tion closes down early for a city the size of Boston. Or the 
manager may have been tired and ready to go to sleep. Anyway, 
read over the laws and write to the Public Affairs Department, 
Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce (125 High Street, Boston 
02110) for the short pamphlet ‘1973 Legal Holidays in 
Massachusetts.” Then you can try to find someone in the State 
House to talk to. But be prepared for a real run-around.

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RADIO KISS-OFF 


To the Editor: 

Charlie McCollum’s ‘‘The 
Press Under the Spell of the 
Potomac” (Phoenix, May 15) 
was interesting opinion, albeit 
factually wanting and woefully 
incomplete—especially with 
respect to network broadcasters 
and broadcasting. 

His omission of CBS’s hard- 
nosed and heavy Washington 
correspondent, Daniel Shorr, 
was obvious, but to kiss off the 
entire network radio news 
programming in one brief 
sentence—‘‘Radio is all but dead 
as a news carrier’ — would seem 
to indicate that McCollum’s 
knowledge of radio news must be 
limited to the rockers. 

Specifically, CBS News and 
more particularly the CBS cor- 
respondents mentioned in the 
story (Dan Rather, Marvin Kalb, 
Bob Pierpoint, Roger Mudd, 
Walter Cronkite) are all very 
strong in CBS Radio News. As a 
matter of fact, if one listens to 
CBS Radio’s ‘‘The World 
Tonight” with Douglas Edwards 
(6:00 PM, WEEI/CBS Radio), 
one hears first the same audio 
and voicers that are later used in 
the CBS Television News with 
Walter Cronkite. Even earlier, 
say at 5 PM on WEEI, in 
another Douglas Edwards 
newscast, you’ll hear first 
Rather, Pierpoint, Sevareid et al 
with the breaking stories heard 
an hours and a half later on CBS 
Television News. 
Further, Walter Cronkite does 
an exclusive and very tough 
radio-only thinkpiece and 
analysis on CBS Radio daily 
(4:55 PM, WEEI Radio). We get 


‘mail continually asking why the 


Cronkite radio piece is not used 
on CBS television. 

Then there’s Dan Rather and 
Marvin Kalb’s ‘First Line 
Report” on CBS Radio only (6:23 
Saturdz

which is another outstanding 
CBS exclusive radio news 
analysis. And lastly, this CBS- 
owned radio station, along with 
our six other O and O’s, have two 
full-time exclusive Washington 
reporters (Jim McCarthy and 
Wes Vernon) whose top New 
England-oriented reportage is 
recognized by thousands on 
WEEI—except Charlie 
McCollum. 

In dismissing radio news with 
his one-liner, McCollum may be 
interested to learn of a recent 
survey by R. H. Bruskin 
Associates which shows that 46 
percent of all American adults 
get the news from their radios 
during the daytime. This com- 
pares with 39 percent for televi- 
sion and 34 percent for 
newspapers.

BOSTON STATE HOSPITAL 


To the Editor: 

Your article of 6 weeks ago on 
Boston State Hospital gave me 
the idea of applying for a job asa 
nurse attendant there. I figured 
that since the Hospital is so un- 
derstaffed, it should at least be 
staffed by people who are good to 
the patients. I worked there for 4 
weeks until I was fired by the 
head nurse on the ward and the 
nursing supervisor of the unit. 

Of the 160 hours I was on duty, 
the supervisor was on the ward 
perhaps 15 hours and the head 
nurse perhaps 40 hours — and 
most of these hours they spent 
either in large meetings or doing 
phone and paperwork in the of- 
fice. They reached the decision 
to fire me without consulting 
either other members of the staff 
or patients. The reasons I was 
given were that I was disruptive 
and that I treated patients as if 
they would react to a situation as 
I myself would. 

Many of the patients’ concerns

naturally revolve around how 
they are being “treated” and 
their overall living conditions. 
Patients make arguments like: 
“If I don’t want to take that 
much Thorazine, I shouldn't 
have to.” Or, “I signed myself in 
here, I should be able to sign 
myself out of this Hospital.” Or, 
“T should be able to lie down on 
my bed when I want to.” These 
type concerns were generally 
considered to be false vehicles for 
venting “‘real feelings,” as if real 
feelings were exclusively a func- 
tion of one’s interior and past. 
(Once, one very meek patient 
surprised me with his sharp 
observation that patients were 
considered most healthy when 
they managed to have no real 
feelings at all.) 

I don’t have any training in 
psychology. An advantage of this 
seemed to be that I didn’t relate 
to patients as of another species, 
as children, or as “crazy.”” My 
attitude was often “there but for 
fortune go I.”” The line between 
patients and staff is further 
rooted in the coincident class 
line. All of the patients are of the 
lower economic class, while 
almost all of the staff are of the 
middle class. Accordingly, the 
patients do have different in- 
terests, ideas, and ways of com- 
municating. Staff members at- 
tribute what is their class-based 
lack of respect for these ways to a 
superior degree of mental health. 
I felt that I could learn from the 
patients in addition to helping 
them. I had much more trouble 
communicating with staff 
members, many of whom played 
roles composed of their 
diplomas, their “experience,” 
and their positions in the 
hierachy. 

I tound a nurse prompting 
group discussions with questions 
like ‘“‘How can you cope with 
your guilt or your loneliness?” as 
if she didn’t experience such 
things. 

After everyone on the ward 
learned that I was being fired (I 
was informed 4 days before my 
last day), there came a ward 
meeting in which patients, in- 
cluding some who hardly ever 
speak up, said that I was one 
staff member who listened and 
responded to them. Their com- 
ments shifted to angry questions 
about how the decision was 
reached. They were asked by a 


_ staff member to go back to ex- 


pressing their “real feelings” 


- about me leaving, because, after 


all, there was nothing to be done 
about the decision. Ironically, at 
the staff meeting which followed 
the ward meeting, many of the 
staff realized, too, that they have 
little to say about how and with 
whom they are working, that 
staff democracy exists only when 
it’s innocuous to administrators. 
The gap between patients and 
staff prevented them from com- 
bining to contest. the decision. 
The idea behind this kind of 
treatment may be that the 
patient just wouldn’t unders- 
tand. But the reality behind it is 
that he is lowest man on the 
Hospital totem pole—that is, 
just below the status of nurse 
attendant.

I asked Mr. Wheeler his reason 
for refusing me this right es- 
pecially where he had already 
allowed several other resolutions 
to come to a vote. His answer 
was that my resolution was not 
pertinent to the Town meeting 
and that he had the right under 
his powers as the Moderator to 
refuse me. 

I was under the belief that we 
had free speech in this coun- 
try—I guess we are not that far 
removed from what goes on in 
communist countries!

JEWISHNESS 


To the Editor: 


I would like to congratulate 
the Boston Phoenix on their re- 
cent article on Marty Blatt’s 
Zionism Reconsidered course at 
Tufts as an example of 
courageous and fair reporting. It 
prompts me to point out however 
that part of the story at Tufts 
has been left out. 

In January 1972, the Tufts 
Hillel Non-Zionist Caucus was 
formed as a response to Hillel’s 
trving to get Uri Davis thrown off 
the campus, demonstrating their 
willingness to allow for only one 
definition of ““Jewishness”’ in the 
organization. Various events 
were sponsored by the caucus in 
the spring, and in November 
1972. a panel discussion on Israel 
and the Middle East co- 
sponsored with the M:I.T. Arab 
Club attracted over 600 people. 
In January those two groups 
decided to initiate the May 15 
Coalition, an ad hoc, anti- 
Zionist, action coalition. This 
wider exposure prompted ex- 
treme Hillel reaction. After fail- 
ing repeated attempts to per- 
suade the Caucus to change its 
name, including a letter from an 
attorney and a request to the 
Dean’s Office, Hillel decided to 
bring the matter before the Com- 
mittee of Student Life (a student 
faculty committee with dis- 
ciplinary powers). On March 14, 
Paul Kleinbaum and myself 
were expelled from Hillel, and 
CSL ruled that we were 
prohibited from using the words 
“Tufts Hillel” in the name of our 
organization, under penalty of 
probation, suspension, or expul- 
sion from Tufts University. Ac- 
cording to Bill Friedman, Hillel 
spokesman, the expulsions were 
based on “one reason and one 
reason only — that they refused 
to drop the name ‘Hillel’ after 
they were asked to, and that they 
are hurting us by using the 
name”: This “damage’”’ pertained 
to such things as losing speakers 
and money, from people who 
assumed the whole Tufts Hillel 
was non-Zionist. On March 28, 
we appealed our expulsions from 
Hillel to CSL and were 
reinstated as members of Hillel. 
The prohibition on the use of the 


name “Tufts Hillel Non-Zionist 
Caucus”’ is still in effect, 
however. 


I believe this continuation of 
the story at Tufts shows even 
further the mental block the 
Jewish Community, and indeed, 
almost the entire American 
public, have on the subject of 
Israel and Zionism. Rather than 
being anti-semitic, we are trying 
to allow for a definition of 
“Jewishness” which all . might 
feel comfortable with.

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Did Visiting Chinese See the Real Hub?

The Boston Public Schools and Com- 
munist China unofficially recognized each 
other last Thursday when a delegation of 
22 Chinese journalists and information 
people, who are guests of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, visited 
Roxbury’s ultra-modern William Monroe 
Trotter Elementary School. 

The school, which was the first one 
visited by the group during their one- 
month visit to the United States, not only 
impressed the foreign visitors with its ad- 
vanced technology but also convinced 
some visiting Americans that they ‘“‘Were 
in the twenty-first century.”” Whether or 
not the tour left the Chinese observers 
with any kind of impression of what an 
American school is really like is anybody’s 
guess. 

The visit to the Trotter School was 
suggested by Boston Globe editor Tom 
Winship who, along with Christian 
Science Monitor editor Erwin Canham, 
hosted the Chinese during their three-day 
Boston stay. The school features an open 
classroom system in which children are 
free to learn at their own rate. The 
spaciously designed rooms house two 
grades and present a serene picture of in- 
terested students doing what they want in 
an atmosphere heavily laden with audio- 
visual equipment. Visitors from thirty 
countries have seen the experimental 
school which, according to Principal 
Archie McDonald, is ‘‘based on the 
British primary school.” In keeping with 
its model image, the school features a 
well-integrated community smoothly 
functioning in a futuristic environment. A 
number of the visiting Chinese were im- 
pressed, and perhaps somewhat sur- 
prised, that black and white children were 
studying together peacefully. They had 
not been told, though, that the four-year 
old school had almost been integrated at 
the expense of neighborhood children, 
who were originally slated to be bussed 
away from the new school to make room 
for white children. After an uproar in the 
community, the problem was solved. 

The arrival of the Chinese visitors was 
taken in stride by the school officials and 
children. A reception line that included 
Principal McDonald, Boston School 
Superintendent William Leary, the assis- 
tant principal and two children, who look- 
ed like they would be more excited by a 
visit from Rico Petrocelli; was on hand to 
greet the smiling visitors as they emerged 
from their touring bus. Wearing the light 
grey Mao suits that Americans have come 
to identify with the mainland Chinese, 
the tourists greeted their hosts with 
English “good mornings.’”’ The only ex- 
citement came from Globe advance-man 
Dexter Eure, who was busy challenging 
reporters (especially Phoenix represen- 
tatives) for press credentials. Eure was 
trying to organize an event that was 
already running smoothly.

Watergate Left: Enter Howard Hughes

_ I am offering the following Watergate 
observations pretty much in their natural 
unfinished form because they are things 
that I think need to be said now, as quick- 
ly and as violently as possible, and 
because I’m trying to make a late flight to 
the capital where I’ll briefly play at 
sleuthing out a few new ideas as to which 
Cowboy in particular might be playing on 
the Yankee side. 


Bring Back Clifford Irving 


1. One senses the significance of the 
arrival of Howard Hughes’ name in the 
Watergate scene without being quite able 
to identify it. One can say now only that 
the cast is filling out in a handsomely 
Flemingesque way. 

McCord testified last week, recall, that 
Hughes was to have made a plane 
available at a Las Vegas airport for the 
getaway to ‘‘a Central American 
republic” of Liddy and Hunt after their 
theft of certain papers from the editor of 


the Las Vegas Sun, Hank Greenspun. a 
theft that was apparently never carried 
out. 

Whether true or not, this charge has 
already brought two new facts to light: (a) 
that in a manner ealeulated to conceal the 
true amount, Hughes ‘put at least $100,- 
000 into Nixon’s so-called ‘‘campaign 
fund;” and (b) that (guess who) E. 
Howard Hunt was employed by Hughes’ 
public relations firm in Washington 
before he “‘left it” (I bet) to go to work for 
Creep. 

These facts make it all the more in- 
teresting to discover at precisely the same 
moment that Richardson’s prosecutor for 
Watergate, Archibald Cox of Harvard, 
has a brother Maxwell who is Hughes’ 
main lawyer. This does not mean that 
Cox is crooked, only that he could very 
conceivably face a conflict between his 
brotherly and his lawyerly feelings. Quite 
possibly, as he says, the lawyer in him 
would win out. Like most everyone else, 
including all but the three senators who 
voted not to confirm Richardson as At- 


torney General (and thus Cox as his 
Watergate prosecutor), I am willing to 
make an assumption of Cox’s honesty, 
but the point rather is that this business 
is already a thousand times overgrown 
with laysr upon: layer of nasty “coin- 
cidences” exactly like this one, and in- 
asmuch as there could not possibly be-a 
shortage of technically competent 
lawyers, and there is nothing unique or es- 
sential about Cox, he should remove 
himself from the case. If he does not, he is 
at least guilty of the vanity and self- 
indulgence so characteristic of Harvard 
professors, and perhaps worse. If he had 


half the character and good sense being * 


attributed to him, he would tell the world 
‘that there can be no technical guarantee 
of a thorough prosecution because the 
obstacles to thoroughness are primarily 
political. Leonard Boudin, for example, 
would be a thousand times more 
aggressive than Cox, though no less legal, 
no less technically strong, in the pursuit

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Steve Washington 


Steve Washington apparently 
will have to wait until this 
Wednesday afternoon before he 
finds out whether the Boston 
City Hospital Board of Trustees 
will give him his job back. 

The decision was expected to 
come last Wednesday, on the 
heels of a recommendation from 
a special hearing officer that the 
former emergency floor assistant 
administrator not be rehired. 
Reportedly, the door was left 
ajar to take Washington back at 
a lower position. 

BCH Trustee Vice Chairman 
Herbert Gleason waited until 30 
minutes into the meeting before 
telling Washington and about a 
dozen of his supporters that he 
had just received the report from 
John Knox, the hospital hearing 
officer, and that he had not had 
a chance to read it. He suggested 
that. in light of that and due to 
the fact that two of the seven 
voting members of the board 
were not present, discussion of 
the matter wait until the follow- 
ing week’s meeting. 

At this point A. Reginald 
Eaves, City Penal Commissioner 
and member of the board, urged 
that all board members be 
prepared to render a decision on 


the case at the following 
meeting. 
Despite the reported 


recommendation by the hearing 
officer, the board could override 
it with a vote. With three blacks 
and one Spanish-American on 
the hospital governing body, 
Washington is counting on sup- 
port in that direction. 

The saga of Steve Washington 
( Boston Phoenix, January 9, 
February 6, 13, 20) ostensibly 
began when the $205.90 a week 
black administrator filed a com- 
plaint at the end of last year 
against the Boston Police 
Department, charging that

on the emergency floor. Shortly 
thereafter, the police came up 
with an 18-month warrant that 
had been ‘‘lost.’’ charging 
Washington with rape. It was 
reported that the policeman who 
“found” the old warrant was 
mentioned in Washington’s com- 
plaint. A jury found Washington 
innocent of the charge last 
month. 

Earlier, Washington, had first 


been suspended from his job and 
then was subsequently fired by a 
3-2 vote of the hospital’s Board 
of Trustees. Instrumental in the 
decision to fire Washington was 
private testimony by some of the 
hospital’s personnel employees 
that Washington was not 
qualified for his job. Another fac- 
tor cited at the time was his be- 
ing under indictment on the rape 
charge.

Disestablish 


the Docs

The founders of this Republic 
took special pains to free their 
proposed government from in- 
fluence from The Church. We 
have now reached a point where 
we must create total separation 
between Medicine and State. 

The need to keep religion out 
of government was abundantly 
clear. A multitude of wars, 
persecutions and injustices, 
abetted and perpetrated by the 
exploiters of Godliness caused a 
bond of unanimity in a Con- 
tinantal Congress intitially un- 
able to agree on very much else. 

But there was no suspicion, 
200 years ago, that someday all 
matters pertaining to the broad 
concept of public health would 
be absolutely dominated by one 
form of practitioner: the form 
called “physician.” 

Doctors of the 18th century 
had very little political clout. 
Thier business was the treating 
of the sick. There was not yet an 
American Medical Association 
to pronounce that. leeches on a 
wound was good medicine, or 
that bleeding a patient with a 
fever was bad medicine. 

Consider the status of 
“medicine” today: one form of 
health care — and only one — 
determines the course that local, 
country, state and federal 
governments shall follow in all 
matters of illness and well-being. 

Further, the financing of 
health matters, the management 
of hospitals, the establishment of 
policy in drugs, medicine, nutri- 
tion, sanity, physical standards 
and even of death depend upon 
the authoritative declarations of 
physicians. 

And they have done most of it 
badly. 

Preventive medicine has not 


yet even become peripheral in 
America; because physicians are 
trained to treat the sick rather 
then keep vigilance on the 
healthy. Yet organized medicine 
represents the major obstacle to 
the advancement of preventive 
medicine. 

Nutrition has become a com- 
merical scandal in America; 
because physicians are less than 
marginally trained in the effects 
of diet upon well-being. Yet 
physicians continue to assure us 
that the American diet is abun- 
dantly nutritious. 

Sexual ignorance has been 
perpetuated in America; because 
physicians have supported the 
myth that sexual function can 
only be explored in sin or in 
secret. Yet physicians effectively 
block any efforts to free sexual 
function from their medical 
proscriptions. 

The inevitability of death has 
been virtually denied; because 
physicians regard death as a 
demonstration of their failure, 
rather than as the final fact of 
life. And so protracted agony and 
oblivion, supported by intricate 
machinery, is made acceptable 
so long as it is medically super- 
vised. 


Random Fiat 


The American doctor, ad- 
mirable in his own domain, has 
made himself odious solely 
because of his unqualified inva- 
sion of fields in which his com- 
petence range from questionable 
to non-existent. 

No other form of intellectual 
discipline, no matter how 
meritorious, is permitted to in- 
terfere with whatever some 
physician, who may choose to 


assert nothing more than his own 
medical opinion, says is good for 
the health of the people. 

It was this sort of random 
medical fiat that led to the in- 
sane federal law which states 
that any material, no matter 
how unreasonable the quantity 
required, that can be linked to 
cancer, cannot be used in a food 
product. 

This is what led to the outlaw- 
ing of cvclamates, which would 
have to be ingested by the 
bathtubful before carcinogenises 
could occur. 


Shortly we shall lose 
saccharin, the benevolent 
sweetener on which diabetics de- 
pend, because the sugar makers, 
abetted by the doctors, have 
been able to show that if an in- 
dividual eats a ton of it a week, 
cancer could result. 

DES, the hormone use to 
enlarge beef cattle, could also 
produce malignant growth if 
taken in preposterous quantity; 
so it has been outlawed, and the 
price of beef shall surely rise 
again as a result. 

Consistency is no impediment 
to the dynasty of medicine. We 
know nothing at all about the 
physiological linkage between 
aspirin and pain. But it is the 
most commonly prescribed of all 
medications. Prior to 1890 the 
universal analgesic was can- 
nabis, better known now as 
marijuana. But try to find a doc- 
tor who will not condemn it out 
of hand as fervently as he 
recommends, “take two aspirin 
and call me in the morning. 

Medicine’s own dis- 
cipline has been grossly violated 
in its advocacy for fluoridating 
the public water supply. Given 


incontrovertible proof that 
fluoride cuts down the incidence 
of dental caries, the dentists and 
doctors freaked out. Put it into 
the water, they demanded. They 
did not know then nor do they 
know vet what the systemic 
effects of fluroide are on the 
allergic, the elderly or the excep- 
tional. Now they are forced into 
a position of adamancy, and 
scientific objectivity goes out the 
window as they seek to save face. 


Medicine also insisted upon 
making universal the birth con- 
trol pill, without determining 
beforehand the side effects as 
serious as stroke and phlebitis. 
Now they insist that they were 
right anyway, and that the 
greater good for the greater 
number is sufficient excuse for a 
woman using the pill and dying 
of stroke at age 42. ; 

The irony of this whole 
business is that medicine, by 
and large, produces superlative 
people. The heal us, they save 
us, they serve us with a greater 
committment of energy and time 
than almost any other profession. 

It is only when they pose as in- 
fallible that their fallibilities 
hurt us. This happens whenever 
they are given the authority of © 
governing our health. 

That is why we must kick 
them out of government at every 
level; we must get rid of official 
medicine as we would get rid of a 
bad disease. 

American physicians refuse to 
be governed by anyone except 
themselves. 

Their capacity to do so having 
conspicuously failed, they must 
be made to join the rest of us, 
with no greater voice of authority 
than they deserve.

Scapegoats 


For Watergate ?

The Vietnam Veterans Against the War 
(VVAW) charged last week that the Com- 
mittee to Re-Elect the President 
(CREEP) and the Nixon administration 
have conspired to defame the VVAW and 
deprive VVAW members of their civil 
rights. 

In a press conference at the group’s 
New England office last Thursday, 
VVAW spokesmen said that President 
Nixon “has resorted to red baiting and the 
threat of national security to bail himself 
out.” 


The spokesman referred to Nixon’s — 


statement last week citing “national 
security” as justification for the creation 
of a special White House surveillance un- 
it. They referred also to statements made 
by Watergate conspirator James McCord 
last week before the Senate committee 
probing the affair. 

McCord, the former security chief for 
the Nixon re-election committee, has 
testified he feared that “‘violence-oriented 
groups were out to endanger both life and 
property” at last year’s GOP convention 
in Miami Beach. 

McCord mentioned only one group by 
name: VVAW. 

He told the senate committee that 
VVAW “was already saying in the spring 
of 1972 that they were going to cause 
destruction to life and property at the 
August Republican convention, using in 
their own words, their own bodies and 
weapons as the spearhead of the attack.” 

McCord has also said he received in- 
telligence reports on antiwar groups, 
presumably including VVAW, from the 
internal security division of the Justice 
Department. 

VVAW spokesmen last week said the 
group had no plans for violence in Miami 
and called on CREEP and the ad- 
ministration “‘to release all the facts im- 
mediately. . .” 


McCord — Cop Conflict 


The Washington Post reported last 
week that McCord’s fear of violence in 
Maimi ‘conflicts directly with in- 
teHigence estimates of law enforcement 
assigned to convention security.” 

Many federal officials, The Post 
reported, say that VVAW acted to defuse 
potentially violent situations in Miami. 

In addition, The New York Times has 
reported that the government’s case 
against six VVAW members charged 
charged with plotting an assault on the 
convention seems to rest largely on the 
testimony of an FBI informer. 

The six were indicted in Tallahassee, 
Fla., one month before the convention. 
Their trial is scheduled to begin this July 
17. 

VVAW spokesman Michael Roche said 
last week the trial has cost the group 
$250,000 in legal expenses and “has 
crippled the organization pretty well.”

Unique Aquittal for Camden 28

CAMDEN, N.J. — On Sunday after- 
noon, May 20, 1973, at 2:26 p.m., the 
United States of America was given back 
a little bit more to the people when two 
historic words — “not guilty’ — were 
uttered by James Lomax, jury foreman in 
the trial of the Camden 28. 

For long years the draft board raiders 
have been waiting to hear those two sweet 
victory words signalling the triumph of 
the consciences of real people on a jury 
over the wooden, but powerful, lawmen’s 
words that usually rule the courts of the 
land. 

The phrase Paul Couming, one of the 
five defendents from Boston, used to 
describe the “offense” for which he and 
the others were charged could also serve 
as a slogan for this jury: “ . and I 
believe this action which I took part in 
was reflective of one of our stronger 
moments as a people.” 


We Get The Verdict 


The call came to us on Benson St., one 
of several houses defendants and sup- 
porters were staying in, at 12 noon on 
Sunday telling us the jury, after four 
days, had reached a verdict and that we 
were to report quickly to the Federal 
Building — the same building, ironically 
enough, in which the raid had taken place 


almost two years before, on August 21, 
1971. 

Seventeen of the 28 had stood trial and 
at 2:26 p.m. foreman Lomax came in with 
the verdicts on charges ranging from con- 
spiracy, breaking and entering, and 
destruction of government property. 
Court Clerk Pat Ronga turned to him and 
asked, ‘“‘How do you find Terry Edward 
Buckalew on count one of the indictment? 

Lomax replied to the crowded court- 
room (as we all slipped our hands tightly 
into each other’s), ““We find, your honor, 
not guilty,” and as our hands clenched 
each other’s even tighter we hoped, but 
dared not anticipate the same answer to 
each of the scores of charges when Judge 
Clarkson Fisher suddenly interrupted. He 
asked Lomax, “‘Do you have any different 
verdict for any defendant on any count? 

“No,” Lomax replied. 

We cried and laughed and hugged each 
other and finally when some small bit of 
quiet was restored, Judge Fisher polled 
each juror. Each agreed with the foreman. 

And so we heard the first total acquittal 
of draft raiders who broke in and 
destroyed files. 


“‘Offensive’’ Government Action 
Instrumental in this acquittal was a 
charge by the judge to the jury that it 


‘could acquit the defendants on the basis 


of “over-reaching governmental par- 

ticipation” in the setting-up of the crime. 

The jury was told it could acquit if it felt 

that the government had gone to “in- 

tolerable” lengths that were “offensive to 
the basic standards of decency . . . shock- 
ing to the universal sense of justice’’ in its 
role in setting up the act for which the 
defendants were being tried. With that 
backing, the jury was able to act on its 
conscience. 

The government’s “‘offensive’’ role in 
the crime was indicated by the testimony 
of Robert Hardy, a government informer, 
who testified as a defense witness. Hardy, 
in an affadavit, stated he had not only 
been used by the government, but that 
when the defendants dropped their plans 
to go ahead with the draft board raid, he 
was encouraged to encourage them to con- 
tinue with the action. He supplied the 
necessary tools, floor plans, technical 
know-how and so-on. In fact, Hardy 
stated the raid never would have come off 
without his assistance. 

Judge Fisher, in another unique act, 
allowed a great deal of political 
testimony. Practically the complete 
history of the theory of jury nullification 
(by which a jury can acquit when cir-

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Fall to See No Fall in Meat Prices

You can’t say that the consumer 
boycott two months ago didn’t have an 
effect. 

A head of lettuce now costs $.59 in most 
supermarkets. That’s a 10 or 20 cents rise 
over pre-boycott levels. ‘“But you have to 
remember,” said one chain store ex- 
ecutive, “lettuce is scarce these days.” 

So are boycotts, especially the meat 
variety. “But people are still buying less 
meat,” said Diane Fullman. 

Fullman, a Concord resident, was one 
of the area organizers of SCRIMP (Save 
Cash Reduce Immediately Meat Prices), 
a group that helped organize the week- 
long meat boycott in April. The logical 
question, in light of the fact that meat 
prices have not come down as a result of 
the protest, was who killed the boycott? 
Or, at the very least, why did it fail to 
affect prices? 

The answers were a) nobody and 
b)what failure? “Last week,’ Fullman 
declared, “the Wall Street Journal said 
that meat sales were still off 8 percent. It 
said that the boycott has had a delayed 
effect.” she added, not parenthetically, 
that “the meat boycott served its purpose, 
but we have to go on from there.’”’ When 
euphoria was at its zenith during those 
meatless days, many SCRIMPers were 
heard to say that additional boycotts the 
first week of every month were a distinct 
possibility. Even more distinct was a 
planned boycott of meat the first week in 
May. The first week in May came, the 
boycott didn’t. 

‘Retailers told us,’’ said Diane 
Fullman, “that a number of people would 
have been badly hurt if the boycott had 
lasted for a lengthy time.” Indeed, this 
fear was duly substantiated when a 
number of meat cutters, including almost 
200 from Local P-275, were laid off. 


Out of Work 


“All the boycott did was put some peo- 
ple out of work,” explained union presi- 
dent John Craig. “The farmers just held

back on their supply. And lots of people 
didn’t eat meat at home, but went out to 
restaurants for it. Plus all those people 
who stocked their freezers the week before 
(confirmed by sales figures throughout 
the country). It was a real phony. What’s 
the difference if you have it in the 
freezer?” 

If hypocrisy was rampant — 
SCRIMPers and many other sym- 
pathizers deny it — it was not suprising to 
some. ‘“‘What did you expect?” asked one 
member of a food co-op in Cambridge. 
“This was a middle class revolution led by 
a number of people whose most political 
act in the last 10 years was to vote for 
Humphrey and McGovern.” 

The fact that every revolution in this 
country from the Revolution onward has 
been fueled by the moral or political in- 
dignation of the middle class was irrele- 
vant to at least that observer. “You 


shouldn’t start something you don’t want 
to finish,” he said. 

“It’s a quixotic dream to think you’re 
going to have: any kind of boycott other 
than one led by middle class subur- 
banites,” claimed John Davis, manager of 
the Boston Food Co-op. Davis said that 
“the boycott had no effect because the 
meat packing business can absorb a loss 
for one week. Everyone can.” He faulted 
the boycott for ‘‘not nearly enough 
organization.”” Meat sales at the co-op 
went right back to pre-boycott levels the 
very next week, he claimed. 

To Diane Fullman, the “charge” of 
middle class orientation is irrelevant and 
untrue. “That middle class analysis is 
superficial. I recently returned from 
Washington where the new National Con- 
sumers Congress met and we had many 
groups of poor people, groups from 
Harlem, and other minority represen- 


tations. People are charged up — you’d be 
amazed.

made an economicimpact, but the 
political impact is more significant.” 
That impact will include, she indicated, 
compiling information on which food 
manufacturers have increased prices 
dramatically, a call for subsidies to pay 
farmers to produce rather than not 
produce and publicizing voting records on 
meat and potatoes issues of local 
Congressmen. “‘We’re also approaching 
stores to ask them to star meats that are 
selling at least 10°¢ lower than Nixon’s 
ceiling prices.”” She added that, .in con- 
junction with Ralph Nader’s Public 
Interest Research Group (PIRG), there’s 
an experiment in Worcester to monitor 
prices on 100 basic food items and update 
them weekly via computerization. A simi- 
lar effort has been tried successfully in 
Connecticut, she said. 

But more boycotts . . 
question. 

While it gets silly re-interring the last 
one, there is one thing that must be noted 
about it. It was as much a retailer protest 
as it was a consumer demonstration. 

“T really think that the supermarkets — 
the big retailers — tried to use the con- 
sumer protest to send their own message 
to the packers, the farmers and the 
wholesalers that they just couldn’t take 
those prices,” said one marketing ex- 
ecutive in the city. “They wanted Nixon 
to lean hard because they are — you won’t 
believe it — getting creamed. My wife 
wants to join a co-op, for God’s sake.” 

The marketer said, “The whole thing 
collapsed because the housewives got 
scared that they were going to succeed. 
Yeah, and I guess they thought that one 
week would actually do something.” 

That the big supermarkets are feeling 
the hot breath of dissatisfied stockholders 
down their corporate necks can be gleaned

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B.U. Med Students Charge Malpractice

(For legal reasons, the identity of Dr. X 
cannot be revealed at this time.) 


Boston City Hospital has been in the 
news again this winter. The news, 
however, has not been encouraging. 

BCH, for many years the medical 
training-center for three schools of 
medicine — Tufts, Harvard and B.U. — 
has voted to sever its ties to Tufts and 
Harvard, and to grant full power over 
patient-care of medical services to B.U. 

The choice could hardly fail to be un- 
settling. B.U. has been the subject of a 
number of disturbing revelations in the 
past 12 months — one of its doctors being 
forced to leave after official reprimend for 
his behavior on the gynecological- 


- obstetric ward. 


The case, moreover, was particularly 
damaging in its implications, since the 
charges which led both to the reprimand 
and to dismissal had been levelled first by 
B.U. students in a confidential memo 
which the B.U. Chief of Service had 
attempted to suppress. 

The details of the case are worth ex- 
amination: : 

In the early months of 1972, a group of 
students at the B.U. School of Medicine, 
each of whom had served in the 
gynecological-obstetrics ward of BCH, 
presented a confidential statement to the 
B.U. Dean, Dr. Ephraim Freedman. 

In this statement, which ran 16 pages, 
there were 27 cases which the students 
had observed in the course of training on 
the B.U. service. The statement as 


presented to Dean Freedman included a | 


number of extraordinary charges. 

(1) Excessive and unnecessary surgery 
(the students said) was being performed 
— not for the benefit of the patients, often 
indeed against their medical best- 
interest, but because the interns and the 
residents needed particular operations for 
their training purposes. 

(2) Too often, when there were several 
possible alternatives, the more radical and 
more dangerous option would be chosen: 
not to benefit patients, but again to give 


the interns and the residents useful “ex- 
perience.” 

(3) Records of patients were left in- 
complete, and did not give correct 
descriptions of the operations that had 
been performed. That is: They did not ac- 
curately record unnecessary surgery. 

(4) Coercion was applied to patients to 
put signatures on surgical consent-forms; 
permission would be obtained, expecially 
from those who did not speak English, 
without a prior explanation of the actual 
operation they are legally inviting by their 
signature. 

(5) In one of the most shocking items 
listed, but presented with painstaking 
caution in the choice of words, the 
students expressed concern over “the 
possibility” that black and Spanish- 
speaking women might “more often be 
sterilized by hysterectomy,” while white 
women were more often sterilized by “‘less 
radical” procedures: e.g., having their 
tubes tied off. 

In the pages of documentation offered 
by the students, the name of one physi- 
cian on the B.U. service came up several 
times. The doctor in question was pin- 
pointed by the students as being responsi- 
ble for several needless operations: i.e., 
operations carried out for training- 
purposes, not for the patient’s good. The 
man was quoted by the students in terms 
which seemed to call for legal action. 

The way in which the B.U. service and 
the BCH administration tried to silence 
the report is of the highest possible in- 
terest. It tells us something, both of the 
way in which the ethics of those young 
men, soon to be physicians, can be silenc- 
ed and de-fused, and of the way in which 
the closed guild-system which is U.S. 
medicine protects its members against 
public outcry. 

A meeting was held, ‘at which the 
students and Dean Freedman sat down to 
discuss the charges. Dr. David Charles, 
Chairman of the B.U. Department of 
Obstetrics, was also present at this ses- 
sion. As chief of the B.U. gynecological- 


obstetric service at the BCH, Charles had 
a certain stake in refutation of the 
students’ allegations. If the charges did 
not openly condemn his own behavior, 
they did raise doubts about his com- 
petence to supervise those who were under 
his direction. 

Charles, it now appears, sought to in- 
timidate the students with potential risk 
to their career. Dr. Freedman later con- 
ceded to me, in an interview: “I did hear a 
veiled threat from Dr. Charles. . .”” The 
gist of the threat, said Freedman, was — 
the students “better get a lawyer.” 

One of the students has since charged 
that Freedman also indicated that his 
(i.e., the student’s) action in this situa- 
tion was going to become a part of his 
school-record and would pursue him 
through his medical career. The clear im- 
plication, said the student, was that it 
would interfere with his advancement. 
Dr. Freedman strongly denies this im- 
plication. 

The students’ report (through channels 
still unknown), made its way somehow to 


‘the Boston Globe. The Globe broke the 


story as a front-page feature, April 29, 
1972. Instead of naming the doctor, 
however, who was central to so many of 
these charges, the Globe used the label: 

The Globe’s reporter also quoted Dr. 
Charles in seeming whitewash of the 
student-charges. After concluding that he 
had been out of town for almost 3 months 
during the time-period in question, 
Charles went on to criticize the students 
and raise doubts about their motives: 
“These students are trying to spread the 
blame around to some fine men. . .” 

Second-in-command of gynecological- 
obstetrics at B.U., Dr. Joel Rankin, drew 
upon age and expertise to build a more 
effective refutation: The students (he 
said) were not in a position to evaluate 
what they perceive or hear. Words, for ex- 
ample, spoken “‘in jest or in bravado by a 
resident’’ could be easily ‘‘misinter- 
preted.” 


\ 


BCH, however, promised a report on 
the whole issue. 

Months passed. No further mention of 
the case appeared in the press. The 
promised report did not materialize. The 
subject seemed dead. 

During this time, however, the 
students’ report got into circulation 
among several individuals concerned with 
BCH. I was given an opportunity to ob- 
tain a copy. 

Concerned as I had been by the exten- 
sive excerpts published in the Globe, I 
was a great deal more disturbed by the 
original material. The Globe’s reporter, as 
it now appeared, had by-passed several of 


the most incriminating items. In one case, 


for example, Dr. X. was quoted by the 
B.U. students in justification of his choice 
of hysterectomy, instead of the far less 
serious procedure of tubal ligation, on a 
black welfare-mother: “We like to do a 
hysterectomy. It’s more of a challenge. . . 
It’s good experience for the junior resi- 
dent. . .” 

In another case, reported by the 
students, a discussion took place as to 
whether they could “get”? a vaginal 
hysterectomy out of a black welfare- 
mother. Said Dr. X., in answer to a 
student’s question: ‘‘We want the 
teaching experience for our residents. 
She’s 36 and doesn’t need her uterus.” 

In a third case, the same physician 
sought to get a recalcitrant woman, to 
agree to hysterectomy: “If you can talk 
her into it, go down. . .(and) get the 
papers. . . Have her sign them. . . If she 
won't agree. . . get me. . . I'll talk her into 
it,” 

Questioned by a student as to whether 
there was reason for the hysterectomy, the 
doctor said: “‘She’s 42 and doesn’t need a 
uterus.” 

A fourth case tells of the views of Dr. X. 
on equal surgery for men and women: 
BCH maintained a birth-control office. 
Dr. X. came in one day and noticed a pile 
of pamphlets on vasectomies. The

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At Least, We Know What's in Cat Food

Arthur Koch used to show a Food and 
Drug Administration poster that read 
“Read Labels Carefully.” as part of a 
speech about food labeling. He con- 
sidered the poster an effective example of 
how the FDA misleads the public into 
assuming that labeling reflects all in- 
gredients in a food product, and that 
reading labels will enlighten anyone as to 
what he’s putting into his body if he uses 
the product. The FDA thought the speech 
and example poster provided such a 
startling message and such had adver- 
tising for their policies that they stopped 
distributing the posters, and discon- 
tinued printing them. 

Since 1970, Koch and four other 
lawvers have been trving to get FDA to 
require food packagers and distributors to 
label all ingredients (and amounts of 
each) on everv package that is marketed. 
Koch and his group. who go under the 
acronvm LABEL (Law Students Assn. for 
Buvers’ Education in Labeling). testified 
hefore the Senate Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee two vears ago, making history in 
the unusual wav thev chose to dramatize 
the fact that cat and dog food is better 
labeled than people food.

“Tt is outrageous that our canine friend, 
who can’t read, receives more infor- 
mativelv labeled food than any of us 
humans.” Koch tesitifed. 


When consumers know exactly what is 
in food products, they can make wiser 
choices about what they buy. More im- 
portantly, they can protect themselves 


from unknowingly eating ingredients they 
are supposed to avoid. 

Ten-vear-old| Michael Grzyvbinski of 
Dedham ate “Butterfinger” ice cream 
and died because nowhere on the contain- 
er did it state that peanuts were among 
the ingredients. Michael had an allergy to 
peanuts, and would eat nothing without 
first checking the label for peanut 
products. He went to a friend’s house for 
some ice cream one afternoon last spring 
after plaving ball. When he and his friend 
checked the label on the container and 
satisfied themselves that peanuts weren't 
an ingredient in the product, he ate the 
ice cream. By the time he got home the 
allergy reaction had already started. He 
died a few minutes later. 


A study conducted for the 
Massachusetts Consumers Council by Dr. 
Jean Maver and Dr. Paul E. Araujo, of 
Harvard School of Public Health — as a 
warning to the food industrv’s resistance 
to ingredient labeling — stated: 

'**The old maxim of “caveat emptor” — 
let the buver beware — is no longer a 
reasonable one if it presupposes that the 
nuver has at his or her disposal an 
analvtical laboratory -with almost  un- 
limited means. To continue to accept this 
principle in the 1970s might spark a rejec- 
tion of all processed foods and a headlong 
rush for the illusory aims of an all ‘nature’ 
or ‘health’ food supply.”

As a surprised office emplovee 
ejaculated ‘They all said ‘good morning’ 
to me!”’, the guests filed into a reception 
room where they were welcomed by 
Superintendent Leary, who assured them 
“that in the Boston city schools, we do 
have programs that teach about China 
and the people of China so we are very 
honored that you have visited us in 
Boston today.” Leary told them that “the 
Trotter School is one of our finest elemen- 
tary schools.” 

The tour then proceeded to visit the 
classrooms after taking a look at a papier- 
mache Chinese peasant made especially 
for the occasion. Both the Chinese and 
American visitors were awed by the Uto- 
pian appearance of some children drawing 
while others watched television while 
others listened to music while others 
watched slide shows in an area that look- 
ed something like a spaceship. Chang 
Tao, one of the group’s seven female 
members, spoke English with many of the 
children. She liked to touch them and dis- 
pensed much approval to them. The 
warmth of all the visitors melted any 
shyness the students might have had. 

The open classroom presented 
somewhat of a problem for the visitors. 
Although the superintendent had men- 
tioned that the Trotter was one of 
Boston’s best schools, the fact that most 
of the schools are quite a bit worse was not 
emphasized. At one point in the tour, one 
of the Chinese reporters approached me 
and asked if there were many schools like 
this in Boston. When I told him that there 
were only twelve that had open 
classrooms and this was the nicest, he 
translated this for a number of his 
cohorts, who all nodded in understanding. 
They were not surprised to find that most 
of the schools were similar to Chinese 
schools which, according to one member 
of the group, “have blackboards, desks in 
rows and about forty children in each 
class."’ He was surprised to find out that 
the school was integrated by bussing some 
children into the area. ‘‘In China, we have 
gnlv neighborhood schools,’ he said. 

The group’s fancy was caught by the 
presence of community aids in the 
classrooms. The concept of para- 
professionals from the neighborhood help- 
ing in the classroom is also employed in 
China, thev said. One of the visitor’s seiz- 
ed on the word ‘‘community” and wanted 
to know in what precise sense it was used. 

The overwhelming presence of audio- 
visual aids. though, provoked the most

discussion. John Young, one of the 
school’s administrators, was frustrated by 
the fact that the school’s teachers had all 
whipped out the machines to impress the 
visitors. “Everyone is leaning towards 
audio-visual. This is what we wanted to 
get away from. We want the kids to get in- 
volved. When visitors come, the machines 
come out.” 

Explaining this to the visitors was 
another thing, however. While the school 
proudly displaved its equipment. Young 
also wanted to show that the children 
could become involved in their environ- 
ment. Still. the visitors were skeptical. 
“What if the child doesn’t want to learn?” 
asked one of the journalists. “It seems to 
me that vou don’t have the money to buy 
the most modern equipment. Don't the 
commercial TV and commercial com- 
panies invent more interesting things that 
turn the children’s attention away from 
school?” Young replied that ‘‘the trouble 
with TV is that it lets a child sit and 


watch and he’s not active.” The reply did 
not sound too convincing in the 
mechanized surroundings of the 
classroom. 

Even though the language barrier and 
experimental concepts might have 
prevented evervone from understanding 
exactly what each was saving, it was ap- 
parent that all were having a grand time. 
Children presented their visitors with 
gifts and the visitors responded with visi- 
ble delight. The cold war was light vears 
away: so were any indications of a normal 
American school. 

Although the tour directors had said 
that the Chinese were reluctant to talk 
with members of the press, they were the 
opposite. Two of the members managed 
to turn my interview of them into an in- 
terview of me. “What paper do you work 
for? How large is the circulation? How big 
is the staff?’’ They said I was a “‘yvoung 
journalist” and wanted to know what else 
I did. They were disappointed when I did 


not have a copy of The Phoenix to give 
them. “There is much advertising in the 
papers here.” noted one, who is the editor- 
in-chief of a ‘small paper read mostly by 
intellectuals.” 

Thev are somewhat reluctant to discuss 
their impressions of what thev have seen 
in the United States although they sav 
they are enjoving everything. Their 
itinerarv is being planned by their hosts. 
the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. William Giles of The Wall Street 


Journal, who is serving as staff director of 


the group, says that the visitors are being 
consulted on the itinerary and are being 
shown all facets of American life. “We'll 
be visiting other schools that will 
probably be more typical.” savs Giles. 
Although the Boston itinerary featured 
visits to the impressive sites of Mass. 
General's modern operating facilities. 
Lexington and Concord’s historic 
grandeur and the intimate confines of the 
Harvard Club (for a reception with the 
Nieman Foundation). the group did get to 
see some of the seedier side of life in New 
York City. 

According to some of the guides. the 
group has not expressed any overt interest 
in visiting Chinatowns in the cities. One 
guide said the hosts were not anxious to 
suggest it because thev feared that the 
setting would-be ripe for a political inci- 
dent. However, another guide stated that 
a trip to San Francisco’s Chinatown was. 
indeed, in the works. 


One of the group’s members. who iden- 


tified himself as the person in charge of 


reviewing the applications of foreign cor- 
respondents. said he would like to visit 
Chinatowns but was more interested. at 
this point, in seeing factories and getting 
to talk with workers. ‘“Then I will see a 
complete cross-section of America.”” he 
said. Visits to factories are planned in 
many of the cities on the route. which in- 
cludes Atlanta, Chicago. San Francisco 
and Macon. Georgia (for a view of rural 
America). They will visit textile mills in 
Macon and see a hasehall game in San 
Francisco. 

Most of the visitors realize that they are 
not going to get a full understanding of 
American life but, as one delegation 
member remarked to me. “We will at 
least understand each other a little more 
and after so many vears. that is what is 
important.” 

Perhaps it was delegation head Chu 
Mu-chih (head of Hsinhua News Agency) 
who struck the keynote of the trip when 
he said. “We are very happy to have had 
the opportunity to have a meeting with 
some of vour children and hope that we 
can establish a friendly relationship with 
them.”

And our bodies belong to ourselves, 
despite all our fears of seeing, feeling, and 
naming what's ‘down there.” For four 
vears the Boston Women’s Health Book 
Collective has been exploring the mystery 
of our hidden womanly functions. And. 
they have solved the mystery — it was all 
a created myth. anyway. 

The present Collective is a group of 12 
women who are white, between the ages of 
25 and 40. mostly of middle class 
backgrounds. and well educated to 
different degrees. Their individual lives 
differ. Some are married, some separated, 
some single; some are mothers, others are 
not. 

The group’s roots trace back to a dis- 
cussion on ‘‘women and their bodies” 
which was part of a conference in the spr- 
ing of 1969. Afterwards, some participants 
decided to form an ongoing study group 
which led to reading, writing papers in- 
dividually and together. and giving a 
course to other women. Eventually, the 
New England Free Press published a 
collection of their papers in booklet form, 
designed to be used for teaching the 
course. 

The latest edition, Our Bodies, 
Ourselves, has recently been published by 


Simon and Schuster, sells for $2.95, and 
has been discussed all over the country 
(including a half-deserved pan in the New 
York Times Book Review, May 20 which 
the Collective intends to answer). 


Information Everywhere

editions of Women and Their Bodies,

Our Selves may be surprised at the size of 
the new 276-page Our Bodies, Ourselves. 
Each chapter has been expanded, and 
chapters have been added on homosex- 
uality (by a Boston gay collective), rape 
and self defense, exercise, nutrition, and 
menopause. 

Replete with information, the book in- 
cludes complete diagrams of women’s 
bodies and detailed diagrams of both 
male and female reproductive organs. The 
discussions of our bodies are never con- 
descending or distant lectures. Medical 
terms, when used, are carefully explained, 
often with referrals to a diagram. In a 
sense, there is a chronological order to the 
different discussions. We study our sexual 
and reproductive anatomy and physiology 
first, and then our relationships and sex- 
ual preference. The chapters follow 
logically. After a discussion on the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of different 
means of birth control (including 
sterilization) follows “Abortion” — in 
case you fail. Then, on the other hand, 
comes ‘‘Deciding Whether to Have 
Children” and “Childbearing.”’ Included 
in the brief next-to-last chapter, 
“Menopause”, are some of the problems 
of aging we will all have to face — in 
ourselves or in women close to us. 


Learning is not limited to the book. 


Most chapters end with a selected 
bibliography for further study into any of 
the questions. After all, the Collective 
began as a study group and by now the 
phrase ‘‘our Bodies, our selves’’ is 
accepted in Boston as defining a kind of 
concern for and control over pur bodies.

The emphasis throughout Our Bodies, 


Ourselves is on preventive medicine. If a 
woman is aware of her ordinary vaginal 
discharges, she can easily recognize a 
change. And if she knows what happens 
inside her body, she can not only notice 
something out of the ordinary but can 
prevent its worsening. If, for example, a 
woman has a tendency toward cystitis 
(and most women are susceptible to this 
inflammation of the bladder at some 
point of their lives), doctors will tell her to 
drink a lot of water in order to force extra 
urination. Getting into the habit of drink- 


therapy. 


helpful in preventing further recurrences 
of the disease. 

There are many common sense 
suggestions that we too often ignore or 
don’t make a habit of following — like 


* eating nutritious, well-balanced meals or 


insisting on a thorough breast exam, 
pelvic exam, and Pap smear once a year 
(twice a year for women over 40 or on the 
pill). 


Not Just In Your Head 


It is encouraging, too, to read that 
ordinary, repetitive physical complaints 
are not psychosomatic. How many (male) 
gynecologists have told women that their 
menstrual cramps are all in their heads or 
“don’t really hurt’? Although some 
women have no menstrual problems, 
many are bothered by dysmenorrhea 
(painful periods), either spasmodic or 
congestive, throughout their lives. 
Spasmodic dysmenorrhea, including 
cramps, pain in the abdomen, and 
nausea, usually disappears after child- 
birth and may be relieved by pain killers 
or use of a hot water bottle. Congestive 
dysmenorrhea can begin at puberty and 
continue until menopause. Symptoms in- 
clude water retention, headaches, 
backaches, breast pains, tension, and 
depression. Because both types of 
dysmenorrhea are suffered in varying 
degrees and are not universal, many men 
and women do not believe that they exist. 
But the book points out: 

“The premenstrual syndrome 
and congestive dysmenorrhea are 
real. There is evidence that the 
symptoms are a result of 
progesterone deficency. Depression, 
particularly, may be caused by 
sodium retention and potassium 
depletion in the cells resulting from 
a lowered progesterone level.” 
According to a theory of Dr. Katherina 

Dalton, cited in the book, either type of 
dysmenorrhea can be treated by hormone

Last Tango for the Parties

Pardon me if I sit out this dance but the | 
let’s - dump - the - convention tango now 
being played just is not to my liking. 

This latest round of convention - drop- 
ping stems from the Democratic Party 
leadership’s absolute paranoia about not 
being able to win the governor’s seat. The 
Dems have not held the top spot since En- 
dicott Peabody was governor ten years 
ago. Since that time the Republicans 
have had the job although they have held 
on hold now few other elected key state 
positions. 

In 1970, the Democrats thought they 
had a chance. Frank Sargent looked 
beatable since he was not really an in- 
cumbent, having taken over from John 
Volpe in mid-term. The choice of the par- 
ty regulars was Senate President Maurice 
“Mossy” Donahue, a better man than 
some believe him to be but the dullest 
candidate imaginable. Donahue is so 
bland he makes George McGovern look 
downright charismatic. The choice of the 
liberals, on the other hand, was Boston 
Mayor Kevin White. White had a few 
things going for him - good politic style, 
money, some concept of what the issues 
were. 

White thought he had the convention 
locked up. He did not, and - thanks to 
some non - too - subtle last minute 
maneuvering - Donahue came away with 
the victory. White immediately began 
charging that the convention had been 
stolen from him. (But his aides admitted 
privately they had blown it.) Donahue, 
already handicapped by a poor organiza- 
tion and the aforementioned lack of per- 
sonality, hardly needed the “boss” 
charge. He lost to White and lost rather 
badly. 

From that point on, why the 
Democrats lost in 1970 is a matter of 
debate. Those who would like to do away 
with the convention say the battle at that 


for White’s eventual defeat. There is more 
sophisticated thinking on the matter. 
White’s organization was not what it was, 
say, in 1971. He had won his only state- 
wide race as a Democratic candidate for a 
post that is traditionally Democratic - 
secretary of state - and without major op- 
position. His mayoral victory in 1967 was, 
more Louise’s loss than his win. And 
White had made a lot of promises to the 
people of Boston in 1967, promises he was 
unable to keep. That accounted in large 
measure for Sargent carrying Boston in 
1970. 

To blame all of White’s 1970 problems 
onthe convention fight is to be simplistic. 
Alan Sidd, a member of the Democratic 
State Committee and a man who would 
like to keep the convention, said recently 
of the convention - as - the - great - 
destroyer theory: “It’s a myth. Our can- 
didates for governor in recent years have 
lost the election because a majority of the 
voters did not find them as attractive as 
their opponents.” 

As they have existed conventions have 
kept together split parties, brought key 
issues before the public, provided what 
little there is of party policy and gave 
some persons who might otherwise go un- 
heard a chance to make their points. 
Clearly conventions were not the best of 
all political worlds: the bosses did 
sometime rule; party platforms are rarely 
followed by the men and women the con- 
vention endorses. 

Rather than alter this system, the pols 
have now chosen to do away with it com- 
pletely. They have done more than just do 
away with something that is an occasional 
bother to the leading contenders for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 
The anti-convention forces have all but 
done away with the concept of party 
policy, with grass root involvement in par- 
ty politics and with the party itself. 


gathering (while Sargent breezed to the 
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It is most curious that at a time when 
control of the State Committee, ward and 
town committees and the platform com- 
mittee is moving from the hand of state 
employees and party hacks to those of 
more representative groups, the 
Democratic legislative leadership should 
decide. to end a key component of a 
desirable party structure. It smells of 
more than just a move to deprive 
maverick gubernatorial candidate Mike 
Dukakis of some hidden advantage. 

The end of the convention would 
further solidify the stature of the politics 
of personality and money ir this state. 
There will be a wide open primary in 
which the best looking pol with the most 
money will be the winner. Frank Sargent 
may be the ultimate product of this 
system in this state. 

It might be nice if there was something 
better than this for voters to choose 
between. It might be nice if the party 
labels meant something and the can- 
didates stood for something substantive. 
The death of the pre-primary convention 
will only insure that the Massachusetts 


voters will be picking from among players 
of the same old game.

Except for the moderate liberal 
Weicker, in other words, this committee 
(“select” as it no doubt is) is basically a 
group of southern conservatives. As such, 
their presence manifests the large 
possibility that Nixon’s “southern rim” 
strategy, the strategy of the ‘‘new 
Republican majority,” is in serious trou- 
ble. This notion is further supported by 
reflecting that Ted Kennedy’s forthcom- 
ing July 4 sojourn to Alabama to “honor” 
George Wallace is hardly coming out of 
nowhere. 

What could be going on? For a general 
first pass, remember simply that up till 
Watergate the Old South seemed comfor- 
tably allied with the Southwest within the 
Nixon coalition, a coalition based on one 


palace at Key Biscayne, another at San- 


Clemente, and major lines into all the 
powerful cities lying along an arc or cres- 
cent connecting the two of them, namely, 
Miami, New Orleans, Dallas, Houston, 
Phoenix, Las Vegas, and Orange County 
— the New Confederacy. 

But the basis of the South’s participa- 
tion in this coalition, partly ideological to 
be sure, is the credibility of its promises of 
political ascendancy; and if Nixon and his 
power group are to go down in the 


Watergate floods, what reason would the 
South find for staying in his coalition? 

Something about the Kennedys I can 
see more clearly than understand is their 
apparently unique ability to revivify the 
North-South arrangement that was the 
practical foundation of FDR’s New Deal. 
Jack was fair at this, Bobby was fantastic, 
and Teddy looks quite able. Why can no 
other political figures make this allience? 

Whatever the answer, an emerging 
possible result of Watergate is the 
destruction of the Cowboy coalition 
around Nixon and the crystalizing of a 
New Deal II around Kennedy and “the 
spirit of ’76,”” leading to the restoration of 
national control to the Yankee Atlanticist 
elite. 


Who Is McCord? 


4. The testimony of McCord’s former 
lawyer, Boston’s own Gerald Alch, last 
Wednesday, besides confronting McCord 
with a McCord-class opponent for the 
first time since he started talking last 
March, provided fresh reason for wonder- 
ing if there was not more to McCord than 
the unaided eye could see. 

First, Alch told us, I thought convin- 
cingly, that McCord asked him to con- 


‘tact Fensterwald in connection with rais- 


ing the $100,000 bail set by Judge Sirica. 
How did McCord know Fensterwald? 

Second, he tells us that Fensterwald 
put up a good bit of McCord’s bail money 
out of his own pocket, leading Alch to 
muse: ““This seemed unusual to me, to say 
the least, that a man would do what Ber- 
nard Fensterwald was doing fer a man he 
had not even met.” 

Third, noting that McCord sent his 
confession letter to Sirica without telling 
him the least thing about it, Alch says he 
was present when McCord said to 
Fensterwald, “The one thing I feel sorry 
about is keeping Gerry (Alch) in the dark 
” and Fensterwald answered, 
“Sorry, hell, let it all hang out.” 

Fourth, Alch recounted another conver- 
sation in which Fensterwald told McCord 
that “reporters had been asking if we have 
had any prior relations. I told them that 
we had.” Alch says that McCord looked 
surprised at this, and that Fensterwald 
explained: “‘Well, after all, you have sent 
checks to me for the Committee to 
Investigate Assassinations of the Presi- 
dent (sic),”” an organization founded by 
Fensterwald about 1970 and headed by 
him since. The true political identity of 
Fensterwald’s CIA is easily as mysterious 
as anything connected with the 
Watergate Creeps. Those of us who had 
already come to suspect a link between 
Dallas and Watergate were startled by 
Fensterwald’s entrance last March as 
McCord’s new lawver replacing Alch. It 
was like discovering oil exactly where the 
calculations pointed. 

Fifth, another dangling conversation: 

Fensterwald: ‘‘What do you think of all 
that’s going on (i.e., McCord’s con- 
fession)?”’ 

Alch: ‘‘Whatever is right for Jim 
McCord is all right with me.” 

Fensterwald: ‘‘We’re going after the 
President of the United States.” 

Alch: ‘‘’'m not interested in any 
vendettas against the President but only 
in the best interests of my client.” 

Fensterwald: ‘‘Well, you'll see. That’s 
who we're going after. The President.”

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Base Closings

On April 16, the Pentagon an- 
nounced that it is closing 224 
“facilities” in the U.S., in- 
cluding 40 major bases, at a cost 
of 26.000 civilian jobs. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
will lose 12.000 of these — plus 
thousands more jobs created by 
the hases. 

That same day. Navy 
Secretary John Warner told the 
Congress not to complain, 
hecause ‘people across the 
United States have demanded 
defense spending reductions.” 
The Administration's proposed 

-warmaking budget. however, is 
the /argest in history — $79 
hillion. The Pentagon estimates 
that shutting down the bases will 
save only $350 million a vear. 


Elliot Richardson — then 
Secretary of Defense — said the 
hases had to be closed “in order 
that scarce Defense resources 
can be devoted to high-priority 
areas such as research and 
development, readiness and 
modernization of forces, and 
maintenance of strategic suf- 
ficiency.” 


In plain English. that means 
new weapons, continued war. 
and more ships and planes. The 
Administration wants a $1 
hillion increase — to $7.4 billion 
— in funds for developing new 
weapons. (Over $400 million will 
go for one prototype of the new 
B-1 bomber, already several 
vears in the works.) Another 
8657 million will. if all goes right. 
complete one new CVN-70 
nuclear-powered aircraft carrier. 
At least $2.9 billion is earmarked 
for continuing the war in In- 
dochina. peace treatv or no 
peace treaty. 

While the Pentagon and the 
military contractors want these 
goodies. new trends in U.S. 
military strategy are making 
home bases less important. 


This is particularly true in the 
Navv. where 29 of the 40 “signifi- 
cant closures” are scheduled. As 
U.S. land forces return from 
- overseas, the Navy is preparing 
for quick intervention against 
revolutions and new nationalist 
or socialist governments. Its 
main tools are the “floating for- 
tress’ and the foreign “home 
port.” 

Increasingly. the ‘home 
ports” of these floating bases are 
foreign ports. such as Piraeus, 
Greece and Yokosuka, Japan. 
Completed ships will be rushed 
overseas. and will he serviced 
there as well. That means less 
need for navy hases or naval 
shipyards at home. 


This overall strategy makes it 
easy to close some bases at 
home. Which bases and when are 
political questions. The Ad- 
ministration is using these 
lavoffs to scare the public and 
Congress into giving up their at- 
tacks on the military budget. 
The cuts particularly threaten 
Nixon's opponents in New 
England. while leaving the 
South — newly Republican and 
home of hawkish Congressmen 
— mostly untouched. 


“You want to find something 
that vou wouldn't mind working 
at for the rest of vour life, that 
vou are going to make a half- 
decent salary at. What are vou 
going to do?” — 25 years-old 
pipefitters’s helper at the soon- 
to-be-closed Boston Navy Yard. 

Closing military bases could, 
in the long run, be a good thing 
for the communities involved. 
More secure jobs, new housing, 
more useful industries could 
replace the bases. But the timing 
of these closings won’t help this 
to happen. 

Massachusetts, for instance, is 
losing not only 7,000 or more 
civilian jobs at military

facilities, but also 5000 other 
jobs that have been provided by 
Washington under the 
Emergency Employment Act. 
The FFA is one of the casualties 
in Nixon’s proposed budget. 

Cuts in welfare, health care, 
extended unemployment com- 
pensation, and other services 
will make it harder for former 
hase workers to wait for new 
jobs. Also, frozen housing sub- 
sidies make construction of low- 
income housing at the closed 
bases unlikely. 

Nixon has appointed an 
Economic Adjustment Commis- 


sion, and Administration sources 
have promised $150 - $160 
million nationwide to help local 
communities with planning and 
with retraining workers. But that 
leaves a lot of unanswered 
questions. Will the local com- 
munities get any of the land? 
Will they get any of the income 
from sale of the land to private 
investors? Who will decide what 
kind of development goes on? 
Will this be urban renewal all 
over again, or will these decisions 
be made on the basis of meeting 
the needs of the displaced 
workers? 
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According to Pentagon figures, 6954 
civilians will lose their jobs at military 
facilities in Massachusetts. Over 5000 
Gls will leave the state. The closings 
will save $32.6 million. The Pentagon 
did not estimate how many other jobs 
will be lost in companies that serve the 
bases. 

The 6954 figure is probably low. 
Senator Kennedy has estimated 9000 
civilian jobs, and the Division of 
Employment Security has said 9000- 
10,000 will be lost. 

Here is a breakdown of the cuts, 
causes and effects: ; 
Charlestown Navy Yard, 
Boston — This is the main repair 
facility for Rhode Island based ships 
now being transferred to Virginia and 
Florida. The Navy Yard will close, lay- 
ing off 5228 civilian employees. Accor-

ding to the Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, another 5000 jobs will be 
lost at firms which service the base. 
Chelsea Naval Hospital, 
Chelsea — The hospital will be closed, 
laying off 300 civilian workers. 
Patients formerly eligible for treat- 
ment there will have to go out of state 
or to private hospitals, where military 
insurance will cover some costs. 

First Naval District Head- 
quarters, South Boston — 
This will either be closed entirely or 
moved to New York. Sixty-three 
civilian workers will be laid off or have 
to move. 

Westover Air Force Base, 


Chicopee — This is headquarters for 
the 99th Heavy Bomber Wing, which is 
being “‘de-activated.” This base hous- 
ed the oldest type of B-52 bomber, one 
of the types used in Indochina. Some of 
these planes were transferred to Guam 
during last spring’s air and naval 
build-up in Southeast Asia. The rest 
will be transferred to other domestic 
bases or scrapped. 

Six hundred to eight hundred 
civilians will lose jobs at the base. The 
Air Force estimates that counting 
civilian payroll, contracts with local 
businesses, and money spent by 
several thousand GIs the base pumps 
$62 million a year into the local 


economy. Chicopee’s mayor says that 
90° of the base land once belonged to 
the city and should automatically 
revert to it, but the Pentagon has not 
agreed. 

Otis Air Force Base, Bourne 
— All Air Force and Coast Guard ac- 
tivities will stop, although the 
National Guard may remain. At least 
526 civilian jobs will end, and four of 
the nine local schools will close. The 
mayor says this could “‘easily double” 
the town’s 17 unemployment rate. 

Hanscom Field, Bedford — 
Reports differ, but it appears that fly- 
ing operations will stop, eliminating 
536 civilian jobs, while research con- 
tinues. Hanscom research facilities are 
the home of the Electronic Battlefield 
computerized surveillance and bom- 
bing system in Indochina.

Three vials of blood were 
poured over parts of a KC-135 air 
tanker and the three men who 
poured read anti-war statements 
to the gawking Armed Forces 
Day crowd. Beyond them, a 
semi-circle of women in black 
with conical hats and whiteface 
and simulated blood smeared on 
them keened and moaned for the 
dead. 

In all, maybe 500 of the 
reported 60,000 visitors to 
Westover Air Base saw the ac- 
tion, but it did draw a very angry 
response from the commander of 
the base, General McGovern. 
and his head of security, who 
herded the agit-prop group off 
the sacred ground of the 
Strategic Air Command. “This 
is not the time or place for this 
sort of thing,” McGovern told 
the men. It had spoiled his show. 
but no one was arrested. 


It was a little sad on both 
parts. Thanks to a Defense 
Depart ment’s decision Westover 
SAC base will be closed next 
year.So this was their last Armed 
Forces Day open house. And, the 
Western Massachusetts anti-war 
groups conducted what might be 
their last demonstration at 
Westover. Both sides showed 
just echoes of a former grandeur. 

In spite of the large crowd. all 
the planes on view were either off 
- the - wall fighters from other 
bases, mostly Air National 
Guard, or tired-looking 
transports. An airman told us 
they were dreadfully sorry but all 
their B-52s were either in 
Thailand or Guam. There was no 
air show— radio controlled 
model planes had to suffice. And 
the scheduled WAF fashion show 
was cancelled although no one 
seemed to know why. Kids 
dragged their parents from plane 
to plane and exhibit to exhibit. 


But, four groups decided to br- 
ing it into the present. Clergy 
and Laymen Concerned. 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, the New Valley Peace 
Center and Women Against the 
War planned and carried out the 
semi-secret guerrilla theater.“It 
was a secret that wasn’t.” a 
reporter for Yankee Flier. the 
base paper, told me, “We knew 
they were coming, but not what 
they'd do.” 


Security was rather lax, and it 
wasn’t until the tableau was un- 
der way that the Air Police arriv- 
ed. The women had come onto 
the base in twos and threes, and 
in plain sight on the runway 
applied the white face and the 
hats. The men congregated, 
poured the blood and unfurled 
banner reading “Every Day Of 
Bombing Spashes Blood In The 
Face Of America,” and spoke 
their lines.

students allege he (1) ordered those pre- 
sent to remove the pamphlets, (2) 
justified this order on the basis that male 
sterilization would decrease his female 
candidates for hysterectomy. 


It seemed unthinkable, in view of this 
material, that B.U. neither took public 
action on the students’ charges, nor felt 
obliged to issue a responsible report. The 
students’ report amounted to allegations 
of malpractice. Either the students 
should be sued for libel or else the doctor 
in question should be subject to court- 
action. To take no stand at all, however, 
and to sit back instead and wait for the 
public to forget, was to whitewash a set of 
highly provocative allegations; if the 
charges were correct, then it was also to 
collude in exploitation of the poor. 

Now, for the first time, in these Xerox- 
ed documents, I was able to learn the 
name of Dr. X. 

Faced with this information I phoned 
Ephraim Freedman for an interview. He 
seemed disturbed to know that I was in 
possession of the students’ charges, and 
agreed to talk with me. 

In the course of our discussion I men- 
tioned to Dr. Freedman that six months 
had passed. Why had neither BCH nor 
BU issued a report or taken action on the 
students’ charges? 

Freedman answered in two ways: 

First, he said, there had been a report. 
Up to now, however, it had not been 
shown to him. 

I asked: ‘‘Why not?” 

Freedmen replied: “‘The report was 
given to the Trustees. . . It was not releas- 
ed to me.” 

I asked him who it was that had 
withheld this information from him. 
Freedman said the decision had been 
made by the Director of the BCH. This 
seems hard to accept. Freedman, as Dean 
of the B.U. School of Medicine, had power 
over 60 percent of the patients cared for at 
the Boston City Hospital. The charges, 
moreover, of the B.U. students had been 
offered not to the BCH administration 
but to Ephraim Freedman. ‘How, then, 
could BCH refuse to let him see this infor- 
mation? 

“T have less power than you think,” said 
Dr. Freedman. 

Even without the hospital’s report, 


however, it now turned out that there had 
been a certain form of action. Freedman 
now told me that, at his own personal in- 
sistence, Dr. X. had been removed from 
his position on the B.U. service. This in- 
formation came to me as a surprise. I ask- 


ed Dr. Freedman if the man’s dismissal, 


should be viewed as vindication of the 
students’ charges. 

“I would tend to believe,” said Dr. 
Freedman, “that the abusive statements 
quoted here are probably correct.” 


I asked him, then, if he had taken legal 
action. Freedman said that he had not. 
“Where, then, is Dr. X. at this point?” 

According to Freedman, Dr. X. is now 
engaged in private practice in Ohio. 

In retrospect it seems that Ephraim 
Freedman and the B.U. School of 
Medicine, have been unusually protective 
and dispassionate with a doctor who, if 
B.U. students are not lying, took very 
grave liberties with rights of women, 
blacks, and the poor. The man had done 
enough to warrant reprimand and dis- 
missal; not enough, however, to lead to 
legal action, not even enough to lead the 
B.U. Dean to warn the client-population 
of the BCH of what it was that led to his 
covert dismissal. B.U., it seems, has been 
more diligent in making certain that the 
rebel-students shall be known, through 
their careers, as radicals and trouble- 
makers, than that the man who was the 
target of their condemnation should be 
known through his career as either 
reckless, racist or vindictive. 

Dr. X. is, of course, an innocent man 
until the student-charges can be proven. 
Surely, however, there are grounds here 
for responsible investigation.

from a recent report that, among a score 
of major categories, only food retailers’ 
first quarter profits are down from last 
year’s. While this puts food, much less 
meat, on nobody’s table, it insures that 
future prices are going to go in every 
direction except down. 

“In the meat business,” said First 


National Store’s Lowell Gramer, “You 
sell it or smell it”. The government says if 


you freeze the farmer, he won’t produce.’ 


Meanwhile, Gramer avers. ‘‘meat 
packers’ profits are up 1438 percent over 
last year, fast food chains are up 58 per- 
cent, packaging suppliers 38percent. It’s a 
seller’s market. 

Gramer says “the only way meat prices 
will come down is if the entire nation 
decided to have meat once a week. And 
it’s got to be for longer than one week, 
too.”’ 

“A longer boycott would have had some 


effect,” says Finast’s John Collopy. “The 
leaders had only one week in mind. If they 
had anticipated the success they had, it 
might have gone on longer. Something 
would have had to give.’’ Purity 
Supreme’s Alan Levitan agreed. “One 
month would have had more of an im- 
pact,” he said. 

The outlook? 

Well, Jack Savenor, who runs a super- 
market in Cambridge, isn’t what you’d 
call Pollyannish. ‘Prices will go up in the 
fall. The boycott was not a victory for the 
consumer.”

institutionalizing mental patients is 
sound, the DMH has rushed ahead too 
fast with the program, flooding homes 
with patients not always ready for release. 
Frequently the homes are not of the best 
quality. 

Welfare, too, refuses to pull patients 
from substandard homes, or to use the 
more powerful weapon of withdrawing 
payments to the owners in order to im- 
prove conditions. Welfare officials claim 
that wrenching old people from a familiar 
environment traumatizes them too 
harshly, and that a lapse in payments 
would eventually injure the patients. 

In fact, though, “patients could be 
transplanted quite comfortably if the 
moves were paced properly. 


Problem of Priorities 


The real problem is one of priorities. 
“Commissioner Minter is interested in 
this,” said one Welfare official intimate 
with the nursing home crisis, ‘but it is 
one area that just hasn’t had the attention 
it should because of pressure in other 
areas. We've never been picketed by 
anyone from a nursing home. State 
Auditor Thaddeus Buczko hasn’t scream- 
ed about it either.” 


* * 


The worst home on Bicknell’s list, ac- 
cording to officials in Public Health, is 
Parkview Manor Nursing Home in Rox- 
bury. 

I visited there in March posing as the 
daughter of a prospective client and as 
such received the royal tour. Windows 
were missing, as were storm windows, and 
blankets had been tacked up to keep out 
the cold. The place smelled of disinfec- 
tant and urine. Patients’ personal chairs 
were torn and worn, with stuffing 
sprouting through the seats. The 
bathrooms were filthy, floors were un- 
steady. lights didn’t work, residents were 


idle and no one seemed to know where the 
hand soap was. 

Many of these deficiencies are 
violations of the law and according to a 
Public Health Department inspection 
report of the same month, there were 
others as well, including the following: 


°Staffing was inadequate. This can 
mean not only that patients do not get 
proper care, but also that the nurses and 
aides may have to second as 
housekeepers, launderers or cooks. 

°Employees’ records did not include 
vital information such as results of screen- 
ing tests for TB. 

°There were no written agreements 
with other institutions for backup health 
care. 

°There was no “disaster plan,”’ nor any 
evidence of fire drills, nor any emergency 
lights on the exits. 

°The patients were unkempt. Several 
women had no underwear on and the un- 
derclothes in their drawers were the wrong 
size. 

°The laundry area was dirty and had 
inoperative equipment. 

°The outside of the building needed 
repairs. Porch pillars, for instance, had 
separated from the floor. 


In addition, the home’s new owner, 
Claire Fay, has refused at times to spend 
the patients’ personal allowance money 
from Welfare on necessities like clothes, 
according to a nurse and a nurse’s aide 
familiar with Parkview. Her books are so 
poorly kept, in fact, that the Welfare 
Fraud Squad is currently making an in- 
vestigation. 


The nurse reported that when residents 
have urine burns or raw sores, Parkview 
has nothing to treat them with except 
cornstarch. 


On a subsequent visit, I saw one patient 
scratching at round, bloody sores on her 
face, arms and legs, and found no dis- 
infectant in the medicine cabinet, only 
conrstarch, Witch Hazel, Milk of 
Magnesia and alcohol. I also observed a

chair with a sheet. 


**A Dollhouse’”’ 
I called Mrs. Fay to hear her side of the 
story. 


She characterized Parkview Manor as 
“absolutely a little dollhouse,” and claim- 
ed “nothing at all” was wrong with the 
home. 

In the course of our conversation, she 
mentioned that one patient was helping 
with the laundry. 

Is she paid? 

“Nope. They can’t be. It’s motivation.” 

Under a doctor’s orders? 

“She doesn’t need one.” (This is not 
true. The Public Health Department re- 
quires patients to be paid for work, unless 
they are receiving ‘‘occupational 
therapy.’’) 

Fay discounted the charge that she 
neglects to provide clothing. The patients, 
she said, buy their own. In the event that 
someone can’t afford to, the home 
sometimes outfits him in the clothes left 
behind by former deceased patients. 

Fay has renovated the floors since 
March and done a paint job throughout 
the home. She claimed also that she was 
in the process of arranging for backup 
health care and staff physical exams. 
Most of the violations still hold, however. 

In the seven intervening months since 
Fay bought Parkview Manor, despite all 
these deficiencies, the Public Health 
Department hasn’t moved to improve 
conditions there, because the Department 
lacks the legal mechanism. 

The DPH can shut down homes, but 
only after a long complicated system of 
hearings at which a state-appointed 
hearings officer must officiate. Since 
November, 1971, when the last one resign- 
ed, the Department has had no hearings 
officer, largely because the Legislature 
refused to fund the post. 


No Mechanism 


Even after Public Health orders a home 
to close, the owner can appeal to the 
courts. The backlog of cases in 
Massachusetts courts is so great, however, 
that the trial sometimes does not come up 
for months, even years. In the meantime, 
the owner can obtain a restraining order 
prohibiting the DPH from interfering 
with his facility. Parkview’s previous 
owner obtained such a restraining order, 
after the DPH demanded its closure in 
April, 1971. Mrs. Fay has been operating 
under that same restraining order. 

In situations of this sort, the Attorney 
General’s office could take some initiative 
and contest the restraining orders. An of- 
ficial within Public Health claimed that 
this is rarely done. 

The judges who grant restraining orders 
are as much at fault as the Attorney 
General. Explained another DPH official, 
“Generally (the judges) will give them a 
restraining order because a judge isn’t 
willing to have a guy lose his livelihood 
over a mere question of lives Courts are 
much more solicitous of the property 
rights of the owners than the safety of the 
patients.” 


* * 


The major responsibility for a nursing 
home rests with the owner, who all too 
often is a small entrepreneur un- 
sophisticated about licensing, financing 


and the care of elderly people. If he is not 
well-endowed to begin with, he may easily 
fall into debt. Usually the majority of his 
patients will be Welfare recipients, for 
whom the state’s Rate-Setting Commis- 
sion allows only minimal reimbursement. 
Furthermore, Welfare payments are in 
such arrears that the owner is constantly a 
little bit behind the 8-ball. 

(Incidentally, the Rate-Setting Com- 
mission does not regulate the frequently 
_prohibitive price for non-Welfare patients. 
A private room with a bath in a well- 
maintained home can cost as much as 
$100 a day. Even a poor place can and 
does charge $30 a day for a multiple room 
with a shared bath.) 

On the other end of the spectrum are 
the shrewd multiple home owners who 
manage to manipulate the law to their ad- 
vantage and to the detriment of their 
homes. 

One of the typical gambits for a cor- 
poration running a string of deliberately 
marginal homes is to shield itself from the 
regulatory agency. Sometimes the parent 
corporation will assign the lease to one of 
its employees, for example, but continue 
to manage the home’s finances. The DPH 
must then spend a good deal of time 
deciding whether the corporation or the 
lease-holder should be held accountable 
for the home. 

Sometimes, too, the owner will try to 
get his administrator to front for him. 
Such was the case with Richard Gens, an 
attorney formerly with the Public 
Charities Division of the Attorney 
General’s office. Gens was the President 
of and a major stockholder in a mul- 
tifaceted holding company called the 
Medical Services Corporation of America 
that owned several nursing homes and 
other businesses. 


Fall River Case 


When one of the homes, Fall River 
Manor, was found to be violating 
sregulations in 1969, Gens was not 
-available to answer charges. Instead, the 
Department had to settle for the home’s 
administrator, who clearly was not willing 
to shoulder the blame. 

“T’ve always thought it was ill-kept,” 
the administrator testified at a hearing. 
“We did try to make it better by keeping 
the odor down with lysol and things like 
that, but you see, the urine odor was 
already in the floor. . .We do have pride. 
The home is on Highland Avenue and we 
would like it to look like the other houses 
around here. I really have been ashamed 
of saying that I worked there at times. . .” 

Apparently Gens decided he was not 
too happy with Fall River Manor, either 
— or with the whole deteriorating 
business. Medical Services Corporation, 
with its 21 homes and assorted affiliates, 
began to get elbow-deep into debt. By spr- 
ing of 1971, as Gens recalls it, he had con- 
cluded that he and his associate, Hyman 
Silver, should declare the corporation 
bankrupt. Silver disagreed and Gens 
resigned as president, but shortly 
thereafter Silver filed for bankruptcy 
anyway. 

According to Gens’ quite candid inter- 
pretation, the company failed for lack of 
sound business judgment. ‘Maybe we ex- 
panded too fast with too little capital,” he 
said in an interview last week. ‘Maybe we 
were paying ourselves too much money in 
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light of our financial situation.”’ 
During the course of the bankruptcy, ¢ 


lawsuit was brought against Gens and- 


Silver for fraudulently diverting $468,093 
from the other stockholders in the cor- 
poration, a charge which as yet is un- 
resolved. 

Gens managed to recoup several 
thousands of dollars out of the bankrupt- 
cy by serving as a legal consultant to the 
Federal Receiver in the case (the person 
who manages the corporation until its 
debts are settled). 

Gens says he no longer owns any homes. 
“I don’t think nursing homes are a proper 
field for business people,” he said. “It’s 
not like you’re selling nuts and bolts. 
You’re dealing with sick people. There are 
health standards to be maintained and 
government funds paying for it.” 

Despite this conviction, he still retains 
more than a passing interest in the field, 
working as an attorney for several large 
corporations involved with nursing 
homes. 

Gens may come out of all these thorny 
financial manipulations smelling like a 
rose, but the ones who will have suffered 
are the nursing home residents. In the 
latter years of Medical Services, many of 
the homes were not in good shape, accor- 
ding to Public Health records. Fortunate- 
ly, now that some of these homes have 
been taken over by the Receiver and 
others by the banks that held their 
mortgages, they are improving. 


Other Problems 


Still there are problems, though of a 
slightly different nature. One of the 
former Medical Services homes is now run 
by BCH Aid Services, a subsidiary of the 
Boston Five Cents Savings Bank, which 
was the home’s first mortgagee. Somehow 
after Boston Five got possession, and no 
one at this point knows quite how, the 
home managed to collect from Welfare 
several thousands of dollars worth of bills 
for two people who were either dead or at 
least not living there, and for a third 
woman who was not eligible for Welfare. 

In this case, of course, the victim is the 
taxpayer. 

*** 


Nursing home operators consolidate 
their interests in a lobbying organization 
known as the Massachusetts Federation 
of Nursing Homes, which has a political 
action arm with the acronym Manhepac 
(Massachusetts Nursing Homes Political 
Action Committee). Often individuals 
powerful in the industry also have far- 
reaching political connections. 

One state official who is intimate with 
the system said, ““You’d be amazed how 
much politics gets involved in this’ and 
he alleged that Manhepac gives under- 
the-table contributions to candidates for 
political office.

This charge could not be substantiated, 
although public campaign records do 
show sizeable amounts given by nursing 
home moguls. 

Gens, for one, gave $1000 to Attorney 
General Rovert Quinn’s 1970 election 
campaign, and he has another interesting 
tie in with the AG’s bureaucracy. He is 
now in the process of hanging out his 
shingle in the lawfirm of Callas, 
Felopoulos and Ditelberg. His new 
colleague, Dennis Ditelberg, is an Assis- 
tant Attorney General in charge of the 
Contracts Division, which is part of the 
same branch of the AG’s office that 
represents the Commonwealth in nursing 
home prosecutions. 

Gens’ association with Ditelberg ap- 
parently is longstanding. Recently Gens 
was convicted in Federal court for loaning 
money from a bank of which he was a 
director and then himself receiving the 
proceeds. Ditelberg and Felopoulos were 
among those to whom he gave loans. Also, 
the two at one time did some legal work 
for Gens’ nursing homes. 

Passing on from the General to the 
Governor, a number of Klines, namely 
Melvin, Morris and Sydney, joint owners 
of a corporate nursing home chain, Idak, 
altogether gave $4500 to Governor 
Sargent’s 1970 campaign. The clerk and 
one-time counsel for Idak is Arthur Sher- 
man, once a major organizer for Sargent’s 


fund-raising activities and now a District 
Court judge in Cambridge. 

And just in case Sargent didn’t make it, 
the president of the Nursing Home 
Federation, Charles Kelly, scratched 
Kevin White’s back to the tune of $2500. 

How influential these donations are in 
the formation of state policy on nursing 
homes is not clear, but Governor Sargent 
has bowed to the Nursing Home Federa- 
tion on at least two occasions. In one in- 
stance, he vetoed a bill which would have 
increased the amount of floor space 


allotted to each nursing home resident. - 


Also, Sargent appointed minor Nursing 
Homes Federation luminary Edmund del 
Prete to the Nursing Home Ad- 
ministration’s Licensing Board, over the 
objections of the Public Health Depart- 
ment. Del Prete, a multiple home owner, 
has been up before the Department for 
overcrowding one of his homes. He may 
have gained the Governor’s favor by con- 
strbuting $1500 to the Sargent Committee 
in 1971. 


* * * 


What is most infuriating about the nur- 
sing home dilemma is that not all the 
residents even need to be in long-term 
care facilities. A 1969-1971 Public Health 
survery recently updated shows that 20 
percent of Massachusetts nursing home 
patients, with support services like meals- 


on-wheels, could live outside the in- 
stitutional setting. Another 20 percent 
could receive a much reduced level of care 
and thus pay considerably lower rates. 


In a maiden address in late 1971, the 
Secretary of Elder Affairs; Jack Leff, an- 
nounced that his new office was going to 
transfer 5000 nursing home patients into 


‘ private home care programs. Since then, 


however, the office has not placed anyone, 
and in a recent speech Leff said that home 
care might take three years to implement. 

If the elderly cannot even look to the 
Office of Elder Affairs, nor to the Public 
Health Department, nor to Welfare or 
Mental Health, nor to any lother state 
agencies where the priorities are always 
stacked against them, to whom do they 
turn? There are a few private groups set 
up in their behalf, like the Council of 
Elders in Roxbury, but Federal cutbacks 
have curtailed their services. It is 
questionable, in fact, whether any state or 
private agency can counter the pressures 
exerted by the moneyed interests in the 
nursing home industry. More to the point, 
it is questionable whether a society bent 
on regarding productivity as the measure 
of worth can ever protect its old people. 

Until our goal is to nurture, rather than 
segregate, ignore and in some cases even 
exploit the old, nursing homes are not 
likely to change.

Sporting Eye 


But It Really Only IS a Game...

“I don’t know what else can happen 
after this,” a bewildered John Duffield 
‘Curtis iI shook his head after Tuesday 
night’s game. “I suppose I could walk out 
of here and get run over by a truck... .” 

After losing 1-0 in Detroit in his last 
start, Duffield had once again pitched 
brilliantly, shutting out the Milwaukee 
Brewers on two hits — for eight innings. 
The Brewers proceeded to score 4 runs in 
the ninth — though Curtis wasn’t around 
for the last three — and it was all quite 
symptomatic of the way things have been 
going for the Red Sox, particularly the 
Red Sox lefthanders, this season. 


Those Boston practitioners of the 
National Pastime who pitch with their 
left arms now have an aggregate record of 
7-6 — a figure which includes Curtis’ 
hard-luck 1-5 stats. The composite lefty 
Earned Run Average is 2.34. The 
righthanders, by contrast, are 10-13 with 
a 5.53 ERA. 


So on Wednesday night, apparently 
reasoning that he had little to lose by ex- 
perimenting, Kasko juggled his batting 
order and suddenly the Sox were off on a 
tear, winning two straight games and were 
heavily favored to beat Pawtucket on Fri- 


day night. With Doug Griffin leading off. 


and Rick Miller hitting second (followed 
by Pudge Fisk, Carl Yastrzemski, and 
Wounded Knee Cepeda) the Bostons won 
a game for Marty Pattin and beat the 
Brewers 5-2. 


And of course on Thursday everyone 
was optimistic because Bill Lee was 
pitching, and Spaceman has yet to be 
defeated in Fenway Park this season. In 
point of fact he has only been beaten once 
all year, that coming in a 3-1 loss in 
Baltimore last Saturday night, in a game 
where his hitters apparently decided they 
were playing behind Duffield and left 


their bats at home. It doesn’t take much 
to lose a ball game, and when you com- 
bine a disdain for hitting baseballs with 
some egregious displays of base-running 
— How many games have the Red Sox 
lost already this year by performing like a 
bunch of lobotomized chimpanzees on the 
basepaths? — you can almost clinch a 
loss.

And in Baltimore Spaceman had made 
a couple of costly mistakes. One was a 
home run ball to Paul Blair — it was 
Blair’s first homer and third RBI of the 
season in over a hundred at-bats, allowing 
him to join a stellar cast of 98-pound 
luminaries including Tony Taylor, Gene 
Michael, Jack Brohamer, Ron Lolich, 
Rusty Torres, Ed Brinkman and Oscar 
Gamble, none of whom can hit the ball 
out of the infield against anybody else but 
have somehow all hit it out of the park 
against Red Sox pitching. Then there was 
an RBI double by Boog Powell, who had 


not gotten a hit off Lee all year. “It was a 
terrible pitch,” said Spaceman. “I’ve got 
to be the only guy in the League who can 
throw a hanging fastball.” 


Rainout and Watergate 


So the Sox had climbed out of the cellar 
on Sunday by virtue of a rainout, while 
Cleveland was losing both ends of a 
doubleheader, and on Monday night Luis 
Tiant had momentarily halted the skid in 
Baltimore. Then after splitting the first 
two with the Brewers it was the turn of 
this year’s stopper, and while everyone 
else was taking batting practice there was 
an overall feeling of optimism as 
Yastrzemski — who had been hitting like 
a madman for two weeks — and Lee sat 
around the clubhouse listening to the 
Watergate hearings, piped in on the 
loudspeaker system. 


With the new batting order in effect it 
was Doug Griffin’s misfortune to be 
leading off against Bill Champion. The 
Milwaukee pitcher, named, presumably, 
after Gene Autry’s horse, had lost 12 con- 
secutive games, and you do not acquire 
records like that by throwing the ball over 
the plate. Add to this the fact that Griffin 
possesses a remarkable facility for getting 
hit by baseballs even when good pitchers 
throw them — for ten days he had been 
running very close to an average of once a 
game, and was getting so gun-shy that in 
Detroit he had hit the deck getting out of 
the way of a Tom Timmerman junk pitch 
that broke over the plate for a strike. 
“That pitch came in so slow,” an em- 
barrassed Griffin was told later, “that the 


damn ball wouldn’t have hurt you if it: 


had hit you.” 


Nonetheless, he didn’t get out of the 
way of this one, and Champion nailed him 
with an inside fastball, breaking his hand 
in the process. The same hand in the same 
place he broke it last year when hit by a 
pitch. Griffin, who had also been playing 
like Superman of late, will be lost for six 
weeks. 


It appeared certain that Lee would find 


it necessary to retaliate — it is called 
‘protecting your hitters’ — and there 
wasn’t much doubt, at least in center 
field, about who would be the recipient of 
the retaliation. ‘“‘Oh Boy,” Mike Mulkern 
rubbed his hands together. ‘“Wait’ll 
Rodriguez gets up.” Mulkern is a Lee-o- 
phile of long standing. He used to serve as 
goalpost - cum - goal judge when 
Spaceman kicked bubble gum into the 
bleachers and he and his cousin Eddie 
carve a new notch into the back of a seat 
in center field to commemorate each 
Space win. (“By the end of this season,” 
grinned Lee, “That seat is going to be 
riddled with notches.’’) 


Ellie Rodriguez, the Milwaukee 
catcher, is a charming little fellow who, 
along with a few friends, jumped Lee from 
behind and mugged him in Puerto Rico 
three years ago, costing Spaceman four 
front teeth. (“If that had happened to 
me,” someone said, “I'd throw at the son 
of a bitch every time he came up.”’) 


So Rodriguez came up in the third and 
the first pitch was a sinker in the dirt. The 
second one hit him in the shoulder and 
Rodriguez, loudly questioning Lee’s 
ancestry in Spanish, started for the 
mound, bat in hand. The Milwaukee 
bench emptied onto the field as Bob 
Montgomery grabbed Rodriguez. ‘‘Why 
don’t you just get down to first base where 
you belong,” cautioned Monty. Someone 
wondered why the Boston players had 
stayed in the dugout. “I was ready to go,” 
said John Curtis, ‘“‘but it all cooled off 
pretty quickly and besides, remember we 
already had nine guys out there.” 


Rodriguez finally complied and 
everyone went back to playing baseball, 
and while Lee would later deny that he 
had been throwing at Rodriguez (‘“But,”’ 
he conceded, “I might have been sub- 
consciously thinking about what happen- 
ed in Puerto Rico.”), there was un- 
restrained glee in center field. 


Spaceman proceeded to check the 
Brewers the rest of the way, giving up just 
five hits and one run, and if the way 
things had been going of late that might

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Mrs. Tweedy’s Very Popular Steed

Baltimore — It seems that in the period 
immediately following the Civil War there 
was this race horse called Preakness, so 
named because he was owned by an outfit 
called Preakness Stables in Preakness, 
New Jersey, and over a period of a few 
years he rather devasatingly beat his op- 
position up and down the Eastern 
Seaboard with the result that when in 
1873 the Maryland Jockey Club decided 
to host an annual, highly extravagant — 
it was a $1,000-added affair — stakes race 
at the local Pimlico Race Course — nam- 
ed after Ben Pimlico’s Tavern in London 
— it was determined to honor the horse by 
naming the race after him. 

So for a century now, give or take a few 
vears — the race was run at tracks in New 
Jersey and in Brooklyn for several years 
around the turn of the century, and in a 
few of the last hundred years they just 
skipped it altogether — the Preakness 
Stakes, named after the horse named 
after the stable named after the town 
named, ultimately, after an adjoining 
creek, has been run in Baltimore in the 
spring. If in that period of time the race 
has managed to acquire the trappings of 
tradition, the tradition of Preakness, the 
horse, was briefer. Sold to a British 
nobleman for stud and shipped to 
England, Preakness became increasingly 
temperamental with age — even in the 
19th century thoroughbreds were suf- 
ficiently inbred to share the high-strung 


traits of their current descendants — and 
early one morning the Duke — there a bit 
of inbreeding among nobility too, you 
know — shot him. 


Ninety vears dead with a bullet in his 
head, the corpse of the original Preakness 
had nearly as much of a chance of beating 
Secretariat last Saturday as did the five 
animals entered in the race against him. 
This is no slur against Sham, a magnifi- 
cent horse in his own right, who would 
probably in another year be a strong con- 
tender to win a Triple Crown himself, but 
merely to say that Secretariat is not only 
the finest three-year old in the country 
this year, but in at least the past twenty- 
five vears. You have to go back that far to 
find the last colt, Citation, to take the 
Kentucky Derby, the Preakness, and the 
Belmont, and it is a fatuous proposition to 
start comparing horses of one era with 
another’s. In any event, if Secretariat 
does not win the Belmont Stakes on the 
afternoon of June 9th it will be because 
some latter-day Duke has shot him in the 
meantime, because that, literally, is the 
only way this horse is going to lose. 

61,653 people showed up on Saturday 
afternoon, a record for Pimlico, and if the 
crowd at the Kentucky Derby had been 
over twice that, well, Pimlico isn’t exactly 
Churchill Downs — in point of fact it is 
rather like Suffolk Downs transported to 
Baltimore, a double-loser if there ever was 


one — and while in Kentucky you get 
mint juleps in souvenir Derby Glasses. in 
Marvland vou get a souvenir Blackeyed 
Susan glass. and. Black-eved Susans be- 
ing rather difficult to swallow. you 
probably wind up drinking from it the 


local product. National Bohemian Beer. — 


By the time the eighth race_ rolled 
around I was only barely alive, having run 
up a deficit of over a hundred dollars in 
the first six before coming up with a 
longshot in the seventh. Since I’d gone to 
the track, still rueing not having bet 
Secretariat in the Derby. with every in- 
tention of throwing down everything but 
the cab fare on him, I was more than a lit- 
tle interested in watching the board. 
When. after the seventh. it flashed on.

So I waited and waited and when at 
long last he dropped to 1-5 I started feel- 
ing better and by the time he showed 2-5 I 
rushed to the $50 window and got him 
twice. I turned and looked at the board 
and he was already back to 1-5. 

Now vou can’t help but feel like 
something of an idiot for betting a hun-

I 
will confess to briefly wondering whether I 
did have enough left to get back to the 
ball park. 

An overgrown rat named Ecole Etage 
broke for the lead. His owner had confess- 
ed to entering him in the race because he 
was, after all, from Baltimore, but had at 
the same time confessed that he hadn't a 
chance in the world of being in the money. 
The owner had. though. correctly sur-

have been one run too many on some days 
it was not on Thursday. A resurgence at 
the plate saw them come up with 10 runs 
and 16 hits, and if it was not exactly a 
burst of power — only two of the hits were 
for extra bases, and four of them were 
bunts — it would do.

(The writer, a Seneca Chippewa, who 
lives in Dorchester spent nine weeks in 
Wounded Knee and is now one of the 
American Indian Movement coordinators 
in the Northeast. During his time in the 
village, two Indians — Larry Lamont and 
Frank Clearwater — were killed in 
firefights and a federal marshal was 
paralyzed. The following article deals 
with some of the writer’s impressions 
while in the village.) 


All night long flares went up all around 
the perimeter of the village, while a scrobe 
light would scan the village. All around us 
were the combined forces of the FBI, the 
federal marshals, and the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs police. From mounted 
positions, their armored personnel 
carriers, equipped with M-60 machine 
guns, faced our own. They outnumbered 
ours, along with support and re-supply 
dumps. Helicopters circled the area all 
day long to search the woods ravines for 
Indians. 

For the last five weeks inside Wounded 
Knee, I lived on brown rice and, once in a 
while, oatmeal. We recycled our coffee 
grinds to be sure there was enough for 
everyone. We had to sneak out at night 
and grab some cattle so our people would 
not starve and the sick would eat. We had 


a bad time when the dogs caught rabies. 
We had to shoot them. 


* * * 


The news showed pictures of houses 
and the church defiled. When the god- 
damn M-60’s and carbine M-16’s open up 
on you, you start throwing something 
against the wall it’s coming from. All the 
burial mounds and buttes sacred to the 
Sioux nation have been taken and turned 
into parks and tourist attractions, so that 
people can look on graves and litter food 
and garbage, even take little artifacts 
back as momentoes. Son who’s 
gia what? You don’t hear abou 
that. 

On May 11, when we had agreed to dis- 
arm and leave Wounded Knee, we were on 
the hill above the village, safely in the en- 
circlement of FBI and Federal marshals. 
And then they and the BIA police stormed 
down into the village. The BIA was not to 
have gone down anywhere near the 
village. No photographers at all were 
allowed in during the search. While we 
held the village we had to live in the 
trailers and houses; we had literally no 
food. Later we saw pictures in the papers 
— the houses were in shambles and 
littered with food and fresh fruit. The BIA 
marshals threw food around, just to make

us all look like the savages they told 
everyone we were.

On April 25, I was fifteen feet from 
Buddy Lamont — the last of mv people to 
get shot. He was shot thrvigh the back 
and it came out his heart. One bullet also 
went through the upner part of his 
weapon. He was lying there on his back, 
his eyes and mouth still open. I closed his 


and his weapon. 
We fired on their positions for about 
three hours after that. They finally had a

cumstances make the law null), was ex- 
plained. Howard Zinn of BU, and other 
historians and civil disobedience 
authorities, testified as well. 

For fifteen weeks the jurors listened to 
testimony presented by the defense, their 
witnesses, the prosecution and its 
witnesses (mostly FBI agents) and the 
three co-counsels who had very little to 
say but whose legalistic expertise aided 
the defense immeasurably. And the jury 
listened well. Defense tried to get Judge 
Fisher to accept jury nullification as a 
legal defense. He allowed it explained but 
would not give it status as a defense. But 
the jurors got the message. Jury nullifica- 
tion is a defense that has been used in this 
country. Recently in fact, in a New York 
Tombs jail case, jurors exonerated the 
defendants, saying conditions were so bad 
they had a right to riot. It was used to es- 
tablish freedom of the press in this coun- 
try; it was used to defend people hiding 
slaves; it was used during the civil rights 
struggle. (One juror in this case clearly 
suggested aquittal was based on jury 
nullification and over-reaching govern- 
ment participation.) 


Sure Watergate probably helped. Sure 
the Ellsberg decision might have had 
something to do with it. But the defen- 
dants did do it. They proved their point. 

There were, unquestionably, unique 
precedents set in the case of the Camden 
28. Several parents of defendants 
testified; Judge Fisher allowed testimony 
on the war despite objections of the 
prosecution, he allowed much of the film 
of ‘Winter Soldier” to be shown; he dis- 
carded the time honored tradition of re- 
quiring everyone to stand every time he 
came in; he permitted reams of testimony 
regarding civil disobedience history and 
jury nullification; he allowed his humani- 
ty to show as well as his judicial 
demeanor; even to returning a softball to 
one of the defendants playing near the 
courthouse steps during deliberation. 
Another interesting note occurred when 
the former director of the New Jersey 
selective service testified for the defense: 
“if the defendants are planning another 
raid, I might join them!” 


Defendants’ Parents Testify 


Another witness, Mrs. Betty Good, 
mother of defendant Bob, said of her dead 
Viet Nam soldier son — ‘‘He died for tin, 
oil and rubber . . . I know that now, after 
hearing Professor Howard Zinn testify 
here yesterday.” She and her husband 


had been upset about Bob’s decision to 
apply for Conscientious Objector status, 
“but in every argument you gave me, 
Bob,” she said under her son’s direct ex- 
amination, “you were really handing back 
to us every way we had taught you — love 
of God, love of man, and no violence, 
stand on your own two feet and have the 
courage of your convictions” . . . she went 
on: “If the acting head of the FBI can 
burn files, why can’t my son? He burned 
them for a better reason. I’d say of the 
two, my son is the better patriot.” 
Right on, mother. A lot of the trial was 
like this. Real people saying real things 
that had to be said — that have been 
waiting to be said in just such a trial. (I 
was reminded that four years ago this 
week, we had Howard Zinn come to 
testify in the trial of the Milwaukee 14, 
but the judge wouldn't let him speak.) 
Quiet, dignified, strong, steady Marge 
Inness — the Boston school teacher spoke 
softly to the jury, telling them of her first 
year at teaching in St. Croix, where she 


described the area-of extreme poverty | 


that was to be a prelude to teaching in 
Dorchester for the next four years at 
Uphams Corner — where the money that 
should have gone for the community into 
housing and jobs and education was going 
into the war in Viet Nam instead .. . “I 
had gone there with the ideals and 


American dream that if we could educate 
the kids, we could end poverty . . . but 
Show and Tell in Uphams Corner v was all 
about the house next door burning down, 
or the heat being turned off last night, or 
someone’s brother being killed” . . 

She continued, “Title I funds decreased 
as the war went on, and we had $8 per 
child per year to buy supplies with. The 
buildings were worn out and there was no 
upkeep . . . it wouldn't have solved 
everything but it might have helped if 
some of those funds had been channeled 
into the cities . . . and I decided that no 
more people were going to be killed in my 
name.” 


The Prosecution Tried 


And the prosecution? What of the 
prosecution? John Barry tried but what 
can you say to a jury about a bunch of 
people who have already admitted they 
raided a draft board? You can try a 
fishing expedition to show pre-disposition 
to this kind of thing . . . to show that they 
didn’t need Hardy to show them the way. 
You can try questioning them about other 
draft board raids, to indicate they could 
have done it without the help of a govern- 
ment informer or the FBI or the United 
States Justice Department. And that’s 
what he tried to do. 
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But this time, the jury was not having 
any of it. In fact, one of the jurors made a 
point of writing embarrassing questions to 
the judge that required answers from the 
defense. Juror No. 10, Sam Braithwaite, 
who asked what happens to high officials 
when they get indicted? Do they ever go to 
jail? 

And sidelights — there were many — 
all the families showing up at court 
—standing by their kids — and the Grady 
clan enmasse, John Peter’s tribe, whom 
he introduced to the courtroom opening 
day as his “co-conspirators” . . . Anne 
Walsh coming up to Camden from 
Packard Manse and suggesting to us she 
might ask the judge to ‘free my 
bridesmaids” — several of whom were on 
trial . . . and the party that began Satur- 
day night before the Sunday afternoon 
verdict and Paul Couming coming into 
Benson street at 10 A.M. on Sunday like 
the proverbial New Year’s baby (My God, 
he gets younger looking every year!) in his 
shorts and a blanket, sopping wet from an 
unexpected dip by the Jersey shore . . . 
and somebody remembering Cookie 
Ridolfi’s fabulous remark to Marge 
Inness, just before Ridolfi entered the 
draft board on the night of the raid: 
“Thank God the guard is armed — I’d 
rather be shot than go to jail!”’ ...and all of 
us sitting around the Plaza bar in 
Camden toasting George Mische on the 
anniversary of Catonsville, and the 
mailings ...the endless mailings during 
the Camden trial — not always of 
Camden ... this time for Gualberto 


Medina, a young Puerto Rican student, 
accused of fire bombing the First 


National Bank of Camden...his trial 
begins in June and several of the defen- 
dants and several defendants have been 
helping him set up a defense committee in 
the Camden 28 defense office. 

. That’s one of the outstanding 
characteristics of this particular com- 
munity. They continued to work for 
others right up and through their own 
trial...in day care centers, drug drop inns, 
for the Farm Workers, for men and 
women in prisons...for the unloved, the 
unwanted, the unnecessary. That’s what 
stands out about them. They are not chic. 
They are not glamorous. They are not 
lionized by the radical chic. Lenny and 
Felicia never heard of them. They are the 
steady, day-to-day resisters, caught up in 
4 day-to-day agonies of everyday peo- 
ple. 


The Others Who Did Time 


On Sunday, moments after the acquit- 
tal, Joanie Nicholson (Flower City 
Conspiracy — did a little time at Alder- 
son — about 14 months) said to me “Kip- 
py — it’s the second greatest day of my 
life. The first was when I was in Alderson 
sitting in my cell reading about The 
Media, Pennsylvania raid.” 

And Joanie reminded me of the long 
litany of resisters who have done time for 
the same kind of actions. Catonsville, five 
years ago, ‘The Boston Two (remember 
Suzi Williams and Frank Fina?) 
Milwaukee 14 (with three of our people, 
Bob Cunnane, Tony Mullaney, Jim 
Harney) . . . The Chicago 15 (with two of 
our people Charlie Muse and John 


Phillips) . . “the Flower City Conspiracy 
— again with Suzi Williams . . . and Ted 
Glick . . . the DC 9 who went after Dow 
Chemical, America’s big cathedral, with 
Art and Cathy Melville . . . and Joe 
O’Rourke (and now being re-tried) . . . 
Harrisburg . . . the big one . . . and never 
in all those years an acquittal . . . and 
then Camden. Camden for God’s sake . . . 
and as Cookie said after the verdict 
“What do ya think? It took five years and 
they finally said we were right . . . and it 
came out of South Jersey!” . . .South 
Jersey indeed . . . with little or no press 
but for Linda Hammond from The 
Courier-Post (“‘No. I’m not objective — 
but I am fair — or try to be’”’) . . . South 
Jersey — of plywood city fame where all 
the services have been cut — where the 
streets of Broadway are empty after 4 
p.m. except for three White Tower 
restaurants within three blocks of each 
other . . . South Jersey, where, within a 
twenty four hour period we had two 
shootouts a block from Benson street . . . 
South Jersey, where the only thing going 
for it is the Metroliner to Philadelphia. . . 


South Jersey, where the return of the 
nation to the people began with the 
Camdem raid, August 21, 1971, during a 
riot that left the city drained of hope — or 
life — until now. South Jersey, where the 
Camden 28 had left its lovely mark — a 
Declaration of Independence which ended 
in its statement — “So here we are. Time 
will tell that life has the edge on all 
material things and the mechanics of 
death. Victory is in creating life in every 
laugh, and tear, and embrace.” 


What the Jury Was Like 


And that’s what happened in Camden. 
With a bunch of incredible human beings 
on trial, with a jury that included five 
registered Republicans, six registered 
Democrats, one Independent, whose ages 
ranged from 28 to 60 with the average age 
47. 

In any trial, and in any jury, there are 
two or three you look to during the long 
days of testimony, to see how they’re tak- 
ing it. I chose two or three — including 
Anna Bertino, a 59 year old widow, who 
runs a family owned dress corporation. 
Anna, when originally asked if she had an 
opinion on the war stated she did and her 
opinion was and still was that 20 years ago 
the administration made an erroneous 
judgement and that the following ad- 
ministrations compounded it. So I chose 
her, for one. 

The second one was Sam. Sam 
Braithwaite, a 54 year old cab driver from 
Atlantic City, a Methodist and an in- 
dependent voter. He had thought Viet- 
nam was a senseless war. Sam asked a lot 
of questions during that 15 week, 9,000 
page transcript, 2 million word trial. And 
when it was all over, he leftthis statement 
to be released after the verdict. Sam, 
whose own people had been involved in 
civil disobedience as a last resort, after 
four hundred years of so-called freedom in 
this country. And here it is: 

All men of the Clergy: 

“Were they bought for thirty pieces of 
silver, to remain silent about this war? 
Can they teach little children not to kill

A Few Lacks 


Despite all the medical information 
Our Bodies, Ourselves has not been 
written for every woman. Often, there is 
just too much talk. But on the plus side, 
the factual chapters are spiced 
throughout with short anecdotes to 
humanize them and convince us that, yes, 
other women have felt.ugly, awkward, or 
stupid. Such as: 

“T used to wonder if my body was 
abnormal even though I didn’t have 
any reason to believe it was. I had 
nothing to compare it with until I 
started to talk with other women. I 
don’t feel anymore that I might be a 
freak and not know it.” 


A few chapters, though, read like long 
stringings together of personal ex- 
periences without a clear point. While I 
believe that every woman should be en- 
couraged to express her thoughts, I’m still 
not certain that I want to read all those 
outpourings, especially in an otherwise 
fairly straightforward manual. The 


shorter anecdotes already convince us. 


that this is no dull, dry, sexist biology 
book. Because of the detailed inclusions of 
women’s fantasies, sexual experiences, 
and feelings, some of the impact of the 
longer stories is lost. An individual story 
becomes too narrow to be useful to most of 
us, though it may be significant, 
touching, and true to women like the 
author. A woman with a different life ex- 
perience or style may become impatient. 
Of course, a kind of contradiction exists in 
an intellectual criticism of emotional 
writing, I continually have to ask myself, 
do I dislike or mind the inclusion of any 
section on a truly critical basis or because 
it doesn’t touch me personally? The two 
questions are quite different. I realize that 
I have absorbed from the book informa- 
tion that I want or need. As a single, 
childless women, I am far more interested 
in the chapters on anatomy and 
physiology, birth control, and exercise 
than in childbearing. 


What is disturbing also about Our 
Bodies, Ourselves is to know so much 
about a woman’s feelings from her story 
vet not be able to fit her life into a contex- 
t. All too often, the women have written 
about the need to be individuals, to be 
able to do important work and then 
neglect to tell us what it is they do, 
anyway. Hopefully, later editions will cor- 
rect some of the omissions. 
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Work Goes On 


The work of the Boston Women’s 
Health Book Collective has not ended 
with the large printing and expected dis- 
tribution of Our Bodies, Ourselves. They 
still meet once a week to share new infor- 
mation and to plan further work for 
revisions or other projects. The more we 
all learn about our bodies, they feel, the 
less we have to rely on doctors and the 
healthier we can keep ourselves. The 
Collective remains open to comments, 
criticisms, and encouragement. Write to 
them at P.O. Box 192, West Somerville, 
Mass.

McCord with the question which, since 
the April 3 Phoenix, I have been arguing is 
the central practical question of 
Watergate, namely, is McCord (in 


‘ Schorr’s words) “‘part of some vast new 


conspiracy to bring down the President?” 


In the melee outside the hearing room just 
after Alch’s remarkable testimony, Schorr 
focussed his audacity and asked McCord 
“Can you make a comprehensive state- 
ment about that?” 

At that moment, McCord did not say 
no. His answer rather was that along with 
Fensterwald he was seeking a chance to 
answer Alch’s claim. Preliminary word 
from the Committee Room was that 
McCord had been heard. 

6. How many have not yet noticed the 
emerging conjunction of a massive 
political crisis, brought on by Watergate, 
with a massive economic crisis, brought 
on by the roosting chickens of the Viet- 
nam war? What either of these crises 
could hit us with by itself is perhaps in the 
realm of imagination. What could not 
happen if they continue to swell up 
together, and if they crest and break over 
us at the same time, there ain’t no tongue 
can tell.

» tricks up its sleeve. Although, as one 


of the members of the cast has: 
pointed out, life is one big im- 
provisation, that is how one talks; it 
is harder to believe it can occur so 
stylishly on stage.) 


The cast consists of ten actors; of 


which 4 or 5 do the show, and the 


other half usually goes out 


simultaneously on ‘bookings’ to 
nearby colleges. Despite sellout per- 


formances, it is not exactly a 


moneymaking Proposition, and so 
they do bookings for financial 
reasons, as well as for publicity. 


Barbara is being brought in to- 


replace the legendary Shelley 
Burns, an actress of iron will who 
once broke someone’s glasses in a 
rage, and then went right on stage 
and gave a totally controlled perfor- 
mance. Shelley has moved to the 
N.Y. spinoff of The Proposition 
which is now three years old, and 
Barbara is the most recent arrival in 
the Boston show. She is actress-cute 
(though actressy good looks are not 
necessarily a requirement) and 22 — 
an age the people in the cast tend to 
be. Also, she represents the new 
trend towards trained actors — hav- 
ing done 2 years of college, and 2 
years at the American Musical and 
Dramatic Academy in N.Y., a few 
summers of stock doing the Elaine 
Stritch part in “Company” and the 
butch stripper in “Gypsy.” 

“Okay,” John calls out, “let’s get 
up there with Karen and do some 
opera recits.” This is a rehearsal for 
the mock opera they do. Karen is a 
graduate of the B.U. Drama School. 
A fellow actress says of Karen, “in 
the beginning she was so competent 
that it teok a long time for her 


_craziness and inanity to come out.” 


She lopes on stage in her arch and 
humorous way. One of her eyes 
seems to get larger when she is giv- 
ing mocking or salacious looks. She 
and Barbara sing their conversation 
to each other in pompous opera 
style. “Oh my dear Karen, I’m 


scared shitless about opening 


night.” “There is nothing to be 
afraid of, Barbara, everything will 
be alright.’”’ “I do so like your 
sweater. .where did you get it?” “A 
fourteen year old cripple knit it for 


me.” “And how I like those three lit-.. 


tle buttons on the cuff.” Here John 
comes in and says “‘Now if this were 
the real opera recit, you would give 
an ultimatum like ‘And if you don’t 


do such and such I'll sew them to © 


your cheek.’ He explains the struc- 
ture of the opera to Barbara, taking 
for examples of the inputs the 
audience might offer - lollipops, Tar- 
zan, and Nixon (the juxtaposition of 
Nixon and apes is always popular.) 
“Tt would begin with Nixon and Pat 
arguing, possibly about lollipops. 
Then Tarzan and Jane would 
quarrel, then there would be a wife- 
swap, and it would end in murder.” 
There are other complications, often 
metabolized with devilish ingenui- 
ty, but the love-story follows this 
pattern. Karen and Barbara work 
their brittle opera conversation, so 
wonderfully ridiculous in English, 
until it plausibly becomes a quarrel. 
Then Barbara is shown the blocking 
for the musical comedy, ending with 
the semi-set piece “Hope Song”’ in 
which the two. protagonists are un- 
ited-— and she is shown a few other 
seemingly minor things. 

There are-some conventions which 
they have agreed upon in advance — 
they decide that Albee means 
“Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf,” 
not ‘‘Tiny Alice,’’ that 
Shakespeare will mean comedy, not 
tragedy. Certain playwrights evoke 
certain things — Tennessee 
Williams, for instance, means 
magnolias, incest, alcoholism, heat, 
and a mother problem. Here, more 
than in other skits, they are revealed 
as actors, though not all of them are 
actors; Lanie Zera, for one, was an 
out-of-work social studies teacher. 
These scenes end with a couplet. 
Once, when they did a Shakespeare 
scene at a race track, the actor Peter 


Johnson (whose other great special- 
ty is a Somerville hood) was killed © 
by a horse-doper, and as he fell 
down he cried: “‘Ah, I am slain, my 
heart to lung is welded/But praise 


the-Lord,.at least Lam.not.gelded,”’. 


to showers of applause and a rare 
blush of self-satisfaction from the 
actor. 

But this wit is no joke. The cast is 
serious about their work; they claim 
that they are not really actors, that 
what they have is not ‘talent’, that it 
is not psychodrama, political satire, 
or even, as their first aim, funny. 
The show has been running for five 
years now, and has reached the 
point where it is less a show and 
more of an institution — like the 
Star Market, something to be gone 
to over and over again. It began as a 
Harvard show, basically unim- 
provised, and developed into its © 


current self, as an almost entirely © 
improvised one. Their most dazzling — 
venture, at first glance, is the way ~ 


they weave information into extem-.- 
poraneous songs that further the — 
plot and also rhyme.

Like most of us these days,non-commercial broadcasting never 
knows where its next meal is coming from. Recently, considerable 
attention has been focused on the funding cutbacks that have 
threatened the continuing existence of such NET mainstays as Zoom 
and Julia Child. Most people don’t realize that Channel 2’s under- 
publicized sister, WGBH Radio, 89.7 FM, is involved in a similar 
crisis. Badly hurt is a program called The Spider's Web. 

The Spider’s Web has been on the air for three seasons. Its format 
is simple and its budget minimal. The show’s idea, originated by 
former producer Paula Apsell, is to read quality children’s literature 
over the air in half hour segments aired twice daily, 12:30 and 6:30. 
They have just finished a presentation of Jean George's classic My 
Side of the Mountain, and are planning readings of The Phantom 
Toll Booth, The Pushcart War and Sounder. ‘‘Web’s”’ yearly budget 
is $7,000. 

Thus far the show has been operating by the grace of private con- 
tributions and a small production budget from WGBH. The money 
pays for professional readers, production costs and rights to broad- 
cast the books. The GBH budget will run out in July ’73. Appeals 
have been made to the Massachusetts Council of the Arts and other 
local Tony groups. Polaroid was interested for a while, but reportedly 
has applied that interest elsewhere at WGBH. 


The trouble with a show like The Spider's Web is that its listeners - 


do not comprise a money audience. The programming, aimed at 
children six years and up, draws its audience from the grade school 
set and the elderly and blind, making on-the-air appeals somewhat 
superfluous. 

When ZOOM staffer Cherly Bibbs took on the job of “Web's” 
producer a month ago the money troubles were just beginning. Bibbs 
has strong feelings about the show she now has to save, She sees it as 
a creative mechanism for children, combining the best aspects of 
radio drama with well chosen relevant juvenile lit to expand cultural 
horizons and encourage an interest in reading. Books are chosen that 
will appeal to children, but Bibbs cautions that her show is not a 
forum for “just any book.” She tries to find books that combine rele- 
vant or educational topics with a profundity that can be shared by 
adult listeners. 

In addition she has sought out new readers to keep the show from 
stagnating — (found Yale graduate, actor and writer Timothy 
Sheldon who gave a smooth and intriguing reading of My Side of the 
Mountain,) — launched a poster campaign in schools and libraries 
and has introduced some aspects of characterization a la old time 
radio drama into the readings. Unfortunately Cherly Bibbs’ 
enthusiasm must now be directed toward fund raising. Whether or 
not the show survives will be, as usual, a matter of dollars and not 
sense. The Spider’s Web is entertaining and valuable. There is no 
good reason why it shouldn’t be on the air, but unless WGBH can 
raise the $7,000 within the next month the show will stop — perhaps 
in the middle of somebody’s favorite book. 


The breeze was sighing and the kites were flying at Franklin Park’s 
annual Kite Festival last Saturday.

Mike Markowski, Vice President and founder of Sky Sports Incor- 
porated, was there with a contingent of glorious gliders of his own 
design. The delta wings were most popular and had some good 
flights. Mike’s big red, white, and blue glider never got off the ground 
because the wind was too gusty, but his other designs received a 
workout from Sky Sports’ Chief Test Pilot, Tom Peghiny, a high 


school junior. 3 


One bearded fellow in a lovely hand-built delta wing made 
countless hesitant charges down the hill but his glider never got 
above a hasty nosedive and injured dignity. 

More fortunate were two home-built bi-planes; one without any 
tail assembly at all that lifted its passenger straight up in sudden 
gusts of wind. Terry Sweeney’s meticulously crafted bi-plane carried 
him in graceful, looping flight from top to bottom, without stops. 
Terry built the plane for one hundred dollars. It is his ninth. “And do 
you know in two years of flying, with nine gliders, I’ve never been up 
in the air for more than forty seconds?” 

Mike says that down on the dunes at Cape Cod he has kept his 
glider in the air for five minutes. But of course, down on the dunes, no

(NEW YORK) Though it was a cold, 
damp, and sometimes drizzly night and 
Mrs. Onassis did not show up, it was, as 
Tom Wolfe, who was not there either, 
would have said, Oh So Smashing, 
because when George Plimpton sets out to 
do something he is invariably 
devastatingly proper about it, and when 
the fireworks began Wow. 

The occasion was nominally the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the Paris Review, 
that outstanding literary quarterly found- 
ed by, ahem, Mr. Plimpton, in, curiously 
enough, Paris, and if the night of May 
20th did not exactly coincide with the 
magazine’s conception date What The 
Hell. I mean the 15th Anniversary Issue’ 
came out 6 months late and besides it was 
the 90th Birthday of the Brooklyn Bridge, 
a structure which Plimpton has sold, no 
doubt, a few times over. 

And it seems that Plimpton. having 
clout in these areas, pursuaded the city of 
New York to appoint him Fireworks Com- 
missioner, arranged for a gigantic, $5,000, 
half-hour fireworks display under the 
Brooklyn Bridge and then hired for the 
night a used-up Staten Island Ferryboat 
called the S.S. Alexander Hamilton, 
docked it at the South Street Seaport 
Museum so that the guests might have a 
privileged vantage point, and ordainea 
the evening the 20th Anniversary. Since 
despite its excellence the Paris Review 
had never exactly been a profitable ven- 
ture and since, after all, the party was 
catered by Elaine’s, it seemed reasonable 
enough to assume that a lot of people, 
some people, the right people, as Stephen 
Birmingham, who was not there, would 
say, would be more happy to plunk down, 
say, $25, in order to board the boat, and 
since the money was going, after all, to a 
good cause, a_ struggling, .20-year old 
literary venture, What The Hell. So if you 
were (a) very rich or (b) very famous or (c) 
had the proper connections in these 
circles you probably got an invitation to 
the extravaganza and if you were (d) none 
of the above but wanted to Be There the 
chances were excellent that they’d take 
vour $25 too. 

Mr. Plimpton had urged them to come 
early, with the result that Mr. Kimball 
and Miss Delynn were among the first to 
arrive. George Kimball is a failed poet 
who used to write for Mr. Plimpton’s 
magazine; for reasons of health he turned 
to writing about sports instead. Jane 
Delynn is a formerly-promising novelist 
who used to write stories for Mr. Plimp- 
ton’s magazine: she attended the Iowa 
Writers Workshop on a scholarship from 
Readers Digest. which, after she started 
publishing stories describing her sexual 
predelictions, was cancelled. Now she 
paints and reviews books by John Rechy 
for Virginia Kirkus. 

Miss Delynn was glamorouslvy attired in 
a black evening dress, with white jacket 
and matching white shoes. Mr. Kimball, 
on the other hand, had every appearance 
of being a refugee from the Pimlico 
clubhouse, an impression verified when 
he, having the sum of 50 cents in his 
pocket, attempted to bribe his way in 
with a handful of losing tickets from 
Saturday’s races in Baltimore. Elbowing, 
at long last, their way through the crowds, 
the Peter Duchins, Tammy Grimes, and 
the William Styrons, Mr. Kimball and 
Miss Delynn stumbled upon some old 
friends, Jose Torres and his lady Sharon. 
Mr. Torres was formerly the light- 
heavyweight champion of the world, a 
writer for the New York Post, and

attempting to grope their way into his 
wife, Clarice’s, cleavage. Actor Kevin 
McCarthy reminisced about the Fifties 
with Mr. Gay Talese, while Mr. and Mrs. 
Francis T.P. Plimpton wondered What 
their Son Hath Wrought? 

Perhaps due to the might of all those in- 
struments David Amram was packing or 
possibly because of the condition of the 
vessel’s antediluvian plumbing system, 
the Alexander Hamilton was badly listing 
toward the side of the restrooms, the 
floors of which were, between the clogged- 
up toilets and the unreliable aim of the 
guest themselves, by this time damp, and 
middle-aged artist Willa Pene DuBois slid 
across the entire length of the ladies’ 
room, rammed her head against a sink, 
and had to be ambulanced to a hospital. 
It was a simply bashing affair. 

In the wee hours of the morning the 
guests who lingered looked like the 
assembled cast of ‘‘Thev Shoot Horses...” 
but only two people had fallen overboard. 
Since, however miraculously, Miss

THE DAY OF THE JACKAL. Directed 
by Fred Zinnemann. Screenplay by 
Kenneth Ross, based on the novel by 
Frederick Forsyth.

As a trim adaptation of an equally trim 
bestseller, The Day of the Jackal succeeds 
surprisingly well; it works at building up a 
suspense so primitive that it eventually 
becomes all-encompassing. And it’s the 
kind of thing that just about anybody is 
likely to enjoy, except perhaps for those 
who ruin things by expecting too much. 

From the first portentous drum-beats of 
the sound-track, it’s apparent that this 
one is going to be Big. And, sure enough, 
along comes a narrator straight out of 
Masterpiece Theatre, discreetly explain- 
ing away the 1963 French political climate 
in a matter of sentences. The bigness of 
attitude swiftly dissolves into bigness of 
performance, with every gesture over- 
broad, and every phrase enunciated so 
clearly that nobody, not even the lip- 
reading deaf, could possibly fail to un- 
derstand. 

Perhaps the single most disturbing 
aspect of Fred Zinnemann’s direction is 
its singular desire not to offend anyone. 
There is absolutely no discernible 
political point-of-view, which is odd 


enough in a story about political 
assassination; even worse, there’s no per- 
sonal viewpoint either. The Jackal, who is 
a contract assassin, has exactly one 
homosexual affair and one heterosexual 
affair during the course of the action, and 
both of them seem to, arise from nothing 
more intimate than simple expediency. 
Much of this is a byproduct of 
Frederick Forsyth’s tightly-controlled 
novel, true, but Zinnemann’s own oc- 
casional shadings show he can’t have 
been all that worried about deviating 
from the original (the novel, incidentally, 
would be a great help to anyone who’s 
either seen the film or is planning to; it 
describes most of the motivating cir- 
cumstances that the film ‘never gets 
around to, and also details the Jackal’s 
thought processes, which are by far the 
most interesting things about him). Aside 
from irrationally changing various minor 
place — and character-names, while leav- 
ing the major ones unaltered, Zinnemann 
uses Edward Fox as a much more 
animated, peppy Jackal than the original 
story allowed. Which is too bad, because 
the main thing that made the Jackal so 
fascinating was his complete detachment 
from everything, and Fox’s performance 
abandons that with his very first scene. 
Why are the police — or we, for that 
matter — supposed to think that the 


Jackal would, if he is indeed such a 
crackerjack, choose a code-name_ that 
might give his real identity away? How 
does he locate his lady-friend, especially if 
she makes a point of not giving him her 
real name? Why does a little old lady un- 
accountably drop dead in the very room 
where the Jacakal is doing his courting? 
And why do stories like this invariably 
end in the absolute nick of time? As sheer 
thriller, perhaps The Day of the Jackal’s 
sloppiness only rates it about a B-minus. 

But it’s exciting just the same, lavishly 
produced, and a real old-fashioned Giant 
of the sort we haven’t really seen since A 
Man For All Seasons, Zinnemann’s last 
opus. It eventually gets to be exciting 
enough to counteract its own simple- 
mindedness, as a matter of fact, but I 
have a few favorite bits of foolishness just 
the same. In one scene, the Jackal, who’s 
reputed to be the shrewdest killer in all 
the civilized world, is seen making a chart 
that reads “how .. . where .. . when,” and 
then he puts a check next to “how” so we 
can see how much progress he’s made. 
And in another scene, apparently intend- 
ed to establish the fact that Lebel, the 
detective, is just plain folks,we see his wife 
waking him up by yanking at his big toe.

following in a recent Sight and Sound 
production story: ““What the film really is 
about is the love story of two men. .. . it’s 
a kind of father-and-son film, with a close 
friendship and a type of fatalism about 
death that I think particularly appeals to 
Peckinpah.” 

However interesting all that may be, it 
bears virtually no relationship to the 
finished product, because this time the 
results have even less to do with Sam 
Peckinpah than usual. The original ver- 
sion of Pat Garrett reportedly ran over 
three hours, while the released one is at 
least forty-five minutes shorter. And the 
changes have been made by MGM studio 
head James Aubrey, whose peculiar 


abilities in 


the editing room are, let us 


say, legendary. 

What remains is the stuff of which dis- 
asters are made. Originally structured as 
a long flashback (from the death of Pat 


Garrett, at 


the hands of the very same 


villains who hired him to do Billy in), the 
film now starts with a casual meeting 
between the two antagonists, then 
separates them for two relatively aimless 
hours, finally reuniting them just in time 
for the showdown. The mid-section of the 
story is virtually incoherent, and anyone

with a morbid desire to ferret out the 
sense of things had best find himself a 
copy of the Sight and Sound story; 
Wurlitzer’s own explanations go a long 
way towards justifying sequences that 
have absolutely no meaning in the film’s 
mangled context. 

James Coburn’s Pat Garrett is mostly 
the strong silent type, so the performance 
is relatively nondescript. Kris Kristoffer- 
son makes a surprisingly likable Billy the 
Kid, but Billy is perhaps the most im- 
probable hero Peckinpah has ever tried to 
work through. Edited down to an endless 
stream of gunfights, the film has none of 
the moral dimension against which the 
myth of the Kid is usually drawn, so Billy 
never really makes sense as an outlaw at 
all; he’s just a nice blue-eyed guy who oc- 
casionally shoots people, like any Peckin- 
pah he-man might be expected to do. His 
verbalized musings on his own predica- 
ment don’t help much (“Law’s a funny 
thing, ain’t it?’’), either. 

Bob Dylan is the film’s primary in-joke 
(a secondary one is Rita Coolidge, playing 
Kristofferson’s dewy-eyed mistress), and 
he’s also the most hyperte\.se cowboy in 
screen history. Mugging his way through 
one quick cut after another, falling back 
on the time-honored acting technique 
that characterizes most home movies, he 
doesn’t have much dialogue — but what 
there is, is (as Tracy said in Pat and 
Mike) cherce. (Coburn: ‘‘Who’re you, 
boy?” Bob: ‘‘That’s a good question.”’) In 
one scene he’s ordered to read tHe labels 
off a shelfful of vegetable cans, while 
someone else eventually gets murdered. 
All told, it’s about as funny as that hang- 
ing corpse in The Getaway. 

The character Dylan plays is so 
superfluous that he’s obviously been 
created for Bob’s sake rather than that of 
the picture; similarly, Dylan’s not-bad 
score is interesting in the abstract, but it 
gets mixed up at the most improbable 
times, either when someone’s just been 
killed or there’s no better way to fade out 
of a scene gracefully. Most of the 
characters seem to fall into one of two 
general divisions — either he-men or 
vellowbellies — with only a few (like 
Dvlan) left to prove themselves during the 
course of the festivities (Dylan finally 
throws a knife through somebody’s neck). 
Repeats of images from previous Peckin- 
pah’s crop up all over the place, and 
there’s even one scene right out of Two- 
Lane Blacktop. Also, the Peckinpah male, 
who’s just about the most sexist toad 
currently in captivity, invariably peels off 
his clothes before summarily engaging in 
The Act, and he clearly prefers amply- 
proportioned women who are silent to the 
point of abject obedience. Ideally, he even 
prefers them a few at a time. 

One last thing: this is one of the most 
relentlessly pretty-looking films in a long 
time. and while John Coquillon’s 
cinematography has to be commended for 
its sheer blueness of sky, it contributes 
not at all to what was presumably sup- 
posed to he the picture’s mood. All that 
prettiness really exhausts itself quickly, 
demonstrating that not even Coquillon — 
let alone Peckinpah — had much of a con- 
ception of what the whole thing was sup- 
posed to be about.

HIGH PLAINS DRIFTER Directed 
by Clint Eastwood. Written by 
Ernest Tidyman.

For any Western and/or Clint Eastwood 
buff worth his/her nuts, High Plains 
Drifter has been a most anxiously awaited 
film. Publicity and advance notices have 
implied that the newest vehicle for the 
number one international star was to be 
some kind of return to the original Man 
With No Name image. To a certain extent 
this is true, though the new film is more 
promising than a mere reversion to 
prototype. High Plains Drifter further 
defines and alters this image to make for a 
vehicle of action, wry humor, visual beau- 
ty, occasional power and near constant 
entertainment. 


Since A Fistful of Dollars Eastwood has 
become, for those of us still mystified by 
the screen’s capacity for idolatry, the 
most exciting screen personality in 
America. Harking back to an age of 
glamour while remaining intrinsically 
comtemporary, Eastwood has come to 
represent a potency of mythic propor- 
tions, tempered by an undeniably post 
World War II existentiality. In the open- 
ing of High Plains Drifter Eastwood 
achieves an ambiguity of character never 
quite captured since his very first round- 
up on the Spanish prairie. 


Once again unshaven and smoking a 
seedy cheroot, Eastwood rides in from a 
hazy desert landscape to an unwitting 
frontier town, curiously seeming to be 
both aimlessly drifting and purposefully 
zeroing in on an isolated community. 
However. as was mentioned above, 
Eastwood is not carbon copying his 
previous success. Unlike his Man With 
No Name predecessor, the High Plains 
Drifter appears to have a motive and a 
goal other than that of greed and material 


gain, although his actions seem at times 
to be haphazard, and he proceeds through 
his violent paces with more of a 
vehemence than would be possible from 
the soulless Dollar hero. In addition, as 
far as mystery of background, the 
Eastwood character is no longer a ques- 
tion mark; he appears practically super- 
natural, the only material clue to his past 
being an insufficiently explained un- 
marked grave. 

In his directorial capacities, Eastwood 
is not proficient enough to make us forget 
his American mentor and action director 
extraordinaire, Don Siegel (Coogan’s 
Bluff, Two Mules for Sister Sara, Beguil- 
ed, Dirty Harry), but he does exhibit, 
even more so than in his first directorial 
effort, Play Misty For Me, a flare for pac- 
ing and violence, and an eye for the 
bizarre. Aiding immeasureably is the 
superlative color work by director of 
photography Bruce Surtees, a young man 
who is already one of the foremost 
cinematographers in this country. The 
work of these two men, along with Dee 
Barton’s decent Ennio Morricone-derived 
musical score, have combined to establish 
a reasonably lingering tapestry of dust, 
fire and inevitable death. 

Oscar winner Ernest Tidyman’s script 
is sporadically (though usually sufficient- 
ly) brittle, and the characters he has 
created have spawned consistently 
capable performances from a competent 
cast. Of particular interest are the 
wholeheartedly vicious portrayals of the 
three ex-convicts the Drifter is hired to 
oppose, played by Dan Vadis, Geoffrey 
Lewis and Anthony James (the former a 
graduate of Italian beef-cakers and 
Spaghetti Westerns, and the latter two 
having appeared in important roles in the 
best Western of 1972, Culpepper Cattle 
Company.) 

In the pivotal role, Eastwood gives 
another star quality performance. I am 
sure I will provoke no arguments by 
claiming that Eastwood is not a great ac- 
tor. He is, however, a great star, as 
were/are other limited thespians such as 
Gable and Wayne. —David Everitt 


FANG MEETS THE FIVE

So. The celluloid equivalent of a double 
cheeseburger with everything, Fang incor- 
porates a black detective who is also a 
werewolf, the resurrected Adolph Hitler, a 
woman Nazi war criminal who is also a 
kung fu master, Mansonoids, and 
Siamese twins who have a lesbian 
relationship with each other. One would 
expect, given the wealth of material, that 
even a heavy-handed craftsman like 
Preminger could produce a marginally ex- 
citing adventure. Morris’ script is certain- 
ly literate and balanced, overcoming the 
contradictions of its disparate elements, 
but Preminger opts instead for pure corn. 

In fact, not since Hogan’s Heroes have 
we ever seen such lovable Nazis. Freda 
Thunk, as played by Merman is Molly 
Picon in blackshirt. You can’t have a Nazi 
war criminal witha Bronx Jewish accent; 
Thunk’s numerous homilies, particularly 
her motherly advice to “the Ethiopion 
Odessa Agent’’ (Heston in black face) 
simply do not ring true; perhaps this is 
because we have heen exposed to too 
many lovable Jewish storm troopers in the 
past. One would expect a Nazi war 
criminal to treat a black detective with 
more condescension and less schmaltz. 

However, Merman is admirable in the 
fight scenes, handling her considerable 
bulk with finesse and dash. 

Preminger again buries potentially rich 
material with his heavy-handed techni- 
que in his treatment of the wealthy 
Siamese twins, the Phalanxious Sisters 
(Audrey Hepburn and Dame Edith 
Evans.) Rather than suggest the nature of 
their relationship through nuance, he 
buries the viewer beneath a weight of 
lurid scenes — the sisters engaged in oral 
sex with two mules; the sisters wrapping 
themselves in a canvas sheet and jumping 
into a vat of jello; etc. His laughs are 
cheap, played at the expense of 
characterization. Considering the 
hampering effect of their make-up, Hep- 
burn and Evans are remarkably effective. 
Evans’ in particular, manages to convey 
all the anguish of a misspent life as a 
Republican Siamese twin (her sister is 
American Party) through her wonderfully 
expressive eyebrows. 

Heston. employed by the Sisters to 
locate a mysterious Dr. Kitchen (Bruce 
Dern), seems awkward, especially when 
coming to grips with Preminger’s forced 
sight gags. For Preminger, the sight of a 
black detective wrestling with the gift- 
wrapping machine in Macy’s is high 
hilarity; for the audience, it is merely 
another exercise in the gestalt of sparrows 
gone awry. 

The Bavarian scenes are somewhat pic- 
turesque, and the film picks up con- 
siderably when Heston is captured by a 
gang of Nazis in an old castle. The fight 
scene when Israeli commandoes storm the 
castle and are in turn stormed by Merman 
and her youth brigade is exciting and 
well-placed, although the absence of 
hlood is disturbing. Bickford, as Hitler, is 
yet more unadulterated corn. They bill 
this as a “family picture,” but the only 
families that might enjoy it are either in 


hiding or in jail.

they defer and come in like goo on the bot- 
tom of someone’s shoe. Barbara will 
probably imitate for a while, and even- 
tually find her equilibrium.” There is an 
odd self-fulfilling prophesy at the Proposi- 
tion, whereby a new member of the cast 
never reaches the heights attained at an 
audition until months after joining the 
show. 

Although real rehearsals are basically 
ad-hoc, addressing themselves to new ac- 
tors or known weak spots in gibberish or 
modern drama or whatever, they have oc- 
casional ‘open rehearsals’ to which the 
public is invited. The show is turned in- 
side out to expose the seams and the 
audience gets to ask questions and watch 
the actors perform more casually. Just 
before Barbara’s opening night they had 
one, incorporating musical improvisation 
(because Brad Jones of The Proposition is 
a former jazz saxaphonist.) It was felt 
that there was a useful parallel between a 
jam session and the improvisational style 
of the show. 

Allan Albert, the director, is here for 
the evening. People love to disbelieve that 
a theater that is improvised could also be 
possessed of a director. They said it of 
“The Third Ear” directed by Elaine May, 
and all the other satirical precursors to 
The Proposition, but there is such a per- 
son, who not only directed, but also con- 
ceived it, and who is responsible for many 
of the basic elements. By his own admis- 
sion, the show is a rare example of the ef- 
fectiveness of negative reinforcement in a 
situation where it might seem that only 
supportiveness could work. “The actors 
have a love-hate relationship with me, 
they get better just to spite me. Someone 
told me Jewish Cancer males are the 
worst people to work for.” But work they 
do. When Allan is around they want to 
impress him in a way. Someone gets up in 
a rehearsal and does a song. Everyone else 


is roaring afterwards, and I ask Allan why 
he isn’t laughing. “Because it wasn’t fun- 
ny. It wasn’t good. I want something 
better. My job is to edit, to make them 
better. They don’t believe they can do it, 
but they can.” He goes on to say “I never 
laugh. I hate comedians, and I detest Bob 
and Ray. I will say I owe a debt to 
Grotowsky of the Polish Lab Theater 
though.” 

Whatever he says, he cares about his 
cast, and capriciously, or perhaps 
sagaciously, metes out a particular kind 
of attention to each actor, according to his 
needs. With Olga, a relatively new 
member, who needed a special kind of en- 
couragement, he was warm and suppor- 
tive. “I have been accused of being in- 
human sometimes,” says Allan, “and 
they have dealt with me as inhuman, but 
they sense a person behind them and they 
know I care about them.” 

Allan’s wishes, if not exactly his com- 
mands, are felt by the cast in relation to 
their private lives. He has said that he 
thinks that lovers in the cast-and there 
have been a few-should live together 
because it creates an interesting tension 
and dynamic. Attractions and an- 
tagonisms between members of the cast 
have been transposed intact from real life 
onto the stage, sometimes embarrassing- 
ly. But although he doesn’t approve of 
cast-members living together platonical- 
ly, it does happen. ‘Elm Street”, a near- 


by Portugese slum is where Suzanne, 


Olga, and Bill Russell (a writer and box 
office manager for the show) all live, pool- 
ing their slim incomes (about $100 a week 
each), has some aspects of a commune, in 
the sense that the inhabitants see it as a 
sort of institution and a state of mind. 
Suzanne, a tall, open Midwestern girl, 
comes from the Second City and 
numerous musical jobs, and Olga is a 
singer, ex-semi-actress, and once a 
teacher of Transcendental Meditation. 
Because The Proposition speaks a unique 
language, inevitably these actresses seem 
different in real life, where it is not done 
to sing your thoughts. 


* * 


Olga sits on the floor at Elm Street 
shoving her feet into the hem of her 
nightgown like a fidgety child, and speaks 
of the therapeutic nature of the show. She 
was born of Ukranian parents in Germany 
in a refugee camp, and had a thick soupy 
accent till she was eleven. “I wanted to be 
different, I wanted to be someone else, but 
I was shy. Those are the ones who become 
actresses.”’ She is said to have improved 
almost incredibly in the last six months, 
and has learned things that were once 
alien to her-rhyming, showing off, making 
up children’s stories on stage etc. One of 
the revelations of the show for her was see- 
ing that she was afraid to loosen up into 
any characterization that made her 
appear ugly. “When I came into the show 
I forced myself as the sexy one. I was 
terrified of looking ugly or unsexy. But be- 
ing in the show has made me question 
that: Why was I afraid to be ugly? I realiz- 
ed I had just discovered my own pret- 
tiness and didn’t want to let it go. But 
now I can poke fun at my own sexuality 
without hurting myself.” 

“When I first came to the show” 
Suzanne says “I used to go down the 
street obsessively rhyming things. I’d see 
an oil truck and go oil/boil/coil/Arthur 
Conan Doyle/foil/etc. But I don’t do that 
any more.” That desperate oral-exam 
becomes second nature, and the real 
problem becomes one of having the proper 
reaction and communication with the 
other actors. 

John Jutkowitz, the assistant director, 
comes into Elm St. though he doesn’t live 
there. Although he describes himself as 
“your basic manic Jew who talked too 
much to compensate — and now I’m get- 
ting paid for what I’ve always done’”’, he is 
hardly typical of that well-known show- 
biz type. His wit is so fluent that 
sometimes he seems to think it gets in the 
way, and so he squashes down the Jack in 
the Box of his jokes, (as if the real com- 
pulsion was to rush away from his humor 
rather than to glory in it.) 

Seeing him offstage, one studies him to 
see whom he is portraying. Will the real 
you please stand up? Because he has so 


many personae up his sleeve it takes a 
while to get used to the fact that he has 
“chosen”’ to play, as his real-life self, such 
an unassuming, straight-ahead, cards-on- 
the-table type. He is serious, intense, and 
articulate. One can see signs of the lawyer 
his father wanted him to be. Having seen 
him in his directorial mode in the rehear- 
sal I ask him if this is the way he thinks he 
really is. ‘‘When I’m playing the director, 
in quotes, I’m not making jokes, I’m 
serious. I’m sure it’s a conscious cerebal 
desire to get down to business, and it 
functions. But I’m aware of the question 
— is that a character or is that me?” 

“I have seen John go through 12 incar- 
nations,”’ Bill Russell says of him, and I 
can believe it. The mask gobbles up the 
face, the as-it-were devours the as-it- 
really-is, rabbits appear out of nowhere, 
and Pirandello knocks them all over the 
head and drags them offstage. 

As it happens, Barbara’s opening night 
is only fair — it doesn’t get far off the 
ground in the first act, and never hits the 
heights. It is clear that Barbara is 
avoiding the steamroller technique, and 
playing a safer, watching game. She is not 
called upon to do the more virtuouso 
things — no modern drama, no hopesong, 
no gibberish, but she does participate in 
the college talk show as a rich-bitch 
Wellesley girl. She gets a couple of big 
laughs and that jacks up her performance 
to a more daring level for the rest of the 
show.

the assumption of different roles is a 
retreat from the burden of being oneself. 
Or at least it’s a liberated “vocabulary”, 
as John puts it, not available to most peo- 
ple. It is said that Peter Sellers cannot 
answer his phone without pretending to 
be a butler, or a sex maniac, or whatever, 
and probably the need to clothe oneself in 
roles in an occupational hazard of many 
actors. It is the same spirit which makes 
so many of them look itchy and em- 
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Wings the Muse Takes Flight

The common wisdom about John Len- 
non is that after 5000 acid trips and the 
break-up of the Beatles, he became 
enslaved to Yoko Ono. Yoko’s own artistic 
egomania demanded John’s subservience 
in exchange for the womb-like security 
she could provide. Yoko perceived John’s 
bohemianism and youthful rebelliousness 
as the essential Lennon, since these 
qualities define her own stance, and it is 
only those sides of John that have been 
aired — those and a pathetic dependence 
on Yoko — since the onset of their 
relationship. He remains on Yoko’s turf — 
the Village; his last true solo album was 
about two years ago; up to the present it’s 
been a steady diet of Yoko exhibits, Yoko 
records, Yoko gestures. Their greatest 
sentimental victory in the public’s eyes so 
far has been the custody fight for Yoko’s 
daughter Kyoto, and the ancillary matter 
of John’s repatriation. It’s John’s Concert 
for Bangla Desh-an unimpeachable cause. 
Editorials are written, petitions cir- 
culated — John and Yoko must remain 
ensconced in their Village basement flat 
until Kyoto turns up. Yet even here, 
something doesn’t sit right. Kyoto is with 
her father Tony Cox; John’s son Julian 
with his first wife Cynthia in his native 
England. Because John is not allowed to 
leave the U.S., then return, it has been a 
good two years since John has seen his 
son. It seems a bit inequitable. 

Some of the outlines of this configura- 
tion can be perceived in the case of Paul 
and Linda McCartney. 

According to a McCall’s story a few 
years ago, Linda Eastman (nee Epstein), 
photographer and companion to the stars, 
made up her mind sometime in 1968 that 
Paul was her one and only, that she would 
not rest until she had captured him. The 
Scarsdale High teen-ager, daughter of a 
music lawyer, had long harbored fantasies 
about her favorite popstars; the involve- 
ment of this horse and shetland sweater 
type seemed out of character to her 
classmates. Linda got her man, and 
proceeded to bend him to the poster ver- 
sion which resided in a _ teen-ager’s 
reveries. John Lennon several years ago 
caricatured Paul as “wide eyed,” and sure 
enough, we get a wide-eyed Paul (with a 
rose in his mouth) on the cover of his 
latest Red Rose Speedway (Apple SMAL- 
3409). Like Yoko, Linda seems to have 
taken the aspects of Paul which most 
pleased her and stylized them, or had him 
stylize them for public consumption. 
Paul, always the cutest, most charming 
Beatle, has turned into a caricature of 
himself. 

It was Paul and Linda’s overweening 
cuteness which drove many to denounce 


Ram. But Ram possessed several 
moments of musical inspiration, con- 
tained, in fact, the only post Beatles song 
which could conceivably been created 
during the Beatles heyday — “The Back 
Seat of My Car.” 

We could explain away the growing 
preciosity of his music as post-Beatles 
rebirth pangs, the necessity to forge a 
new, separate identity with Linda, to 
celebrate the joys of the hearth, etc. With 
Wildlife, our patience began wearing thin. 
The music was marginally competent, the 
cover tacky, complete with self-serving 
liner notes. Our hopes were, in fact, 
threadbare upon the release of Red Rose. 
Reports of Wings’ tour of British univer- 
sities were unfavorable and the t.v. show, 
which I missed, was from all reports a 
fiasco. Red Rose’s preview, ““My Love,” 
was unbearable. 

The music on Red Rose is certainly 
competent and portions of it are down- 
right felicitous. “Big Barn Red” has a 
wonderful chorus turned coda which oc- 
cupies half the song. A very simple 
progression, it acquires its luster from the 
many weaving overdubs of vocal har- 
monies. “One More Kiss”’ is carbonated 
Hank Williams. But ‘Little Lamb 
Dragonfly” is a fully executed musical 
idea. It is the albums’ only full-scale 
production number, employing strings 
and horns. Paul modifies his voice, as he 
has in the past, to fit the song’s particular 
message. Because of Paul’s manifest 
emotional stake, he is kept from bailing 
out too quickly; he refines his emotions by 
developing his thoughts. It is unfortunate, 
I think, that only children’s songs can 
raise him to eloquence, but we are in no 
position to be choosy. 

One reason for “Dragonfly’s” success is 
the guitar of Hugh McCracken, ace New 
York session man and contributor to 
Ram. McCracken is not only a brilliant, 
sensitive guitarist, but does us the favor of 
supplanting Henry McCoullough, Wing’s 
resident lead. Henry, though he has the 
good fortune to resemble Linda in the 
photos, is an inflexible, graceless musi- 
cian. In England, now more a nation of 
guitarists than shopkeepers, Paul surely 
could have found better. Denny Laine, 
the man who sang “Go Now” for the 
Moody Blues, is invisible here, a true 
supernumerary. Linda’s voice is 
irritatingly colorless and smooth. Denny 
Seiwell, American, looks like Dennis 
Wilson, plays drums and harmonica. 

Side Two is redeemed only by ‘Hold 
Me Tight,” which actually sounds like a 
technical exercise in modulation. The rest 
of the side is utterly trite. Paul has in the 
past represented the best of Tin Pan

Alley; now he merely represents its norm. 
Paul can do well when he cares to, only he 
doesn’t seem to want to extend himself. 
What intrigues me most about Paul at 
this point is his fondness for the grotes- 
que, the self-disfiguring. He’s always 
grimacing in photographs, and he often 
makes his voice do ugly things. Perhaps it 
comes from his need to be childlike. But 
could it be that Paul’s bright side might 
just turn out to be his dark side? 
*x* * * 

“On a given day, Paul McCartney 
could write the best song ever written,” 
the elusive Harry Nilsson stated recently 
during a press conference at the Hotel 


Collonade. “But He’s been laying back 
the past couple of years.”’ Nilsson and the 
Beatles have been mutual admirers. John 
and the others loved Nilsson’s Aerial 
Pandemonium Ballet, Nilsson’s first on 
RCA. He was still working at the bank in 
LA when he was invited to the sessions for 
the white album. For Harry, Lennon is 
“this century’s Da Vinci — no, Van 
Gogh,” and Jmagine the best solo album 
since the Ray Charles sessions in the fif- 
ties. Harry made a hit out of the Beatles 
shadows, Badfinger’s “Without You,” 
and has just completed a “rock and roll 
horror flick.”” with Ringo in Hawaii. They 
plan to get Dracula on the Moon com- 
pleted before the reviews for Son scotch 
the idea. 

The purpose of Harry’s visit was to 
promote — and justify - his forthcoming 
LP, a heavily orchestrated presentation of 
old standards, co-produced by former 
Beatle publicist Derek Taylor. (““The 
Dvlan Thomas of his generation.’’) ‘““‘We 
knew we could only get away with it if we 
did the best songs,” Harry admitted, and 
accordingly enlisted the talents of the six- 
tvish Gordon Jenkins, the Hollywood 
arranger. Harry rehearsed with a cruise 
pianist, who knew all the old chestnuts. 
and succeeded in aSsuaging Jenkins’ and 
the older musicians’ fears that they were 
being put on. He was as positive and 
hopeful about the finished product as he 
seemed to be about everything else. 
“This music’s been latent in the Beatles 
for a long time. I try to avoid being redun- 
dant. This album will broaden my 
career.” 


King Meets Subjects

Most of those attending one or another 
of Carole King’s performances at the 
Music Hall (on Monday and Tuesday of 
last week) were of the well-barbered, 
carefully attired set which is now emerg- 
ing from the wreck of the “counter- 
culture.” Mostly between the ages of eigh- 
teen and thirty, they are part of the new, 
improved middle class. Although their 
beliefs are still defined by the issues of 
peace, ecology, population control, 
women’s rights, legalization of marijuana 
generated in the late sixties, they are at 
the same time making their way towards 
prosperity and respectability, and Carole 
King, above all others (with the possible 
exception of consumer king Ralph Nader) 
is their spokeswoman. 

Like an older sister, Carole King 
passes on to her constituency words of ad- 


vice and encouragement (it is no mistake 
that her songs to her real-life brother fit in 
so naturally with the rest of her material), 
urging us (in “Beautiful’’) to ‘“‘get up 
every morning and show the world all the 
love in your heart/Cause people gonna 
treat vou better and you'll find, yes you 
will/That you’re beautiful as you feel.” 
The warmed-over Norman Vincent 
Peale positivism of this song, with which 
Ms. King led off her concert, is precisely 
what makes it appealing to so many. The 
lessons of political activism, as they seem 
to have been learned, are that the status 


_quo is.immovable and unyielding to con- 


scientious protest, and thai therefore 
relief and refuge must be sought. In this 
cultural denouement, Carole King is re- 
affirming the simple virtues, within which

she and her fans find a temporary harbor. 

Ms. King’s last three albums, and es- 
pecially her Tapestry LP, have enjoyed 
remarkable sales, which, along with the 
phenomenal success of Simon and Gar- 
funkel’s Bridge Over Troubled Water, 
proves there is a market for adult rock. Of 
those last three albums only the first, 
Tapestry, was an artistic success. Carole 
King’s training as a staff songwriter gave 
her a viable formula which stood her in 
adequate stead when she made the transi- 
tion from evocations of teen-age dread 
and longing (‘Up On the Roof,” “Will 
You Love Me Tomorrow’’) to statements 
more closely related to her more mature 
sentiments. 

The formula demanded verbal simplici- 
ty and melodies which were instantly 
gratifying. This allowed Carole to pour 
her feelings into a mold which produced 
archetypes, basic song-statements like 
“It’s Too Late,” which caused everyone 
who has ever had a relationship go down 
the drain to feel the song was written 
about them. Other songs from Tapestry 
were similarly compelling. ‘““You’ve Got A 
Friend,” “So Far Away” and “Home 
Again” are perfectly constructed songs 
which are, if anything, enhanced by the 
formulaic restrictions imposed upon 
them. 

The albums which followed, Music and 
Rhymes and Reasons, saw the elements of 


Ms. King’s style (soft-edged rhythms, 
major seventh and suspended fourth 
chords, fragile vocalizing) exhausted, 
while her lyrics became overly specific in- 
stead of being generally evocative. It 
became obvious at her Music Hall show 
that she is thoroughly aware of the 
bankruptcy of her old approach (especial- 
ly as it manifested itself in those two last 
albums) and is determined to make a 
change. 

Appearing in informal attire, with a 
poodle-coif which confused many of her 
fans enough that they failed to recognize 
her until she sat down at the piano, Carole. 
performed songs primarily from Tapestry 
during her solo segment. “Way Over 
Yonder,” “Smackwater Jack” and “It’s 
Too Late” were given surprisingly strong, 
full-throated vocals, and the singer prov- 
ed to have infectious buoyant charm and 
an almost childlike enthusiasm for perfor- 
ming. At one point she was so carried 
away by the audience response (which 
was overwhelming) that she applauded 
back. 

The band accompanying her for the se- 
cond segment of the show had, she said, 
helped her make an album which would 
be released shortly. Including her hus- 
band Charles Larkey on bass, Ms. Bobbye 
Hall on percussion, Bobby Mason on 
drums and David T. Walker on guitar, the 
backup band had a decidedly soul bent, 
and, not too far into the first number from 
the new album, after a rear curtain rose to 
reveal a six-man, costumed horn section, 
it became clear that Carole King herself 
had made the move from the laid-back to 
the openly funky. Infused with pulsating 
conga work and sharp horn accents, most 


of the material played was strongly 
rhythmic, and the melodies were quite 
different from any Ms. King has com- 
mitted to record. 

The lyrics were almost wholly com- 
prised of social commentary of one sort or 
another. There was a modal song called 
“Being At War With Each Other” and a 
song about a junkie, “Heywood,” which 
‘showed Carole’s inability to commune 
with the darker elements of the soul. The 
one change of pace culled from the new 
album was a love song, “Faith and Hope 
and Love and Light,” which was closer in 
quality to the material from Tapestry 
than to the songs from the more recent 
albums." 

The audience was rewarded for their 
two standing ovations with three songs — 
“You've Got A Friend,” “So Far Away” 
and “Natural Woman.” These three and 
most of the other old songs performed 
during the evening were from the 
Tapestry LP; not one song from the most 
recent King album, Rhymes and Reasons, 
was used. And, to substantiate further her 
disenchantment with her recent work, 
Ms. King devoted almost one half of her 
concert to performing material from an 
unreleased album, which constitutes a 
major break from her musical past. 

The lyrics to the new music, however, 
continue the trend toward liberal social 
commentary, though they do seem more 
firmly rooted in reality than the song 
which began the evening. Even if the 
same cultural predicament still stands for 
Ms. King and her followers, her greater 
moral and physical involvement with her 
material, whatever its ramifications, 
must be applauded.

_ [Continued from page 8] 
barrassed in their own skins at a curtain 
call. 

“The farther you are from a topic the 
easier it is to do because you can explain 
it better,” says John. But if it’s not far, 
they have ways of making it so. “I come 
from Yonkers,”” John goes on, “and 
Yonkers has the highest per capita con- 
sumption of hairspray in the country, so 
I'd do something like that.’”” How about 
psychiatrists? (John is in therapy.) “I love 
to do them. I’ve done my own psychiatrist 
many times.” Olga, who has been in- 
volved in Transcendental Meditation, has 
been called upon to “do it” on stage. It’s 
not until she says ‘You have to love 
something to parody it well,” that I am 
content that there is an acceptable answer 
to this question. Still, as Bill Russell says, 
“Comedy is intellectual, an alienating 
thing. It distances us from the thing it’s 
talking about.’’ But the Proposition 
proves that the distance doesn’t have to 
have a critical or nihilistic edge to it. 

Clearly, these people are denizens of an 
eclectic fantasy world that makes other 
occupations seem like punishments. “I 
can’t imagine,” John says, ‘“‘working nine 
to five and I can’t believe my father has 
been at the same desk for 35 years, and he 
can’t just clap his hands and say, ‘Now 
I’m a doctor.’” The litany of what John 
wanted to be as a child contains clown, 
magician, makeup“artist, cartoonist, ac- 
tor, director, journalist, and film star. At 
least, he is all of them.

Hootings and Shrillings

Plangent Prose Department. Fans of 
vivid musical reporting who don’t get 
their fill from Ear Trumpet are alerted to 
William Bender’s Time cover story (May 
7) on Sir Georg Solti and the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra. 

The following passage seems to explain 
why the Chicago players could have trou- 
ble getting accident insurance: 

“The violins are brought in with huge 
lefthanded scoops to the floor. The 
trumpets are cued by the riveting spear of 
an arm and index finger. A starburst of 
fingers summons the crash of the cym- 
bals. Moments of lyrical romance come 
with the left hand cradled near the heart, 
the right hand beating coronas of love 
high above.” “ 

And on maintaining orchestral balance: 

“As much as he relishes the Sequoia- 
like majesty of the Chicago’s brass sec- 
tion, and its evergreen forest of strings, 
Solti is equally partial to the meadowed 
tranquillity of the woodwinds.” 

Neither Grove nor the American 
Heritage dictionary had anything to say 
about this sense of “meadow,” but the 
shorter O.E.D. straightened me out: 

“Meadow, v., to devote to the produc- 
tion of grass.” 

If that's how the Chicago winds get 
their tranquillity, it’s a sad and shocking 
story: these flutists and bassoonists, 
terrified that they might get caught up in 
the giant violin scoop, or hit by a bursting 
finger. showing up at rehearsals and con- 
certs zilched out of their embouchures. 
How can they keep up their breath con- 
trol?* 

Orchestral life in Chicago appears to 
have an unhealthy intensity. 

The recent (May 11-13) ‘Festival of 
Contemporary Music” at the New 


England Conservatory might very well 
have been subtitled “A Study in Bulk.” 
Some five concerts in three days enlisted 
the services of practically everybody the 
Conservatory could scare up, and mostly 
it was, like, schwer. 

Rather than give you statistics, I prefer 
to exalt the insufficiently praised Afro- 
American Music Ensemble, which, under 
Jaki Byard and others, proved that 
American music does not have a thready 
pulse, damn it, but can get up and shake 
that thing. I do not refer to brainless 
viscerotonic activity, either. George 
Russell’s Now and Then and Big City 
Blues sounded like the works of some kind 
of great composer. In their performance, 


pianist Alan Pasqua (“bloodiest piano in 


town’’) and trombonist Gary Valente dis- 
tinguished themselves. Praises be! 

The Civic Symphony Orchestra of 
Boston, under its new director, Benjamin 
Zander, has been making waves. That is a 
welcome sign for this group, which last 
season had impressed me as a perfectly 
harmless musical-cum-social organiza- 
tion along the lines of a suburban com- 
munity orchestra and as most notable, 
perhaps, for the extremely large percen- 
tage of white-haired' persons among its 
members. 

Mr. Zander was born in London in 
1939, is a cellist, and teaches at the New 
England Conservatory. He is also an 
enthusiast. It was his idea for the Civic 
Symphony’s May 4 concert at Jordan 
Hall to play the Beethoven Fifth 
Symphony from the score, drawing upon 
what is known (or strongly suspected) 
about Beethoven’s intentions for the 
piece, and scraping away encrustations of 
tradition that have had very little 
documentary sanction. To this end, 


metronome markings, 
ticulations, bowings all received close 
scrutiny. The consequent performance 
presented something that was bogglingly 
unfamiliar. To begin with, it seems that 
Fate, for all these years, has been leaning 
on the doorbell, not knocking at the door. 
And that was only the first surprise of this 
furiously corrective rendition. 

Earlier in the concert, Ronald Thomas 
was the zestful and extremely secure 
soloist in the Saint-Saens Cello Concerto. 
Throughout, the Civic Symphony sound- 
ed like a group of instrumentalists who 
were playing better than they knew how. 

On May 9 in Sanders Theater, John 
Harbison conducted his last concert as 
Music Director of the Cantata Singers 
and Ensemble. The program featured a 
De profundis of Josquin des Pres; two 
elaborately rich Bach cantatas (BWV 46 
and BWV 105); Herzlich Lieb, a strophic 
song by Heinrich Schuetz; and Ruth 
Crawford Seeger’s- Chant. In program- 
ming. direction and execution, this was 
Harbison in excelsis. Mr. Harbison, we 
are in your debt, for you have given much 
pleasure, and done so with great generosi- 
tv of talent. 

The Boston Musica Viva’s May 8 con- 
cert at the Busch-Reisinger was sui 
generis. Their newsy and generous 


program varied sufficiently in substance 


and texture as not to weary the senses 
(some new music affairs offer only 
peanuts and whale blubber); the playing 
was rather good: and there was the at- 
mosphere, as before, of upright musical 
hedonism. Richard Pittman conducted. 
The most demanding piece, Donald 
Harris’ Ludus IT, which was receiving its 
world premiere, was very sensibly 
repeated after the intermission. Its 


repeats, ar- 


“message” struck me as reflective and 
even elegiac; but, for all its long-lined 
manner of expression, it was also playful 
(as the title might suggest) in its use of 
novel sonorities. John Heiss (flute), 
William Wrzesien (clarinet), Nancy 
Cirillo (violin), Jay Humeston (cello), and 
Luise Vosgerchian (piano) were the per- 
formers. 

Also played: an amiably pretty Collage 
(1967) by Robert Gauldin; Charles Ives’ 
Largo (1902), the sort of lullaby you would 
sing to a child who owned a steel wool ted- 
dy bear; and Webern’s reduction of the 
first Schoenberg Chamber Symphony toa 
quintet for flute, clarinet, violin, and 
piano. Quite a change of sound in this 
last: the piano pulling in one direction 
(down), the rest of the players pulling in 
the other. 

There was also Askese, by Klaus 
Huber. To judge from this piece, and from 
his Inwardly of Full Figure, this Swiss 
composer just loves to raise a ruckus, 
whatever the resources at hand. Askese 
was written for speaker (Mr. Pittman), 
flute (Mr. Heiss), and tape (unidentified 
tape machine), and uses a text by 
Gunther Grass. My own labors with the 
untranslated German yielded a Delphic 
exhortation having to do with gray, 
sacksloth, nosebleeds, geraniums, 
asceticism and urination. The formula 


“*Die Katze spricht” is evoked again and 


again. 

Though Huber’s setting, which stressed 
reciprocity and competition among the 
performing elements, seemed irrefutably 
apt, Grass is wrong about cats. They can- 
not really speak. They are able only to 
pronounce the surnames of two com- 
posers, both French: Etienne Mehul and 
Darius Milhaud. 
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Arlo Guthrie: LAST OF THE 
BROOKLYN COWBOYS (Warner 
Bros. MS2142) 


Clearly the “last of the Brooklyn cow- 
bovs” of the album title, Arlo Guthrie, in 
this and his previous effort, Hobo’s 
Lullaby, has been attempting to define 
and save what was known in the 1960s as 
“folk music.”’ Deliberately low-key and 
unpretentious, eschewing the gropings 
and the graspings of the rock hustle, Arlo 
has written and sought out material 
permeated by an attitude at once laid- 
hack and involved, clothed in music 
which is simple but subtly clever. 

In order to create arrangements proper 
for this kind of enterprise, it was 
necessary to go to California, where coun- 
trv and western music is graced with in- 
telligence, and artists like Ry Cooder, 
another important folk musician of the 
‘70s, ply their trade. Folk music in the 
East has become stale and dated, with the 
exception of an occasional blues artist like 
Bonnie Raitt, because it does not meet 
the culture of the ’70s head on (Don 
McLean is a perfect example of an 
Eastern folk sensibility overwhelmed by 
modernity). 

Arlo is perhaps the best interpreter of 


the work of his father, because he doesn’t 
have to adopt an attitude of worship 
which transforms so many earthy Woody 
Guthrie songs into museum pieces. He 
uses insistent horns to give “Gypsy Davy” 
a light rhythmic flair, and his version of 
“Ramblin’ Round” captures the song’s 
expression of alienation perfectly. 

He also does well in interpreting 
another great modern writer of folk songs, 
Bob Dvlan. With his much-improved 
voice and the masterful slide bursts of Ry 
Cooder he manages to deal successfully 
with the lengthy, repetitive, but ultimate- 
lv rewarding “Gates Of Eden.” 

His own songs are a mixed bag. 
“Cooper’s Lament” is another preachy 
number in the tradition of ‘Spiro’s 
Song,”’ without even the limited melodic 
appeal of the latter. The mystic “Last 
Train,” with its portentous gospel- 
inflected background chorus, however, is 
a masterpiece. and “Cowboy Song” is a 
gentle, infectiously pretty love song back- 
ed by surprisingly effective accerdion 
swells. 

There are also present a number of love- 
lv folk instrumentals—the fiddle tunes 
“Farrell O’Gara” and “Sailor’s Bonnet,” 
performed by Kevin Burke, and a ragtime 
piano tune written and performed by 
Arlo—which define Arlo’s intentions and 
state of musical mind. It Seems obvious 
that, in growing up and shedding the 
shadow of his father’s greatness, Arlo 
Guthrie has turned into a musician inven- 
tive and intelligent enough to help sustain 
folk music through troubled times.

Rick Wakeman: THE SIX WIVES 
OF HENRY VIII (A&M SP4361) 


I'm going to change my mind and 
recommend a television show: the series 
Six Wives of Henry VIIT should be seen 
next time it gets run on your local UHF 
channel. The characterizations presented 
in this most well-done show enable the 
listener to understand better the

characterizations in Wakeman’s six 
pieces. The haughty Germanic flavor of 
Anne of Cleves, the urbane complacency 
of Catherine Parr, the timidity of Jane 
Sevymour—Wakeman captures them all. 

Wakeman himself, making his first solo 
effort ever, began his recording career 
with the Strawbs, a fantastically 
benevolent band of folk mystics. His func- 
tion was lead instrument—organ and 
piano, and later, celeste, harpsichord, 
Mellotron and Moog over the acoustic 
guitars and hand drums and accom- 
panying love for mankind. Wakeman 
tried to mix into this atmosphere with his 
first recorded composition, the 
barrelhouse Temperament of Mind, but 
the emotionalism was not for him. He left 
for Yes, the most precise and cerebral rock 
band in the world, and became in short 
order the most cybernetic instrumen- 
talist, but he has not vet written anything 
for them, being content to contribute oc- 
casional themes. Still, he has proven 
himself in Yes to be smoother and even 
more improvisationally sound than Keith 
Emerson (whose real talents lie in 
writing). 

Problems: For all his skill on conven- 
tional instruments, Wakeman has no real 
understanding of the Moog, and all the 
timbres he produces with it sound like 
he’s not acting seriously towards it. A cou- 
ple of the characterizations are false and 
unconvincing; the theme of Catherine 
Howard particularly is a soupy, compla- 
cent hymn played on viol and flute 


Mellotron, sounding awfully like Cat 
Stevens’ Morning Has Broken, a poor 
choice for her free and libertine spirit. I 
tried taping the pieces over in wife order, 
and it was a poor idea: adjacent wives 
sound too much alike, for one thing, and 
the first three contain all the good ideas. 
The others degenerate into clusters of 
themes—and this is the real problem. The 
‘thought is all there, but the feeling is mis- 
sing. Wakeman has made the album with 
all necessary rationality, but not enough 
emotion, and as such the album can only 
half qualifv as great music. However, Six 
Wives is a concerted effort on Wakeman’s 
part to produce music that is neither 
science fiction nor self-indulgent crap, 
and in that he has succeeded royally.

Nicky Hopkins: THE TIN MAN 
WAS A DREAMER (Columbia 
KC32074) 


It used to be that a piano was not a 
guitar, and pianists didn’t therefore 
become superstars. But in the last few 
vears this has changed; Leon Russell and 
Carole King have moved from sessions 
into the spotlight. Columbia now has 
foolishly signed their own entry (reported- 
lv for around a million dollars for six 
albums), and even though Nicky Hopkins 
is probably the best kevboard session man 
ever (his work with the Stones and the 
Airplane is glorious), he is clearly un- 
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qualified to solo—whether singing, 
writing. or, indeed, playing. 

Only three of his cuts are memorable 
here, and then merely because they rock. 
Speed On is my favorite; Banana Anna, a 
mildly witty though nearly unintelligible 
song is about a prostitute; and Pig's 
Boogie is a driving instrumental with fan- 
cv ivory runs, though the kind that Bee 
Bumble and the Stingers did better, years 
ago, with Nutrocker. (Hopkins should 
nevertheless concentrate on such 
materials for subsequent albums, I 
think.) The other cuts range from the bor: 
ing to the embarrassing, especially 
Waiting for the Band and The Dreamer. 
“God, I’m tired,” drones Hopkins on the 
latter, sounding like Michael Fremer im- 
itating George Harrison. Hopkins’ vocal 
replacement and occasional co-author, 
Jerry Williams, sings just as badly—real- 
lv, thev’re both strikingly lame. Further, 
Klaus Voormann’s bass playing is ob- 
vious, and Prairie Prince’s drumming is 
paltry. George Harrison plays a lazy slide; 
Mick Tavlor never takes off either. Brass 
and strings lack imagination. The sound 
is coarse and, finally, the review copy was 
warped. Avoid this one, though you might 
want to request some of it over the air. 

Perhaps we should long for the days 
when the life of the rock keyboard man 
was less stable, and hadn’t much poten- 
tial for advancement. For in becoming 
stars, superb back-up men like Russell, 
Hopkins, Billy Preston and others have 
abandoned precisely that which was in- 
itially admirable in their work—the 
slashing. razor-sharp rhythms and 
figures. True, there are those who have 
staved behind, still laboring in obscurity, 
still taking a nimble break that turns 
evervone’s heads—lIan Stewart, Rick Bell, 
Kelly J. Andy McMahon, Paul Harris, 
Larry Knechtel, and countless others. 
Many keyboard men came to concentrate 
on organ (Rod Argent, John Mayall, Ray 
Manzarek, and, of course, Preston). Some 
of these latter have faded away deservedly 
(Al Kooper, Barry Goldberg, Lee 
Michaels) or undeservedly (Felix 
Cavaliere, Alan Price). Others have gain- 
ed fame in a group (Rick Wakeman, Seth 
Just man, and last and least, Keith Emer- 
son) or by showing other talents (Elton 
John, Stevie Winwood, Randy Newman.) 


Little Richard and Jerry Lee Lewis exist 
only as pounding reincarnations. One 
would not want Nicky Hopkins to have to 
choose among the aforementioned in- 
stabilities, but it’s clear he and Columbia 
should give up this venture, unless he’s 
going to cut albums of blistering in- 
strumentals, which doesn’t seem likely.

Seals and Crofts: DIAMOND GIRL 
(Warner Bros. BS2699) 


W. H. Auden once offered the following 


test for a major poet: if one reads two of 


the poet’s works, and cannot tell which 
was written first, then he is not a major 
poet. In the same way, and probably for 
the same reason, the finest rock groups all 
exhibit the same sense of a progression: if 
a bootleg Beatles tune were to emerge, 
any reasonably perceptive listener would 
be able to place it within two or three 
albums of its correct place in; time. 
Likewise, The Great Lost Kinks Album is 
easy to assimilate into its spot in the 
Kinks time-line even without 
Mendelsohn’s notes. 

With groups of slightly less stature (but 
only slightly), there is another sort of 


progression: development, peak and 


decline. The peak is a unique experience 
for such a group, unlike a Kinks who hit 
one acme with Kinks Size, one with 
Waterloo Sunset, one with Lola Versus 
Powerman, and so on. Any lesser group, 
after making a statement of the caliber of 
these, would then have nowhere to go but 
down. (This is not like the one-shot group 
which will blow its entire creative wad in 
one song or one album.) 

We are now witnessing Seals and Crofts 
at peak. Coming out of what may be the 
biggest hit any acoustic duo ever had, 
they have set down the clarification and 
logical extension of Summer Breeze in 
Diamond Girl. Where the former milked 
two riffs and accompanying sounds, this 
one utilizes four themes and one unified 
sound. Where one moved at an uncomfor- 
table andante, the other rocks allegro. 
The same elements, however, compose 
the total sound: The creative use of space 
in the peaceful vet intricate interplay of 
voices and various instruments. 

Seals and Crofts are very much into the 
sound. In Jessica the melody rolls along 


reminiscent of George Harrison’s Piggies, 
until suddenly the guitar and mandolin 
take the reins and play a classical line 
that swells between them and bursts into 
sonority. All with two instruments. The 
reason this album is a peak is that they 
are realizing the potential for such in- 
tersections among several different in- 
struments: pianos, bass (bassist Bobby 
Lichtig is their only accompanist on tour), 
drums, woodwinds, and the most tasteful- 
ly restrained electric guitar since Caleb 
Quaye. 
What happens when a group reaches 
peak? They start experimenting fruitless- 
ly with different genres. They can’t write 
quite as good or quite as much any more. 
They dredge up old tunes that should 
have been forgotten. (Actually this is 
because an artist has all his life to prepare 
for peak, but only a year or so to prepare 
for the album after that.) Unfortunately, 
all of the above are beginning to happen 
to Seals and Crofts. Wisdom is an ill- 
considered jazzy sax tune, only included 
for Seals to show off. It’s Gonna Come 
Down is pleasant, no more, and Jessica 
isn’t all that neat either. And the album 
contains three S & C oldies, of which Dust 
On My Saddle is a Western in the tradi- 
tion of El Paso (except that Seals couldn’t 
help but give it a happy ending), and 
Standin’ On A Mountain Top (1964!) is 
just horrendous.

CHARLES MINGUS AND 
FRIENDS IN CONCERT (Columbia 
KG 31614) 


The word on Mingus’ return concert, 
held at Lincoln Center in February of 
1972, was “disappointing.’”’ Now that the 
double album of music from the concert 
has arrived, I find it difficult to unders- 
tand the disappointment. ‘Not enough 
new music,” people said, but we do get 
the boyant big-band theme, “Us is Two,” 
with meaty sax solos all around; and we 
get the extended “Little Royal Suite” 
(which does conclude with the old ‘“My 
Jelly Roll Soul’’) featuring a very 
Gillespieish Jon Fraddis subbing for the 
piece’s absent subject, Roy Eldridge. 
Seldom-heard oldies are presented as 
well, and the appearance of “Jump 
Monk” and “‘Ecclusiastics” is no cause for 


complaint. True, Bill Cosby, “host for the 
evening,” is an incandescent anus, but at 
least we don’t have to watch his inanities. 
Besides, what would a Mingus concert be 
without a large dose of absurdity? If the 
sound in the hall was inadequate, we’ll 
never know; quite often the recording 
mikes shaft the live audience. For a con- 
cert recording, the sound is quite good. 
The band sounds as if all members are 
having a fine time. Rehearsals were un- 
doubtedly ragged and much of the printed 
program never got played, but the 
musicians — a melting pot of Mingus 
alumni, studio dependables and guest 
stars — coalesce in that loose-thread, 
tight-shirt manner so identifiable as 
Mingus music. Credit should go to 
arranger Sy Johnson and conductor- 
producer Teo Macero, but the major fac- 
tor was Mingus. Even on record his 
presence is inspirational, and his bass 
cuts through the twenty pieces with ease. 
And to the extent that the core of Mingus 


is raucous, this is a truer picture of the ar- 


tist than the more “Finished” Let My 

Children Hear Music. 
Another thing the Lincoln Center con- 
cert has all over the previous Coumbia set 
is solos. If you exclude the two vocals 
(Honey Gordon has sounded better on 
“Eclipse,” as has Dizzy’s scat routine) the 
individual performances are uniformly 
well wrought. James Moody (on flute) 
and Randy Weston sit in on “E’s Flat, 
Ah’s Flat Too” and turn that blues into a 
party. Regulars Charles McPherson, Lon- 
nie Hillyer and Bobby Jones hold their 
own with the more illustrious guest 
sidemen; Hillyer and Jones each had 
superior evenings. Lee Konitz, Gerry 
Mulligan and Joe Chambers are present, 
each thoroughly in the Mingus spirit yet 
totally themselves (a redundant state- 
ment, I admit). The strongman, however, 
the man who again and again grabs the 
music by the throat and wails, is Gene 
Ammons. Jug is only a funky-butt to 
many, and he plays lots of blues here, but 
what blues! The Ammons-Mingus duet 
on “Mingus Blues” is so good it’s destined 
to become cliche. Howard Marks told me 
that he’s tired of seeing Mingus reviews 
and would prefer to read about what Gene 
Ammons record to get. This one, Howard.

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Theatre: ‘A Doll's House’ Well Constructed

Michael Meyer claims that A Doll’s 
House is no more a play about women’s 
liberation than Ghosts is a play about 
syphilis or An Enemy of the People about 
public hygeine. It is none the less a 
fascinating work from the woman’s point 
of view — both in terms of its surface in- 
dications that “‘you’ve come a long way, 
baby” and, underneath, in its suggestion 
that, until we break completely from the 
centuries-old patterns of marriage and 
motherhood, we have gone nowhere. And 
Ibsen’s incredible, long range insight, 
which doesn’t really declare itself until 
the final scene of the play, is rendered all 
the more devastating through its dual 
applicability, both to the stifling social 
structures within which his Nora is forced 
to operate, brilliantly mirrored in his own 
rigid mastery of the nineteenth century 
well-made play, and to the comparative 
“freedom” which we embrace today. 


Sitting through the first two acts of the 
Theatre Venture 73 production at the 
North Shore Music Theatre, I was struck 
by what superb afternoon television A 
Doll’s House would make. Will Torvald 
discover that eight years ago, in order to 
save his life, Nora forged a promisory note 
and sold herself into debt to a man her 
husband despises? Will the evil Krogstad 
reveal her terrible secret? Can this 
marriage be saved? Tune in next week 
when Lux Liquid will bring you the con- 
tinuing adventures of everybody’s favorite 
skylark, Nora Helmer. . . . (muzak fades 
in). 

But instead of dating A Doll’s House or 
bogging it down, all the ominous 19th cen- 
tury folderol about forged bank notes, 
wifely dependency and (shudder) loss of 
reputation makes the really crucial drama 
— that of a marriage so steeped in cliched 
illusion that it cannot survive even a 
momentary glimpse at the truth — and 
its inevitable upshot the more 
devastating. For after two hours or so of 
viewing the work with the same morbid 
but remote fascination with which one 
views the propaganda films of the 
McCarthy scare and other such historical 
memorabilia, one is suddenly stopped 
short by the realization that the step 
Ibsen proposes through Nora as the only 
alternative is one that many women still 
consider too drastic to take. 


Nora walks out on her marriage — on 
her duties, her obligations and her 
children — in order to save or find herself. 
Ibsen’s proposal — that it is impossible to 
change a bad relationship from within it 
— shows a profound and painful un- 
derstanding that goes so far beyond all 
that poppycock about legal rights and 
social protocol that it is still upsetting, 
even unacceptable, 94 years after he wrote 
A Doll’s House. Marriage may have 
gotten a little better, but it hasn’t chang- 
ed. 

The Theatre Venture ’73 production, 


being aired in the mornings and after-— 


noons for high school audiences, will also 
be performed five evenings, three of them 
this week. And while it isn’t particularly

electric, Ben Shaktman’s rendition of A 
Doll’s House is really quite credible. It is 
well spaced, surprisingly well acted for 
the most part, and Shaktman’s conver- 
sational adaptation from _ several 


translations enhances the play’s contem- 
porary appeal. 

Betsy Palmer, whom I'll admit I had no 
idea could act, can. Her first act Nora is a 
bit too gushy, too fey, too ‘“‘doll-like” if 


you will, even for A Doll’s House. But that 
is more Ibsen’s fault than hers. The Nora 
he creates in Act I would be very unlikely 
to make the decision she makes at the 
play’s end. Yes, she would be crushed 
when the miracle doesn’t happen, crushed 
to discover in her husband the petiy, 
selfish, socially dependent creep that he 
is. She might even cease to love him. But 
she is too optimistic not to be satisfied 
with the pretty remarkable concessions 
that she wrenches from the now desperate 
Torvald and would try (probably futilely) 
to change her marriage from the inside. 
But given that these two Noras are in- 
trinsically different, Ms. Palmer recon- 
ciles them well. She is particularly effec- 
tive in the crucial scene in which she exer- 
cises her feminine wiles on an aging ad- 
mirer and “friend of the family,” Dr. 
Rank, only to freeze over with social mor- 
tification when he declares the love she 
has suspected all along. Tom Toner is 
splendid as Rank and as the creditor, 
Krogstad, of whom necessity has made a 
villain, Dick Latessa is unconventionally 


charming. 


The one bone I feel compelled to pick 
with the Shaktman production is over the 
simplistic interpretation of Torvald, 
Nora’s husband. The role as written-is 
pretty obtuse, I admit, but Stephen D. 
Newman makes him so unattractive, so 
insidiously brutal from the outset, that 
the play becomes too one-sided. Torvald 
is the villain in a sense, it’s true, but he 
should never be the type of blackguard at 
whom one is tempted to throw peanuts.

as a Cheeseburger

Whether you consider Stephanie 
another lighthearted youth musical or 
just plain lightheaded is, I suppose, a 
matter of personal taste. But as such 
peanut butter on Wonder bread enter- 
tainments go, Russell B. Mason’s con- 
tribution to the “charms of hippiedom” 
genre is pleasantly inane — a kind of 
‘Hair’? with a Big G rating. The 
enthusiastic young cast is as fresh and 
funny as “Godspell,” as corny as Kansas 
in August, and they don’t take their 
clothes off either. No wonder the show 
was so well-received in Ireland where it 
enjoyed its world premiere last fall. 
Stephanie is as American as a 
cheeseburger, even less harmful, and it 
will probably have the same general 
appeal. 

Stephanie is a girl from suburbia, 


probably bored with living out a Pepso- 
dent commercial, in search of HERSELF. 


Can she find happiness in a 1969-type 
hippie commune, overseen by a guru on a 
scaffold and peopled by ebullient young 
dropouts who while away the days ten- 
ding the garden, making crayon drawings 
and doing television take-offs? 


The basic theme is that the kids are out 
to convince Stephanie that this is the, 
place, that life is beautiful, that T.V., 
meat eating and sex are unnecessary evils, 
and that “‘you just have to realize/that the 
world isn’t seen through just your eyes” — 
so who can argue with that? The audience 
is allowed along for the ride, much of 
which is as likeable as it is silly. The songs 
in particular, all the more comfortable 
and congenial for that feeling that you’ve 
heard them before, are fine and a few — 
“You'll Arrive At Last” is my favorite — 
are even memorable. Besides, who can 
resist a wholesome young cast who, even 
when the choreography is more spon- 
taneous than might be intended, are so 
anxious to dance their hearts out for you? 


What I find most agreeable about 
Stephanie, I suppose, is its willingness to 
poke a mischievous finger at itself and 
giggle a little. The guru, for example, who 
spends most of the first act in meditation, 
occasionally throwing in benign advice at 
the tinkle of a bell, descends from his om- 
niscient perch above the action at inter- 
mission to regale us with, of all things, a 
pretty impressive yoyo demonstration. 


‘Then, while his flock samples some 


vegetarian delight offstage, he sends an 
usher out for a hamburger. All this is con- 
siderably funnier that the game show for- 


mate and the “I see a chain of restaurants 
in your future, 16 smiling children and a 
husband named McDonald” kind of in- 
anity that dominates the first act. 


And later the offending hamburger, dis- 
covered in the “rice pot,” drives the 
would-be vegetarians (despite their noble 
intentions, inescapably victims of their 
Burger King childhoods) mad with desire. 
One, in fact, forsakes Paradise for the real 
world and that husband named 
McDonald. 


This is the nicest thing about Stephanie 
— that while it provides a perhaps too pat 


-but honest glimpse of the factors that 


drive the young to these fantasy worlds, it 
doesn’t take itself too seriously. Clowning 
around in the vegetable patch isn’t 
presented as a real alternative; this whim- 
sical, escapist idyll isn’t trumped up to be 
any kind of Answer. Rather, the commune 
is seen as a healing place, a temporary 


stop-off in which “‘to be frivolous in these 


frivolous times” while putting oneself 
back together for that inevitable rematch 
with the Real World. And while that may 
be somewhat banal, it’s basically true. 


A lack of sophistication is always en- 
joyable up toa point. And while I per- 
sonally feel that Stephanie takes unfair 
advantage of the fact, at times seeking to 
pass off what is sheer drivel under the 
respectable auspices of Good Clean Fun, I 
am compelled to admit that some of it is 
Good, that all of it is Clean, and that on 
the night I was there, the audience 


appeared to have as much Fun as the 


cast.

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¢ Art: Illusions of Innocence

By every prevailing standard, 
Katherine Porter used to be reckoned the 
most successful contemporary painter in 
Boston. She was generally disdainful of 
this imposed image of “success,” realizing 
how hollow it was; the terms of her 
recognition clearly had nothing to do with 
whatever it meant to be an artist. But her 
work began to sell, and her life as an artist 
became somewhat more manageable in 
practical terms. A lot of her fellow artists, 
and I too, anticipated that she would 
make good her disdain through some 
political gesture, or perhaps just a radical 
plunge into ugliness in her work, that 
would show up the emptiness of 
“recognition” in the context of the Boston 
art scene. This expectation now seems un- 
realistic and unfair, especially since so 
many people, including myself, have 
grown so much more sanguine recently 
about the situation of the visual arts in 
Boston. Money is tighter here now and the 
art being made is less conservative and 
less success-oriented; everyone is out to 
survive now, almost nobody can afford 
“success.”’ Anyway, what Porter did, a lit- 
tle over a year ago, was split for New Mex- 
ico where she continues to live and work. 
The Parker Street 470 Gallery is having a 
show of paintings from her first year in 
New Mexico. 

New Mexico probably sounds like the 
last place to go if you’re a contemporary 
painter of any seriousness. But as it 
happens two important and celebrated 
painters, both women, already live there, 
namely, Georgia O’Keeffe and Agnes 
Martin. So New Mexico has a certain 
mystique for many younger artists. Kathy 
Porter said she was going there because 
the light was different than it is around 
here. Light was always important in her 
paintings as a sort of substitute for 
representation, or for the honest possibili- 
ty of representation. By that I mean that 
illumination is an aspect of the visible 
world that can be retained in painting 
without compromising abstraction. 
Painters have had trouble, since Cubism, 
deciding what can be honestly 


represented in paintings, what subject 
matter is itself relevant to the nature of 


representation. Concentrating on il-. 


lumination is one way of letting us look at 
a painting as if we were looking at the 
world, as if we and painting were innocent 
of certain things we understand about its 
powers. Illumination may be the ultimate 


surface itself might be regularly folded, 
and that the painting’s space is actually 
ours shaped into little channels. Those 
zig-zag or chevron patterns became and 
remain a sort of trademark of Porter’s 
work, 

Knowing of her interest in light, I ex- 
pected to see some striking changes in her

illusion in painting, because it always 
proposes a source of light that may even 
appear to be outside the painting, but 
outside our space as well. (I think of a 
painting called “Sulfur Queen” by Darby 
Bannard that seems to be lit from behind 
its own surface, like a back-projected 
slide.) So without a trace of representa- 
tion a picture can convey the sense that it 
is connected with an unlimited dimension 
in which illumination could have a 
source, like a phantom sun, just as pre- 
Cubist landscape pictures must have 
seemed to connect with the visible world. 
Some of Porter’s paintings used to do 
that, and some kept spatial illusion under 
control with a kind of zig-zag pattern that 
never suggests more than a shallow space 
even when it is not uniform. The zig-zag 
bands usually suggest that the canvas 


paintings after she moved from 
Massachusetts to New Mexico. But I was 
surprised to find that the paintings in the 
current show look like they might have 
been done in Boston or Michigan as well 
as New Mexico. I suppose I expected the 
pictures to convey more sense of place 
than they do, and perhaps if I had ever 
been to New Mexico, they would. My 
favorite painting in the show, which I 


think may also be the “easiest” one, is 


called “1st Painting.” It is a large grey 
picture with a lot of white in it and a lot of 
brush-work. There are areas of smudged 
color in it as well. And in it the chevron 
pattern seems to recur in different planes 
defined in relation to a brushy field of 
grey-white strokes. One of the zig-zags 
appears to have gone limp and to be fall- 
ing off the surface. And all around the 


part. 


edges of the picture there is an unpainted 
margin filled with brisk pencil strokes. 
The edges of Porter’s paintings have 
always been g difficult.matter for her. The 
zig-zag pattern is a hard one to terminate 
in a non-arbitrary way. In “1st Painting,” 
however, the border of pencil strokes 
resolves the edge problem by stating 
directly that this is where the work of the 
hand begins. There is no question of any 
illusion cutting across that border; inside, 
things are subject to the artist’s control. 


Unfortunately, a similar dicisive treat- 
ment of the limits of a picture does not 
reappear in this show. There is another 
picture here that inadvertently solves the 
difficulty though. It is called ‘Painting 
with Center” and it looks like one pain- 
ting tacked onto the surface of another. 
The smaller, ‘‘inner” image is painted in 
softer strokes and color and it is not a 
perfect rectangle. The little distortion in 
its shape pulls the picture as a whole out 
of shape, so that we no longer get the feel- 
ing that the image of the picture was 
painted to fit a given rectangle. ‘‘Painting 
with Center” looks like it was made from 
the inside out. 

The trouble with Porter’s work is that it 
doesn’t seem to be about anything. In a 
way it seems to pretend innocence, as if 
the only way for painting to be authentic 
is for it to refuse to be about anything. 
Another thing I like about “‘Ist Painting” 
is that it ‘treats the chevron pattern with 
humor and deliberation. It suggests that 
the artist really got some distance on her 
own work for a change and began to paint 
about that for a while. Why she couldn’t 
maintain that distance, or chose not to, I 
don’t know. A curious and rather 
remarkable illusion of innocence (or 
perhaps it is real nostalgia) infuses all of 
Porter’s new work here except “Ist Pain- 
ting.” The reason this illusion hurts the 
work is that it inhibits or simply 
precludes an authentic response on our 
The Worcester Museum is hav- 
ing a show of Porter’s new ‘Works on 
Paper” through May 27.

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Books: Amnesty and the Unpardonable 


THE AMNESTY OF JOHN 
DAVID HERNDON by James 
Reston, Jr. McGraw-Hill, 146 pages, 
$5.95. 

Probably the most misunderstood of 
America’s young are its Vietnam exiles. 
Not even the resistors who went to prison, 
or the veterans who returned to tell of the 
war’s atrocities, have been the objects of 
such vicious and unremitting slander. 

We have seen numerous proposals for 
amnesty, at least since 1969. With 
characteristic opportunism even Nixon 
hedged on the issue during the election 
year, but after the Cease Fire his familiar 
vindictiveness returned: ‘‘We cannot 
provide forgiveness. Those who 
deserted must pay their price.” At last the 
pilots are back from Hanoi, but “those 
few hundred’’—in actuality over 
100,000—remain our Prisoners of War. As 
long as they are denied the right to come 
home, Vietnam is not over. 

Save for their drastic rejection of the 
war, there is little that typifies the draft 
dodgers and deserters abroad. They 
acted, of course, with mixed motives. Yet 
the best and the worst of them are lumped, 
together as traitors by a hostile public.) 
Again, the delusions of the old continue to. 
haunt the young. 

Liberals who advocate amnesty display 
equally serious a misreading of the issue 
involved. Placing the burden of guilt upon 
the exile is an obscene distortion of 
history, and requiring a period of “‘‘alter- 
native service” as some kind of compensa- 
tion is absurd. Even more dangerous is 
the proposal to extend amnesty only to 
draft dodgers, but not to deserters. Little 
could more eloquently demonstrate the 
class nature of the war, for it has been the 
sons of the working class who have born 
the worst burden of the fighting—and 
have provided the majority of deserters. 

Ignored in the debate is the sizable 
minority of exiles who are veterans of 
Vietnam combat. They deserted out of 
revulsion for what they had seen and 
done. Few could be called cowards. 

John Herndon was a good example: 


Born in West Virginia to become a high 
school dropout who liked fast cars, Hern- 
don enlisted in the Army at eighteen. He 
qualified as an airborne ranger and was 
sent to Vietnam, but he found on his 
arrival that he had been inexplicably 
reassigned to a ground unit. His fifteen 
month tour was replete with such 
bureaucratic bungling. While on patrol he 
witnessed both the torture of Vietcong 
suspects and the senseless sacrificing of 
American soldiers. He quickly came to 
despise the war. 

Just as he was preparing to go home, he 
was thrust into the cataclysm of the Tet 
Offensive. He returned to combat and was 
wounded a week later as he attempted to 
rescue two trapped Gls. For this he was 
presented with the Army Commendation 
Medal. 

John spent a year stateside, then was 
suddenly transferred to a European 
paratroop unit. When he learned that he 
was going back to Vietnam, he deserted 
and went to Paris. For eight months he 
scrounged around France, alternately 
working and relying upon the support of 
sympathetic citizens. He returned, served 
time in the stockade, and deserted for 
good when he learned that he was again 
slated for Vietnam duty. This time he was: 
to stay out for over a year and a half. 

Eventually he settled in a Paris tene- 
ment, working as he could and struggling 
to survive. Through his contact with the 
American Deserters Committee he at- 
tracted the attention of Safe Return. In 
late 1971 the New York based organiza- 
tion was searching for a suitable test case 
to publicize its demand for total amnesty. 
John was selected. Reston’s book is an ac- 
count of what followed. 

It was a hectic March week as Mike Uhl 
and Tod Ensign of Safe Return struggled 
with the authorities to get John back into 
the United States. They desired a public 
surrender upon his returrt home, to assure 
maximum publicity for the ““Nuremburg 
defense” of his court martial. John, 
meanwhile, had to prepare himself to 
come out of exile. 

By the time he boarded the plane in 


Paris, the international media were 
following his story. He was arrested im- 
mediately after arriving at Kennedy. The 
military now had its fugitive, but one 
whose defense promised to be an em- 
barrassing indictment of the war’s 
criminality. While confined, he received 
the support of prominent antiwar ac- 
tivists and members of Congress. For 
three weeks the Army stalled in its 
prosecution, then suddenly washed its 
hands of the matter by reinstating a bad 
conduct discharge that had been suspend- 
ed several years before. John Herndon 
was at last a free man. 

How will the Herndon case affect the 
administration of military justice toward 
deserters? Very little, I fear. Reston’s op- 
timism seems unfounded when he 
suggests that we are evolving toward 
something he calls “amnesty by default.” 
He rightly emphasizes that soldiers who 
wish to return must do so openly and with 
strong legal counsel, but he fails to con- 
vince with his assumption that they 
would have the same luck in raising the 
war as an issue. 

As interest in amnesty fades, it seems 
likely that the majority of our exiles will 
remain. The issue looks especially bleak, 
what with Canada’s new immigration 
restrictions and Sweden’s barring of 
further exiles—both presumably ac- 
complished under pressure from 
Washington. Nixon has chosen to close 
the discussion, but the judgement that 
these young men have made of America 
stands. It may be more to the point to 
consider whether this nation deserves 
them back.

mired man, is, in fact, an emotionally 
frozen child and a prick in the bargain? 
Too bad, because you won’t find out by 
reading Sumner Elliott’s The Man Who 
Got Away. 

Riding the crest of the nouvelle vague in 
modern literature, Mr. Elliott transforms 
a pseudo-Freudian character study of a 
vacuous man into a Bergsonian treatise 
on the transmogrification of time and 
memory. The result is an unintentional 
joke. 

Mr. Elliot’s protagonist is lost in time; 
much like Billy Pilgrim in Kurt 
Vonnegut’s Slaughter House Five. But 
where Vonnegut uses Billy’s temporal 
perambulations as a witty and ironic 
means to visualize an existential horror 
show, Elliott inflates his gimmick with 
enough philosophic and psychological gas 
to float a zeppelin. 

George Wood, sickened by his own per- 
sona, begins to dabble in auto-hypnosis in 
order to discover where in the past he 
went wrong. Unfortunately for him, his 
extreme susceptibility to memory literally 
whisks him back in helter-skelter fashion 
to the many low points of his life. He 
becomes an omnipotent but unwilling 
observer to all his follies, gaffes, and dis- 
asters. Along the way, Mr. Elliot trots 
out an army of the most cardboard 
stereotypes seen this side of As The World 
Turns. We are treated to: the sensitive, 
liberated girlfriend whose love George 
cannot understand; Dudley, the alcoholic 
English playwright; Arch, the vain movie 
star and his embittered ex-wife; George’s 
first wife in her artsy-craftsy Village pad; 
and, of course, George’s frigid mother. 
Eventually George uncovers the secret as 
to why he’s an untalented prick, and ends 
his journey in a comfy womb. 

If one views the novel as a psychological 
detective yarn, its only faults are lack of 
suspense and mystery. Mr. Elliott 
handles his dialogue well, so perhaps if he 
added a little sex and violence, the novel 
would be worth reading on your next 
Greyhound Bus trip to Philadelphia.
